An excellent Minister in Scotland having BOine 
"S ago lost a valuable wife^ on writing her memoirj 
tledicittctl it Jifi follows: “Toherwho^e memory I 
fherisli—who still remembers me—whom I am 
quickly foliownng to dciith—and hope tlinmgh mer¬ 
cy soon to meet in a death less world,” The writer 
of tlie following pag^5«, has frequently been struck 
vrith the beauty and touching tend cm ess of the senti¬ 
ments expressctl in these words ; and although he 
could for various reasons have wished^ that this me- 
moir slumld have been dedicated to the numerous and 
beloved members of the family of the deceasedj-=^yet 
the above langLiage speaks so powerfully to his heartj 
that he must adopt it on the present occasion* 
bright and glorious moiTOw” is a period which was 
frequently spoken by her whose hisbjry it records^ 
with feelings of joyful anticipation. And he having 
buried so large a portion of his present happiness in 
her gravej none but 1i widower^ in a foreign land, a 
widower borne dowui by the weight of affliction and 
a multitmle of physical infirmities, can tell hovp de¬ 
lightful it ia to him to look forward to that blessed 
day of re-unioiq—that “ bright and glorious morrow” 
—wdieri, death sliall all be done away and bodies 

part no more.” It is not necessary to occupy the 
attention of the reader by a long and formal preface to 
this little work. The introductory chapter sufficient¬ 
ly explains the objectw'luchthe author has in view, and 
the reasons which have induced him thus to appear 
before the public;—and the preface^as a modern writer 
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baa well observedj is a part of a hooV^^irli is sel¬ 
dom rcad/^ May it now foriliAiffRwed by tfie 
prayers of all who knew lus deprfu'd wsfr^ and be 
accompanied by the blessing of Illnv who hath said, 
‘^They that sow iii tears shall reap in joy; He that 
goeth forth and wcepeth^ beiiring pny[;L(>us seed, sliall 
doubtless come again with rejoicings bringing his 
sheaves with bbn*” To Ills grace and cave he now 
commeiufc it in the hope that it inay^ in some hum¬ 
ble measure^ he a means of prompting bis glory^ and 
of stimulating Jiiis people to follow the di'ceused so 
far as she followed Christ—That many, who have

llie author has remarked, that in the many letters which he 
has received from his bidiivcd Christiuti friends, they seem 
geueruHy to hesitate about the utility of saying much, witli 
a view to coiufurl him under the pressure nf his heavy trial. 
This, he belkvet, arisee chiefiy from the conviction that tlie 
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lose he has sustained* ta more than a common calamity^ and 
the wound inflicted thereby, too deep to be fathomed by a 
human In a note wliich he received from Dr. Duff 

only a few days agOj this subject is thus delicately alluded 
to— ** 1 have from time to time duly heard of the heavy af¬ 
fliction with which it hath pleased t)ie God of providetifc 
to visit yun» and had I been nearer to you, most gladly 
would J have condoled with you face to face, but J am 
hand bound here by an eternal round of Sutioi^ and this I 
well know, that in your* esse, coiisobuion must come, not 
from the poor brokeft cisterns of human hctirt’i, but direct 
from the fouotaiji-hcad of divine felicity. May the Lord 
bless and supjmrt you amid the raging billow>i," The au- 
thor*B valued friend, the Kev, T, Boaz, minister of tlie 
Union Chapel, speaking of the deceased, observed, tlmt 
when the intelligence *af her death reached Calcutta al¬ 
most every person to whom it was nieiitioned. expressed a 
wish that they had been present to ivitness it. *‘They ali 
knew her/' he reiimrkcd to be a person of distinguiblicd 
piety and uniform Christian conaUtency [ and they conse¬ 
quently concluded, before tfiey had heard any of the particu¬ 
lars of tier last hours, that there must have been something 
pre-eminently pca*cfu1p instructive and eneouruging in the 
solemn scene,—sometbing, which if suitably improved, would 
animate them ia their work of faith, their labor of love and 
their patioucc of liope, and prepare them to meet with the 
like Christian courage, their own appturLching conflict with 
the last enemy/' It is tlie general prevalence of these 
views relative to the character of the departed, that has iii- 
duced the wish (a wish which has been expressed in other 
quarters besides those already alluded to)—that another 
Memoir of her should he furnished, more extended in its 
dctmls than the one which has already appeared. In com¬ 
plying however with these desire•!^ of his friends, it ia not 
the author's intention to enter into all the minutiae of his 
departed wife's history'; he designs merely to take a survey 
of her Missionary life and chariicter. lie Is not in jiosses- 
aion of sufliLient materials to enable him to enter into the 
lustory of her early years j he has only heard her iu gene¬ 
ral, when speaking upon this subject, intimate that she was 
not in her youthful days privileged to sit under an evangeli¬ 
cal ministry. She nevertheless appears to have had even 
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under thes^e unfuvornhle circumstances, some deep impres¬ 
sions regarding the vulue of the soul, and the solcmuities of 
the Eternal World; and lung before her judgment was en¬ 
lightened to understand the doctrines of the gospel, her 
heart was touched with a deep sense of its moral power. 
She felt that there was a reality and a value in religion, in¬ 
finitely i>upc:rior to every thing of a worldly character, and 
that she could only he happy hy endeavouring to walk in the 
fear of God^. ller religion however at this period was, as 
she herself admitted, highly sentimental—it was that of an 
unenlightened Fhnri&ec—abounding in the fruits of self-com¬ 
placency, She diittered herself that she had found what 
she then considered the happy medium* and she vainly 
hoped tint hy avoiding un excess of worldly gaieiy on the 
one hand, and all uniiccessaTy and over-wrought rigid pre- 
cidon on the other, her path to hpaven would be smooth 
and easy.—Although s?fic was then a stranger to the grace 
of " Him of whom JXloses in the law and the prOjdietE did 
write/* Jesus the sinner’s Friend *uid Saviour, yet she unule 
conscience of prayer. She read the scriptures, ujid fre* 
quently found a secret pleasure lliese exercises* which she 
could never derive from any of the Viun arid empty purtfuits 
of earth. But when she WEts brought i.iidcr Ibc sound of 
the blessed Gospel—when God's great system of redeem¬ 
ing mercy to guiKy men, with oil it^ radiant glories, was 
unfolded to her view, her character sperdilv received a 
new impression, and the truth as it h in Jesuit excited a new, 
a hallowed, and a transforming influence upon her affections. 
She was no sooner brought under the power of evangelical 
principles, than she perceived that the chief design of the 
Gospel was not to repair the breaches which sin had mude 
in the moral constitution of fallen man, but to break down, 
and to reconstruct the whole upon a new and a divinely 
constituted basis; to make the once guilty smner a new 
creature in Christ Jesus, and to bring every thought into 
subjection to the obedience of faith. Acting therefore 
under the influence of these convictions, she at once made 
a full and an unreserved surrender of herself to him who 
loved the Church, and who gave himself for it. The life 
which she henceforward lived in the flesh was ^‘ahfe of 
faith upon the Son of God/' and its influence appeared iu 
prompting her to seek the glory of Christ in every action. 
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From thtj moment that Ciirist became enthroned in her af¬ 
fections ^ t hi? was the supreme^ the only desire of her hearty 
the one soub in spiring, and all-pervading principle on which 
her every future pursuit was based. How far that principle 
wa? consistently excmplifled,^first by her private efforts 
to do good in England^ and afterwards by her more public 
labours in British India, the following pages will testify. 
Her career of benevolence in the latter field was compara¬ 
tively long ; few persons are spared to punue uninterrupt¬ 
edly thdr work over a space of ton years in thSt unhealthy 
laud. But the night,comclli and also the day. Her sim 
hiis^ now set in grace, and risen in glory. She rests from 
her labours and her works du follow her; and they will con¬ 
tinue to follow lier in the neighbourhood of Chineurah, 
so long ns ihoro is a population there, who can call to re* 
memlinince her benevolent efforts to benefit tlienu in all that 
concerns botli their moral, their intellectual, and their reli- 
giouii character. The uatbyr*s iniad was painfully exer¬ 
cised upon this topic, just tus be commenced this tribute of 
lender affection to ber incinory. 11c had scarcely written 
ilirongh the first page, wh^i the postman arrived, bringing 
letters from England—aniongst these was one for the de¬ 
ceased from a muloved sister, w hich contains the follow¬ 
ing obaervations—“ Our niutuul friend the Kev Mr. Adams 
of Newark, has just come in, he has been attending the 
llmtrd of Directoj s uf the Mi>:iionary Society, and he has 
brougjit us the pleitsiiig intelligeiicCr that you and your 
dear partner are forthwith lo be invited lunne, and that 
the Directors were unanimnus in their cammendutions of 
you, uii account uf your having in your enfeebled state 
of health, continued at your poJ?t so longj to me this 
was glowing intelligence, and it will be so to every one to 
whiun you are kiiuwn, but \\i^ you well observe in your last 
letter in reference to your prospective return, that—' We 
must not calculate upon it with too much certainty, in a 
country like India, w'here there are conf^tant clianges, and 
where the thread of life is brittle beyond conifianson, some 
check may possibly arise to damp our prospective glad ness ; 
tt is desirable therefore that our anticlpatioiis on this head 
should be of a chastened character.' " This language seems 
to have been almost prophetic, and it clearly shews what 
were the aidiclpations of the dear departed when she em- 
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pkyed it*—The letter which contains these remarks was 
the last she ever wrote lo the beloved member of her fa¬ 
mily referred to above» and it h phinlul to reflect, that the 
brittle thread of life—"brittle beyond comp amoji"'—woa 
snapped when that beloved friend Ihnsre-wrute her words— 
She was not then quoting the language of the living but of 
the dead> although she knew it not* Sumo week^^ antecedent 
to this, every mortal tic liad been dissolved, mortality had 
been put off and immortality put on, and the redeemed 
sanctihed Spirit delivered from its burden of clay, bud 
bounded from earth and entered into ^he joy of the Lord, 
What u glorious transformation I — 

That bliAsf'ul interview bow sweet 
To fidl transported at his feet, 

Raised in biis ariiis to view Jiis face 
Through the full beamiui^s of his grace. 


CHAFFER 11. 


KITJIACTR FROM MRS. M CNDT^S JOURNAL-UKH PJJiTT—MIS* 

■ lONARY SPIRIT, AND EFFORTS TO DO GOOD IN ENOLANU. 

It was not my happiness lo be acquainted with the sub¬ 
ject of this Memoir, during that period of her life to which 
this chapter principally refers. My materials therefore 
for elucidating this portion of her history can onlv be drawn 
from her own ptivate Journal, and from the informution 
which 1 have derived from a few of those vulucd friends 
who intimately knew lier* 1 was not uwure, during the 
years in which we were privileged to walk together iu Ibc 
av^eet bundB of conjugal felicity,—that she kept such a 
memorial of her ChiisUriii experience, and was tberefure af¬ 
ter her decease, agreeably surprised lo find several volumes 
of her Tnanuscripl writings, the perusal of which has since 
been a sweet solace to my heart. A few sinirt extracta from 
this record of the pasl^ will sufficiently elucidate her Christ 
tiau character* her piety, and her Missionary spirit j it will 
also render my task comparatively easy, lua^uiucb us it will 



make her in a great measure her own biographer, during 
that portion of her life to which it refers. Her journal 
coniinenccs January 1, 1822, and ends. January 3, 1842* 
Jn the entry under the first mentioned date, she thus as- 
signs her rensons for engaging in this undertaking— 

After more than twrelve motitha^ deliberation (making it 
at times tlie suli^ect of earnest prayer, thut whenever 1 
might be led to engage in tliis exorcise it might be with a 
gimgle eve to the glory of God, and be a iflcans of promot¬ 
ing my own spiritual improvenieut)—1 have at length come 
to tlic detenmnittioji^o keep a record of the workings of my 
own ircaehcrout? lieurt* and of God's gracious dealings with 
me, m order thnt I may ascertain how far J am making 
progress heavenward, and that a review of ])ast uici cies may 
encourage and uniinate me in the faithful discharge of future 
<luties* Lord. 1 lookujt to theo to aid me* 1 earnestly im¬ 
plore thy blcs&ing u])oo this feeble effort, iiitreating thee to 
.'-liow me the state of xny own heart* and to enable me to 
ascertain the real inoliveft, by which I am iiifluenced m be¬ 
ing tlius engaged, und do thou cleanse and purify me, that 
every action of my life* every desire of my heart may 
spring from love to Jesus Christ* sir n; j would 

praise thy name ijjat 1 have not this day been prevented 
from wailing upon lliee in thine earthly courts : bless. 1 
beseech thee, cmr feeble efforts to instruct the yonng* We 
dure not expect suet.esss any lui Uicr than thou art pleased 
Lu idess us^—oh tliut the seed scattered in so much weakness 
may be raised in power^ and may those who teach be them¬ 
selves divinely tauglst." 

The blessing here implored upon her efforts to benefit 
Ihtj young, relates to her engagements in the Sabbath 
School. To instruct the rising generation was one of her 
constant and delightful occupations wherever she wentat 
this period of her life she was aeldoin stntionar}' many 
months together* The God of providence had so ordered 
her tem[mral aftkirSp that she could, much to the gratifica¬ 
tion of her friendsj and without any inconvenience to her¬ 
self, visit them alternately j spending a few montbE with 
each, UB circumstances might direct- Wherever she moved 
she appeared as an angel of mercy, bringing blessings in 
her train, by assisting in the various schools which exist¬ 
ed in the neighbourhoods she vi^ted—by collecting for 
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the BiMe and Tract Sndeties and other benevolent insti¬ 
tutions^ and by di&lriljtiting tracts to the cottagers un the 
loan system» and exchazigiiig tliem pcriudlcidly ; and also 
by aiding the sufferliig poor, and especially the sick in their 
temp oral circumstances. The respect^ and gratitude she 
met with in some instauceF, when slic engaged in thes-e 
visits of mercy, unbounded—and - wlieu it heenme 

evident that her tieclming health would soon ulilige her 
to leave Indhu ske would fvequenlly ox))ress a. wi>th that 
fihe might, if the Lord pkui-edj be spared to return and re¬ 
sume lier former labtiurs at home. T^he uceounts recently 
received of the suffering poor tliere, decjdy affected her; and 
she would sontetirucs remaik—I long to be with them 
again> it will be delightful to me to resume the habits of 
former days, and again to go from house to houte, with iny 
little basket stored with jirovisions suitable for the sick 
that i mav adniinislcr to their necessltiei; and relieve their 
sufferings/' Her journal tlius proceeds ^

those * who are at ease in Zion'—or 1 surely should 
not feel such bitter regret at my siyirt-eoLiiing—at my 
want of zeal and energy in iny Saviour's cause—at the 
coldness and languor of niv address at the throne of 
grace* and at the imperfectUm that cleaves to my best 
performances. I would adore tliat power which has ena" 
bled me in some measure to persevere ui Uie use of the 
means—may faith he in constant and lively exercise, and 
then I may verily bdtcvc that in ‘ duo time f shall reap 
if I faint not'^—may paticTice ulsohavc its perfect work, that 
1 may he content to wait my hi'iivenly h’athcr't^ time, for 
those manifestations of his love, tlmt my soul so uidcntly 
pants for—when, oh when shall I mouat up as on the wings 
of eagles, run and not be weary, walk and not faint. 
Hasten, O Lord, the fulfilment of ihiK thy blessed promise 
that I may no longer be ‘ a cumherer of t’le ground'— 
prepare thy mean werm to give some aid* (however incon¬ 
siderable) in building up the walls of thy spiriLual Jeru- 
fifllotn. 1 know that thou art at no loss for more effiuieut 
instruments, hut I know also that thou dc&pisest not the 
mciiue&t -f and is it not the dearest desire of my heart lo be 
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enabled to dedicate my all to thee ?—Help me, I beseech 
thee, to employ all my powers in thy service i enable me 
to improve my present privile^CA and my present oppor¬ 
tunities, fur I know not that the future shall be mine,— 
1 would mourn deeply over the sin and the imperfection 
that have marked the duties of this Sabbath—several tri¬ 
vial dreumstances combined to disturb my mental Iran- 
quillity, would that I could with NchemiKh testify against 
those who bring in ' all inanner of burdfcns the Sab¬ 
bath dav/ mav I be enabled to contend with them as he

did, aud ncit suffer t+ien» even to lodge * about the wair-^ 
help me, O Lord, to keep the gates and to * sanctify the

Oh fo/ the life-giving jjow'cr of tby 
blessed Spirit, that T may enjoy thee iti tby holy ordinances, 
and tliat [ may Wc ubsorbvd in the glory of thy perfee-- 
tmns—no wonder that I have so much cause to complain 
of spiritual poverty, wdieo 1 have pjissed eo much time in 
languid desuea for holiness, iti^tend of active obedience; 

' the hand of the diligent maketh rich / and bad I sought 
heavenly riches with one hundredth part of the ardor that 
the worldling mHiiifests in the pursuit of paltry dust, I 
might now have been prepared to udniiiiister to the wants 
of others, but alas J i have scarcely eiumgh to sustain life 
—Avhat do 1 nut owe thee, O my Saviour, that life is sus¬ 
tained, Oh ‘ send me help from thy holy habitation/ that 
1 may spend a life of unceasing effort to promote thy glo¬ 
ry. Pardon me, 0 my blessed Saviour, that so little love 
glowed in my heart this day w'hcn 1 was permitted to unite 
with thy children at that joyful feast, which thou thyself 
didst prepare to refresh us, weary Pilgrims, on our journey 
through the wilderness; pity my helplessness, nourish me 
with angers food, that my soul may increase in immortal 
vigour, and thine shall be all the praise/*

** So have 1 endeavoured to seek divine aid in my present 
circumstances, earnestly iiave 1 besought the Loid to lead 
me wfii^re there wun e^ork for me to rfo, where 1 may be made 
an instruiueut of promoting hia glory, and the best interests 
of my fellow-travellers, Jjord hast iliou ought for me to 
do here ? if so give me grace and strength to do it, and 
when thou hast more tmportmt work for mevti^ewherer thither 
may I be led, thuugli it should be contrary to niy natural 
inclinatioTis/' 

The preceding remarks show how earnestly Mrs. Mundy 
desired to be engaged in a sphere of active labour,^!ii a 
field where, she might expend all her energies and be eon^ 
stantly employed in the service of her Lord, To be thus 
engaged in his dear service, was the prevailing, the habitual 
desire of lier heart, and the constant breathings of her 
prayer at the footstool of redeeming mercy. When how¬ 
ever she thus surrendered heiself to him and desired that 
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if he had “ mare important vmrk** for her in another sphere 
that Bhe might in due time be led forth to it, although 
it might be contrary to !ier ontiiral inclinations/' she 
certainly never thought of ** the far distant east." To be 
di&severed from all that she held dear on earth, and carried at 
her litue of life a foreign land, whs, as her subsequent 
history will show—sufficiently opposed to lier natural 
inclinations/’ But liaving in this res[>ect ^ut a blank into 
her Saviour’s hands, desiring that he would fill iFup accord¬ 
ing to the “ good glcHsvire of his will,” she could not 
shrink from complying with the clear intiLDaliuns of pro¬ 
vidence, when it pointed to India as her future field of 
labour, neither did she desire it. " Get to thyself glot'Vr 1^^ 
what wdll become of thy poor worm”™was her constant 
prayer* and to promote tins she waa re-uly to carry out to 
tile utmost extent the a*lf-denyiiig principles of t)ie Gospel 
—ready at his call to sacrifice all her natural inclinations/* 
and to go forth at his bidding to the ends of the earth* 
Her sentimeotij* her feelings and all her demves on ihU 
topic fully harmonised wlUi the beautiful language of 
the poet— ^ 

“ But if my Father^ fAiMifu? liaiid 

Comlfet me thronf'li tins dri'ury luud^ 

My ii^cnil with pleasure shall uhey 

A.iid folLnw 'vhen Aa tead^ tUi! wuy.^' 

/Iprii —'* Yesterday 1 vrent to Prittlewell to make* 

a.-usiml, iny j^enny-a-vreek collections for the Bible Society, 
and to vUit tiicEuffcrihg poor, and had, I regret to say, but 
little SHtjsfiu'tlon, arising from my continued inability to 
impart to them that cumfcirt and instruction, which I 
know they sn much needj my tongue seems to cleave to the 
roof of niy- mouth* an<! I have no power to speak upon sub¬ 
jects which 1 feel to be of the utmost Unportance. Where¬ 
fore is it that i have such an earnest desire to be made in- 
strumeutal to the spiritual welfare of my fellow-worms and 
vet my evciy effort so inefficient ? Help me, O Lord, I 
beseech thee, in this matter, and may I both hope and quiet* 
Iv wait for tliv aalvntion*"

Ma^ 3th .—" I have this day enjoyed more of the Lord*i 
prescjice than on many former occasions, especially in coii>- 
siiemorating the dying love of a crucified Saviour, And didst 
thou my bieused Redeemer hear the petitions that 1 tboa 



offered to thee with peculiar earnestness, humhly trusting 
that thou wast near and that thou wast waiting to hear mV 
supplications ? Did I not implore thee to fill my heart 
with to'thee, and to cause th^t love to expand from 
circle, to circle, until it embraced the whole universe? 
Then aurely the vile love of self will ^e subdued^ and I 
shall henceforward go im my way rejoicing. Jjord I be¬ 
seech thee, renjpve e^cry particle of unbelief, that I may 
expect an ^swer to my prayers/* 

June 3rd.—'' I bad hoped to have enjoyed much of my 
Saviour's presence tu-day in breaking oi bread, but I w^aa 
disappointed i mv harp was hung upon the willows ; still 1 
trust it was not altogether a Int-t oppoTtunity, since he ' who 
seeth in secret' can testify how frctpieutly, and how ear¬ 
nest! v, 1 iutieated that it might be a j^enfion of refreshing ; 
hut the disappointment may yet prtve lu some respects be¬ 
neficial, it has nithre than ever con vim vd me that my sup¬ 
plies must flow fiotii his futherly hand, who imparts or with- 
htdds as he sees niojit needful for bis rb’ddrcii* '1 hey are 
not to be p7iiThascd by any doings of ours. Christ has 
bought them with fiis most prec^JUs blood, ' lie lios ascended 
up on high, imd led cajihvity caiitivc, and received gifts for 
men,' and though 1 coubl individually db as inaeh good as 
has ever, been done in the world by the comb mod efforts 
of all God's children, still I could have no clearer title to 
those gifts than I already poe^aess througli his perfect me¬ 
rits, let therefore my every attempt to discharge my duty 
and follow his blessed precepts lie regarded only as a sim¬ 
ple mark of my obedience, nor let mo think for a motnr/it 
to add aught bv tbsit tibodiciire to my piCsont ciairu on 
divine mercy through Chri?^t/' 

August 3re/.—"' Again ain I compelled to break silerice 
and to confess what the Lord hath done for me, Jn the 
midst of my misgivings, mid rny fom'Jii, ' has graciously 
appeared and spread u lublc for me in the wildernese, and 
1 who am not wonliy to pick uji the crumbs that fall from 
his table, have been fed with more than angels' food, 0 that 
I may testify my gratitude by renewed efforts to * run the 
way of his cointnandinents/ and to follow tlie blessed foot¬ 
step* of Him who ‘went about doing good/ and never 
may I forget, that iu the Lord alone * have 1 righteous- 
aeaii and strength/ Lord, I would 'give thee no rest' uiitii 
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thou hast ' perfected thy utrength in my weakneas/ and 
enabled me to work whilst it is called dajp for the night 
Cometh when no man can work/ Are sinnere perishing all 
around me for lack of knowledge, and shall I behold them 
perish with cold indifference ? Lord, pity the hardness of 
my heart, take away the heart of stone, I beseech thee, and 
give me a heart of*fiesh. Truly there is * no flesh in man's 
obdurate heart'—no not even in the Christian man's. The 
Negro cannot by any washing change the <brkneas of 
his skin, neither is it necessary that he should, as there 
is no guilt attached td that; but shall the Christian who 
has experienced the washing of regeneration, shall he 
whose guilt has all been washed away by the blood of 
Christ, Bee the odious effects of sin, its blackness and de¬ 
formity* and yet feel no desire to point the sinner to the 
only Fountain* in which^ he can be cleansed ? Shall Ae be 
thus indifferent when he knows that unless the sinner ia 
washed in that Fountain* he must be black to all eternity, 
and conse<tuently sliut up in the regions of blackness, dark¬ 
ness and despair? 1 would that 1 could in some degree form 
an idea of tlie misery of siJbh a state, that knowing the 
terrors of the Lord 1 might persuade men to ' fiee from 
the wrath to come,k and feel the more gratitude if I have 
" a good hope through grace/ Oh that Jove to Jesus may 
sweetly constrain me to be faithful in the discharge of 
every duty, may it prove a stimulus to tonstani exertion. I 
would work as if my salvation depended upon it, but after 
all would pronounce myself * an unprofitable servant/ and 
gratefully, and triumphantly confess, that 1 owe everything 
to the finished work of my Saviour, 1 would 
because my blessed Lord, has worked, and because he 
haa said, " go thou and do likewise/ '* 

SejH. Ith. — " It is my earnest desire thatl may befitted 
through grace to fill an important po.^t in the Church of ChrUt^

Deep humilitv was ever a distinguishing feature of Mre. 
Mundy's Christ inn character, whatever might be the nature 
or the extent of her efforts in the cduse of Christian phi- 
lanthropv, she cuuld never for a moment view them with 
complacency. If at any time her friends applauded her self- 
denying labors, she always appeared to he pained rather 
than gratified by it. *' What" she would ask. are niy |Kjor 
doings? Nothing compared withwhfl-t I might have done 
iiiiil should have done, had J alw^ays felt the powerful influ¬ 
ence of H buviour s love, and the extent of my obhgaHons to 
redeeming mercy^'—she was certainly no loiterer in the 
Lord's vmeyurtl, but her deep humility always led her to 
looh upon herself as such. bL^ was distinguished by ac¬ 
tivity HTid diligence in every sphere which she oecii[ued. but 
ihetrc efforts in her estimation, were only u droji in the 
ocean, compared with what U due from every redeeTned 
sinner to his Lmd, and with wimt are unceasingly called 
for, by the wants and miseries of the vvovld hastening as 
it to perdition^ 

iSepi, \7tfi.- —Attended this morning the Aimiversary 
of our Bible bocietv ; it was not so well supported liv good 
s])eakers as heretofore, but was well attended by heiirers, 
which is perhaps the most iinportunt. The impression that 
was left upon uiy own mind from hearing the report, icd me 
into H train of reflection that 1 desire to proflt by. ^nd also 
to make it the subject of prayer, i thought the rqmrt ex¬ 
ceedingly well drawn up and calculated to iitsti'Mffi i hut in 
reference to that part which speakof the success in our 
own neighbourhood, 1 confess, the impression iti uiy own 
mind was. that it was too highly coloured—that it was ra¬ 
ther exaggerated ^ or in other wordw. that it exceeded the 
bouudafy of truth, that line of demarcation beyond which 
it is not safe to step, it not to be feared that if the dif* 
Cerent statements of the niccess attending the efforts of oar 
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various institutiona were analyzed, they wtnild be found 
in inanv instancesi to be more uearlv allied to the wishes of 
the fricndf^to the cause than to real facte ? * But/ say some 
periiOns, ' a little colourings is allowable in such a cause/ 
What, in a cause which has tndh for ita basis, and that says 
in a voice that it is perilous to disregard—* Thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther Truih must wave on all our 
banners. Truth must be inscribed in Ihejiroadest* fairest 
liuea on all our trophies or they will be rejeoled by our 
glorious Captain* and of every one that he disowns the ad* 
versarv will exultingry aay—' this is mine.Oh then may 
we be upon our guard* lest when wc think that we are ob* 
taining freah trophies to adorn the Redeemer's crown, we 
should hereafter find to our dismay, that we have only been 
adding to the devil'e conquests. Let us be continually upon 
our watch-tower, that the adversary may in no case gain an 
advantage over us/' 

The preceding remarks are quite characteristic of the 
deceased ; she always entertained the idea thiit any thing 
bordermg on exaggeration in the reports of religious Socie+ 
ties—was peculiarly offensiA to God ; and by causing him 
to withhold his blessing, tended materially to impede their 
usefulness. My o#n official letters respecting the Mission 
at Chinsurah, generally passed under her eye before they 
were forwarded to England* and I have frequently thought 
her, in consequence of her suggeations to modify certain 
paragraphs* rather too particular, 1 might in many instances 
have said more on some points connected with our work 
than 1 have done, without any fear of exaggeration, but I 
have always thought it better to keep well within the 
boundary line of demarcation. My esteemed brother, the 
Rev* A. F. r^acroix, said to me in reference to my report 
of last year—"' you really come short of the truth in your 
statements* and thin I think is being too scrupulous* I would 
be very sorry to see any thing brought forward, which I 
knew would not bear examination ; but 1 see no reason why 
we should withhold from the public such facts as are of a 
cheering character, and calculated to afford encouragement 
to the friends of Missions/’ With this remark of my ea- 
teemed brother* I quite agree. [ have however learnt from 
experience, that great caution is necessary on this topic— 
statements which are quite true in themselves, have frh-

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quently an undue importance attached to them by persons 
not acquainted with Missionary work, and ffspecially in 
England; inferences are sometimefi drawn from them there, 
which the facta of the case by no means warrant, and which 
in the end only disappoint the expectations of the public 
and rather Injure, than beneiit, the cause which they are 
intended to promote, 

Nov. 30th .—" I have much cause to fear that I am retro¬ 
grading in*the divine life, and that my spiritual foee are 
gaining ground, T am fully convinced that to be ' spiritually 
minded is life and peace/ yet how do*I ‘ grovel here below 
fond of these earthly toys'—this downward inclination of 
my affections has cost me many sighs, and many tears, and 
yet my love to the Saviour is too weak to enable me to soar 
upwards. Oh my Almighty Friend, who hast promised to 
grant to thy children whatsoever^ they ask in thy Son's 
name, ha it thou not witnessed my pleadings for more of 
the love of Christ in my heart ? hast thou not heard my 
bitter lamentations over a heart that has been * joined to 
idols—suffer me not, 1 beseech thee, to presume upon 
thy long-suffering mercy, but iielp roe to renew roy efforts 
to soar heavenward. Thou seest the inmost recesses of this 
treacherous heart,—oh remove ^very in pediment that thy 
word may have free course ; * send forth thy messenger' 
(however fearful an aspect he may wear) ' to prepare thy 
way before thee/ O come suddenly to thy temple, and 
fill it with thy gracious presence, O my Lord, when shall I 
have cause to praise thee for work done through the iustru- 
mcntality of thy feeble worm? Beit, Almighty Father, 
according to thine own will, only let thy glorious work go 
forward; but oh, if thou hast nought for me to do in thy 
vineyard, 1 would ask (with suhmission) that thou wouldat 
prepare me to * depart and to be with Christ / but if thou 
hast work forme, litiw cheerfully, how contentedly would I 
stay though my way should be dark and gloomy, stormy and 
tempestuous, thorny and rugged, I know that thou wilt 
be ' my guide even unto death/ as long as 1 shall want 
a guide. My ' God for ever and ever/ aa long as 1 shall 
want a God—I would recall an observation of our dear 
Pastor's, in a sermon in which this subject was referred to, 
1 think it was to this effect—’ There is not a want that 
meditation can discover, that the prayer of faith will not 
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bring a supply for/ O Lord, may 1 continually direct my 
prayer unto thee and loot np^ and may mine ever be the 
prayer of faith. I was very much struck Tfith the following 
observations which 1 met with this afternoon in the course 
of my reading. 

' It is an awful thing for the best saintj, who has hia ac* 
count moat ready^ to stand before the Judge of heaven and 
earth to receive his final doom/ 

' Whatever takes me off from making th| favour of 
God my chief end, and Chriijt the only way to it( only de¬ 
ceives me—it can not‘Satisfy, it is not bread/ 

‘ There is need of much wisdom and grace in managing 
the body, so as to give it its due and no more, both as to 
food, and raiment, and rest/ 

* While the world ia in a bustle about earth, and thinga 
below, the believer steals quietly to heaven and makes but 
little noise/ 

^ To be amended by a little croas, afraid of a little 
ain, and affected with a little mercy is a good evidence of 
grace in the soul/ 

' God will not maintain encourage any of his chil¬ 
dren in sloth or idlenesB^—when 1 took more pains with 
my heart 1 was in | better frame; I never took extraordina¬ 
ry pains but I received extraordinary profit/—Afrj. Hunt," 
December On this the last Sabbath of another 

year, 1 would endeavour to remember the way in which the 
Lord my God hath led me through another portion of my 
time, which is passing so rapidly away. Surely goodnese 
and mercy have followed me every step of my journey. 
Love has been inscribed on every diH^iensation, ^though 
some of them have for a seasou staggered my faith* As yet 
I have received no answer to some of my warmest suppli¬ 
cations, although they seemed to be such as were consistent 
with the sacred oracles, and such as were calculated to 
promote the glory of the Saviour. But 1 trust he haa 
taught me ‘ to wait/ ‘ to be still/ and if he give quiet¬ 
ness, who and wbat shall make trouble. Ijord do thou ever 
keep me watching at thy foot-stool, and make me content 
to wait thine own time, grateful if thou dost not spurn me 
from it. On a review of the past year, I have the grief to 
reflect, that I have been less frequent in my approaches to 
a throne of Grace than 1 was in the preceding year—acarce* 
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ly a day passed then, that 1 did thrice direct my prayer 
to him who&e ear is ever open to hear our supplications, and 
sometimes when 1 had reason to believe, that all iji the 
house but myself, were under the power of * nature's sweet 
restorer ;* I have enjoyed the sweetest seasons of com¬ 
munion with my heavenly Friend. Why then have 1 slack¬ 
ened in that which afforded me so much satisfaction. 
Lord, quicken my drowsy powers—make me increasingly 
diligent, that 1 ni’ay henceforward make greater progress in 
thy servit*/* 

Febrtuiry 8th, 1825.—"Upon a review of ray experience 
' through the past w eek, I have much reason to fear that my 
attention to the duties of the Sabbath School, and other 
religious Societies, is likely to interfere with my personal 
holiness, and that without great watchfulness, I sliall 
hereafter find, that whilst I have been keeping the vineyard 
of others, ' mine ov?n vineyard have 1 not kept,* Oh, how 
should this discovery of my imbecility, and my iimbility to 
attend to my duty in alt its parts, humble uie to the very 
dust* * This ought 1 to have done, and not have left the 
other undone.* Eut my poor v^eak mind is so earily dis¬ 
tracted, and drawn from the one grand object, that of at¬ 
taining to higher degrees of holiness, lljfit 1 tcarcely know 
how to proceed—however important the work may be in 
which lam engaged, it ought not to be suffered to intrude 
unseasonably, because it then becomes sin. Oh, that great 
grace may rest upon me, that every duty may have its due 
proportion of attention, and that one may not be suffered 
to infringe upon another. I am cheered by the hope that 
we have been directed to the use of means for advancing 
the best interests of the children in our Sabbath School, 
for this, O Lord* would 1 praise thee and earnestly pray that 
Ihou vrouldst give ua gjace, and strength, to persevere, 
humbly hoping, that in due time we shall ' reap if we faint 
tiot ;* grant that whili^t we are teaching others, w'e may 
ourselves be divinely taught. Oh, that each may be convin¬ 
ced of the vast importance of that instruction, which it is 
rjur object to communicate, and may each seek for himself 
that ' light which excccdeth the sun in brightness,* and 
without which he will be but a * blind leader of the blijid. * '* 

March 7M.—" In eatatmniug this treacherous hearr, how 
defective do i find my beat exercises—what lack of purity 
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in my motivea, not one will stand the test of strict investi* 
gatian. Oh that I coaid but trace them to pure lore to the 
Saviour, but alas \ self-love, love to the creature, or any 
love but the right influences me. Still I am led to hope, 
that it will not he always thus; the period is, 1 trust, ap¬ 
proaching, when love to Jesus ahaJl etitnulate and make duty 
delightful to me,* When 1 shall no longer have to goad 
myself on, as if it were slavery to work under such a Mas¬ 
ter, hut shall willingly ' spend and be ‘ and 

not be weary, walk and not faint,* when my h^rt shall 
glow with love to all my* Christian brethren, and melt with 
tender compassion for those that are without, and burn with 
fervent zeal for the enlargement of the Redeemer^a kingdom ; 
when (aclingunder the influence of these principles), I may 
be made a fruitful branch in the true Vine, Oh, my heavenly 
Father, shouldst thou ev^r confer such honor upon so mean 
in MTorm, grant that great grace may rest upon me, and may 
r never he permitted to lay sacrilegious fingers upon that 
which belongs only to the Savioifr ; rather may 1 sink for 
ever into oblivion, than he be robbed of a particle of his 
due ; if the power of divinedgrace in me shine forth in the 
smallest degree, his be all the glory* My heart has lately 
been much warme^J in prayer, for this part of the Lord's 
vineyard, and a gk^m of hope, tliat he is reviving his cause 
iimongs?t us, is truly a cordial to my souL" 

Hmfori House, May I6th, 1825, —** Confined to the house 
in consetjuence of the unfavourable state of the weather, I 
would endeavour to improve a small portion of ray time, by 
recording some of the very many mercies of which I have 
lately been the recipient, Since 1 last wrote T have been 
suflbring in budy^ and have allowed two months to elapse 
without making any memorandum of my spiritual progress, 
Alas, how trifling a matter dissipates the mind and unfits 
Tt for holy eontempklion—a protracted season of debility 
induced me to listen to the kind solidtationa of endeared 
relatives, to seek medical asaistance; with that view 1 came 
hither, first seeking direction and a blessing from him with¬ 
out whose aid no means can be effectual. With gratitude 
I ascribe it to his power that I was enabled to leave the 
result with him, ititreating only that he would choose for 
me that which would best prepare me for hie service, and 
enable me to adore him equdly, in that which was with- 
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held, fts in that which his go<Ae£;s might see €t to bestow, 
I have indeed to aing of met^ and goodness^* unto thee, 
O Lord, will I sing/ thou hast graciously granted a blesa- 
ing upon the means, and 1 have the prospect of speedily 
returning to my beloved friends, with all my powers recruit* 
ed, and prepared 1 trust, to enter with fresh vigour upon 
thy service. My mercies have indeed abounded, but my 
grief is, that such a copious supply of temporal benefits 
should havii indaced habits of self-indulgence, which are 
very unfriendly to my spiritual progress. Why have I not 
borne in mind the supplications that preceded my coming 
hither—that I might come forth with a Missionary spirit, 
striving to promote the eternal welfare of all around me, 
and that J might not ' ecek my own but the things that 
are Christ*^/ The friendly attentions I have received under 
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this roof claim my warmest gratitude; the kind solicitude 
which has been evinced for ray recovery, can only have been 
equalled by that which I have felt for the immortal welfare 
of those from whom 1 have received so much atfection. and 
kindness* Oh, my Almighty Father, to tiice 1 can appeal 
that in seeking a blessing upo^ the object of my sojourn 
here, I have so far as it regards myself, been passive ; but 
not so when I have besought tliee, wijth many tears, that 
salvation may come to this house; that my kind filends 
and their ofiFspring, may all be enligliteued by those hea¬ 
venly rays that can proceed only from thee—and that in 

* thy light they may see light;' may seethe emptiness 
and uncertain tenure of all earthly enjoyments, and be 
directed to the only true source of happiness^Lord, 

* increase ray faith,' * with thee nothing ie impossible,* 
‘ look on him who was pierced for <jur truEisgresbionst' and 
for his sake grant a speedy answer to my supplications. 
Amen and Amen/' 

The preceding paragraph was written at the house of an 
eminent Physician, a friend of her family ; and under 
whose hospitable roof she was then residing for the bene¬ 
fit of his medico] advice. Whilst dm was receiving from 
him and his the utmost kind attentions, she longed tu repay 
them by being made the inatrunient of conveying to them 
the better blessings of eternal life, 1 was on reading the 
above real arks forcibly reminded of an expression she used, 
almost in an agony of feeling, only a few days before her 
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dcathj in reference to an individual at Chmsurab, An ex¬ 
pression of strong deal re to return the kindneas she receiv- 
edj by some effort to impress upon his mind the value of 
the Boalj and the importance of attending to its salvation. 
It was not possible for her to be brought into intimate con¬ 
nection with any person, without feeling deeply on this sub¬ 
ject, and many aTervent prayer has she put up on behalf of 
various individuals whom she knew, and for whose best iu- 
terests she was affectionately concerned, blit wtjpm ahe was 
pained to find, that she could benefit in no other way* 
BroomhillSt January 8fA, 182fi.—" In casting a glance over 
the few simple records of my spiritual experience^ which at 
intervals I have been led to m^e during the last few years 
of my life, I have the painful conviction that my present 
state is not progressive. 1 desire therefore at this, the com¬ 
mencement of a new y^r, as in the sight of a heart-search¬ 
ing God; thoroughly to investigate wherefore it is, that it is 
not now with me as in seasons that are past, when ' the 
candle of the Lord shone upon me/ Havel neglected pray¬ 
er? no, blessed be his name. 1 can recall the recollection 
of many seasons in whichhave been privileged to enjoy 
whole hours of sweet communion with the Friend of ain- 
nets. Seasons that have been marked by a nearness of 
access to the throne of grace, and a sweet sense of par¬ 
doning love : my ground of dissatisfaction w—that' God 
is not in all my though'.a,* that I have not yet learnt to do 
whatsoever I do * to the glory of God/ My motives are 
impure, still centring in self. Oh for the destruction of this 
hated, this gigantic foe—this enemy to my peace, who is 
continually misguiding me, by putting in his unlavriiil 
claims, when I would discern the leadings of providence. 
Well may 1 be perplexed to know whither the Lord would 
have me to go, and what he would have me to db, when I 
am perpetually listening to the suggestions of this adver¬ 
sary. Oh my divine Redeemer, wouJdst thou take possesion 
of this heart, my love to thee would be supreme, and I 
should no longer remain under the influence of this tor¬ 
mentor* Oh thou Shepherd of Israel, look upon thy poor 
helpless worm, beset behind and before with iunuraerable 
foes, trample them under thy feet, * clothe them with 
shame/ and upon thine own head shall the ' crown flourish/ 
The past year has, in many respects, been an eventful period. 
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would that I had given permanence to the instructions that 
it might have a€brdcd, by recording each event aa it arose ; 
bat alas t the indolence of my disposition has again proved 
a barrier to this exercise; my frequent removal from place 
toplacchas also been an impediment, and is,l am persuaded, 
unfriendly to spiritual improvement; if consistent with the 
divine will, 1 could wish an extended sojourn in this abode 
of quietness and peace—but if f know my heart, its pre¬ 
vailing desire isj^hat he in whose hands my time isi should 
^ fix the bounds of my habitation* and may £ ever desire to 
' know no will but hi».’ ” 

January 22ad.—I have this day been privileged to enjoy 
some precious moments of aweet devotion; but these I re¬ 
gret to say, are not accompanied by corresponding efforts 
to persevere in those duties which 1 seek strength to per¬ 
form ; oh that I knew how I miglit,acquire constant recol¬ 
lection, I no sooner leave the mercy seat, wiiere with many 
tears 1 have been imploring help against my inward foes, 
than they revive their assaults with double violence, and 1 
seem to forget all that I have been supplicating for, and list¬ 
lessly sink into their power j tl^^js I go on from day to day, 
from month to month, and from year to year, ever purposing 
to do what 13 right, but never ptrformiing; and must I still 
go on at' this poor dying rate ?' Forbid it, oh, thou om¬ 
nipotent Being, who hast ‘ the hearts of all men in thine 
hand subdue this stubborn spirit, and make it yield obedi¬ 
ence to thy most holy commandments, as a testimony of 
gratitude for thy boundless love and mercy- Look upon 
thy dear Son, stretched upon the accursed tree, bchuld his 
pierced hands, his feet, his side, his sacred head Lowing 
beneath the weight of man's transgression, say, hath he not 
made a full atonement ? has he not paid double for all our 
sins ? Oh then for his sake, pardtm my short-comings, my 
backslklings, my indolence, and lukewarmness; invigo¬ 
rate my spiritual powers, that 1 may rcBiat temptation and 
implicitly follow the sacred dictates of conscience. Accept, 
my indulgent Father, my humble prmaes for thy nierci- 
ful forbearance and long-suffering, that thou hast not yet 
deprived me of privileges that I have so long trifled with j 
adored be thy glorious name, I nm still conscious, that a 
Shechina (an emanation from thy glorious self), is shin¬ 
ing in this bosom, although concealed beneath a mass of 
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hmr\Rii corruption and frailty; make it to shine forth with 
its wonted luetre, to the overpowering of the mfirmitiea 
that cleave to my nature, and henceforward let my * light 
so shine before men, that they seeing my good works, may 
glorify my Father which is in heaven/ ” 

Fe^unry ISM.—** With tearful eyes I continue this 
mournful exercise, inasmuch aa it is only a repetition 
of my be wailings over continued weakness and infirmity, 
1 am sensible of no progress, although I am^enabled to 
plead so earnestly for power to pureue my way to Zion, 
and for Strength to resist every obstacle, that the poor 
body is sometimes disordered for hours afterwards. Mye* 
terioQs wonder-working power, when will this conflict 
end ? when shall I be released from the burden of sin ? 
when shall Christ be all, in all to rny soul ? Verily 
thou art the hearer and answerer of prayer, as past ex-^ 
]]crieiice in many instances can testify. 1 will then grate¬ 
fully adore thee for the past, and trust thee for the fu¬ 
ture. ^ I shall yet praise thee who art the health of my 
countenance and my God/ I ace danger on every side; 
the conviction, that I can df myself do soMfnj, has, I fear, 
induced a spirit of indolence and supineness, and 1 have 
ihc pain to feel, tlmt uiy efforts to resist evil are not so 
firm and determined as they were when 1 was depend¬ 
ing more upon my own strength,—Ob, that I knew how 
to guard against this evil, how to overcome my vile ad¬ 
versary self, what a subject would it be for my constant 
adoration and praise should this foe ever be destroyed. 
For some months past, my heart has been much warmed 
in mv secret devotional exercise b, for endeared relatives 
and frieuda, and especially for some who 1 fear, pray not 
for themselves. Ob thou only witness of my wrestlings 
and atrivings* wilt thou be pleased to hear and answer these 
supplications 1 auvely nothing short of thine own influence 
cQuid enable me to plead for them so warmly-^ and so fre- 
ijuently at thy throne. With thee, oh my Father, all things 
arc possible, speak then with the mighty energy of that word 
w^hich spoke w^orlds into existence—^io thou say Met there 
he light/ and each dark understanding shall then be il- 
Jumined; something of thy spotless perfections shall then 
he discovered; the odtou^^neBB of sin shall be made mani¬ 
fest, the Saviour he exhibited, and divine love be shed 
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abroad in every heart; Surely* 0 my Saviour^ thou has 
fiome gracious designs towards them, or 1 should not 
have been led so repeatedly to bear them upon my heart 
before thee, yea, I believe though I may not be permitted 
to hnow it whilst I remain in this vale of tears, yet 
should I hereafter be numbered with the meanest of thy 
saints in glory, that I shall there $ee them amongst thy re¬ 
deemed ones, and shining forth as stars at thy right hand 
for ever, and ever?* 

March 5M.—Convinced of the duty and difficulty of 
mortifying the deeds of the body, I have set apart the last 
week for the observance of unusual abstinence, and (although 
very imperfecrly pursued), it was as rigidly attended to as 
>vas consistent with the state of my health, and my desire 
to escape observation. There are those who would endea¬ 
vour to persuade me, that these exercises are not required of 
us ; but special prayer when referred to in the scriptui^es, has 
generally been accompanied with fasting. Our Lord practiEed 
it, and he ‘ has left ua an example tliat we should follow his 
steps,' and those of his followers w'ho have walked most 
closely with him, and whose hves have been marked with 
the highest degrees of holiness, have usuuUy more or less 
observed this duty, I have not however derived from this 
discipline all the benefit 1 anticipated, perhaps I weakly 
calculated upon a larger comniuiiicutiuti of the divine favour 
in of this act j but my heavenly Ftilher has seen 

fit to convince me, that his gifts are free as the air we 
breathe, and that they are not to he purchased by any of 
our feeble doings. I would adore him, that whilst he 
rejects our puny efforts to purchase hie favours, he has 
ensured them to us by exceeding great and precious pro¬ 
mises through him who hath, paid an infiuite price fur them* 
Help me then, 0 Lord, to wait own time, for those 

spiritual blessings, which my soul so ardently desires—may 
I omit no duty that thou requireat of me, and may aU I 
do be marked by purity of motive. 1 have had an im¬ 
pression that this year would prove an eventful one j it has 
indeed bd commenced, how it will end is known only to 
him the great OmniBcient* Let it but find me in * a closer 
walk with God' and all the rest I can leave, only intreat- 
ing, that he will choose for me, will appoint, according to 
his owu good pleasure, the hounds of my habitatioD, 
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sTifl lend me fortli where from the rising to the setting aun 
1 may be fuUy em| 3 li>yed in hia work*” 

June " I have been permitted this evening to enjoy 

a season of sweet corainuiiion with my God and Saviour, 
and 1 am cheered with the hope that he will yet answer my 
Btipplicationa* and^make me entirely* and devotedly his ser¬ 
vant, and that he will yet lead me to a field where I may l>e 
ci)ml€intly employed in his service. Heavily Father, I be* 
peech thee, give wings to^my faith, that I may ^ar tovfards 
thy mercy-seat, and obtain from thine ineichaustible fulness* 
that grace which I need to enable me to burst asunder the 
shackles which the flesh and the things of time and sense 
bind upon me. Oh that thou wouldst cause thy auirit to 
rest mightily upon me, that they may become as tow, or ns 
flax that 1 may flee to liberty and life. My mind is still 
perplexed by the difficulty of discovering the path of duty 
and the will of God in reference to my future movemerns. 
My dear James is shortly to be ordained over the Church 
and congregation at Framliugham, and with the deep and 
lively interest that f feel in his future welfare, I cannot but 
have a strong desire to be^present; especially as he also 
appears to wish it—my heart is much knit to this dear 
voutli, who was as #n only son to my beloved husbau<L^l 
praise thee* O my God, if thou hast awakened a maternal 
feeling in this bosom towi.rds him t if it please thee, grant 
that it may meet witii a filial return, and if thou shouldst 
entrust thy unworthy worm with any degree of influence* 
help her to employ it to thy glory and to his spiritual wel- 
fure, and thine shall be all the praise/* 

Au^u&t If 1 know any thing of my own heart I 

feel an increased panting for closer communion, and a closer 
walk with God; but alas ! 1 fear I am not willing to sub* 
niit to the prescribed means; 1 have not yet relinquished the 
pleasures of sense. The flesh bhrinhs from crucifixion, and 
is unwilling to know any thing of the fellowship of Christ’s 
sufferinga. Would that I could act upon the suggestions 
of the holy Barter, I should not then remain such a stran¬ 
ger to that heavenly-mindedness which he so beautifully 
describes, and which should shine forth in every thought, 
every word, and every action^—an hour's sweet communion 
with Cod in^ secret prayer, at the com me nee no ent and close 
of the day, ought not to satiafy us. The blessed effects 



should be manifest in our daily wait—and they will be so, 
when we are duly impressed with the extent of our privi¬ 
leges, and if we are enabled to believe that our citizenship 
is really in heaven. This was the subject to which our 
attention was directed on the afternoon of the past Sabbath. 
My dear James succeeded in mating it interesting* Oh 
that his own soul may be abundantly watered and refreshed, 
whilst he is occupied in preparing pasture for his flock," 

An in&pjfed apostle has observed—he that dwdJeth in 
love, dwelleth in God, and God in him for God is love,” and 
it is the habitual prevalence ot this principle of holy love 
—this dwelling in and with God, that is the spring of ull 
spiritual communion with him. On this subject 1 can speak 
from my own knowlcdge-^knowledge whioh has beert de* 
rived from the observation of ten years, and say* that this 
was truly my beloved wife's con9^ant dwelling place—the 
bosom of her God and Saviour* She lived very near to 
him, and perhaps few persona enjoyed more habitual commu* 
nion with him than she was privileged to do, but fulness 
here instead of producing satiety only*sharpens the appe¬ 
tite, and stimulates the desire tS enjoy. It was not because 
she was ever really at a distance from him that we find 
her so frequently complaining of her colhnesa, and regretting 
her want of progress in the divine life : but because the hap¬ 
piness which she derived frotn that nearness to him which 
ehe already enjoyed, produced an insatiable nesire to be 
nearer at ill —hence that beautiful hymu of Wesley's, embo¬ 
dying as it does the genuine feelings cd her heart, was fre¬ 
quently upon her Ups, and the sentiments which it contains 
the burden of many a fervent petition which she presented 
at the footstool of mercy— 

“ Thou aUrpherd of Israel ilivine 
The joy of the contrite in beart . 

For closer cDimnantan I pine 
Ktilb a I ill to reside where thou art. 

The pubture, Oh ! where shall I find, 

When all who their & hey herd obey ; 

Are fed on thy bosom reclined,

Oil shew me that haypiet^t place, 

The yloce of thy peopleabode,

August 29th. —" I have moch reason to be thankful for 
the calm mid composed frame of mind that I am permitted 
to enjoy this morMng^ springing I believe from the humble 
hope that my prayers will be answered, and that a clear con¬ 
viction as to where my heavenly Father Would^have me to 
be, will not be withheld from me* Oh, that my own inclina¬ 
tions may not be sneered to have an undue inducnce* Here 
(Framlingham) I am much urged to take up my abode, and 
here there is unquestionably a wide scope for usefulness, 
much work to be done, and but very few to do it; could I 
but believe that ability would be imparted equal to the 
demand for exertion, every other consideration should give 
place, although the eii3caring ties of my beloved kindred 
draw me powerfully in another direction* Lord, shew me 
what thou wouldst have me to do: that indecision may no 
more rob me of my precious opportumties to work for 
thee.” M 

Scarning^ September 17tL — ** Last Tuesday week I took 
leave of my belov^l James and his sister, and I trust with 
grateful impressions for all the circumstances of mercy 
attendant upon my sojomn with them. Oh, thou that seeat 
in secret, tliou art witness how continually thy dear servant 
has been borne upon my heart at thy footstool, with bow 
many tears I have besought thee to pour forth upon him 
a flood of sacred light; to grant him a double* and treble 
portion of thy spirit; to excite his people to rally round 
thy sacred footstool, and 'with the mighty energy of 
prayer to draw around him a celestial panoply that may 
defend him from the assaults of all his spiritual foes. I have 
much cause for gratitude, that in my various removals it 
only from one home to another; * surely goodness and mercy 
have followed me all the days of my life** i have only to 
blush that with sueii signal benefits 1 am not more concerned 
to testify my gratitude by a consecration of all my powers to 
the beneficent bestower of so many bleesiiigs* I am still 
so enveloped in se^, that I am more like a chrysalis than 
any thing I can think of, just as inert, just as useless, Ob 
for spiritual vigour to burst this odious encasement. My

Ovtvbm' 8^A.—" I experience a painful apprehension 

lest I should be tempted to act in opposition to the will of 
my heavenly Father, 1 am invited to spend the winter here, 
and" 1 um also ur^ed by mydear Janiea fo return toFfuiii' 
lin^ham. There 1 could spend it much to my satisfaction, in 
the society my*eiidcared niece and her worthy companion ; 
but here, I have not sufficient stimulua for any exertion 
connected more iminediatciv with tlic udvuticemciit of the 
Redeemer's kingdom. The establishment of a Tract Society, 
ut Framlingham, would furnipb considerable scope for exer¬ 
tion, I have made the proposition, and if it appears to be 
practicable* 1 need not hesitate about bending my steps 
thither. Lord give me a heart to p/ay with ad earnestness, 
for thy blessing to lest upon every effort made for the 
advaucement of thy kingdom, whether thou art pleased to 
employ in it so meun a worm as I am or tif>t/' 

December lOlA.—'llie severe indisposition 
of my dear James hastened my ^’eturn to this place. About 
nine weeks have transpired since he wins able to pursue hia 
public labours; inv mind has been mi'ch exercised about 
him. I bless thee, O thou hearer and aniiwerer of prayer* 
that thou hast spared his life and partially restored him to 
health again, may he be more entiicly consecrated to thy 
service, and may he ever find that thy service is ‘ perfect 
freedom/ Since 1 returned hither, 1 have been favoured 
with many precious monieuts in secret devotion, but my 
imnd is much disquieted at leading a life of inactivity, I 
fed that I ought tn be tilling some post of active usefulness. 
Oh, that my licaverdy guide would learl me forth to some 
field where I might be entirely occupied in Ids work—where 
from the rising to tfw seifitig i^vn my whole soul might be 
engaged in the cau&e of my Redeemer, Tina has long been 
my prayer, but 1 urn here an idler atilL Jjord show me 
what thou wouldst have me to do, help me to redeem the 
time, restore unto me the vears that the locust and the

catterpillat and the ennker worm have so cruelly ealem** 
The above pious breathings shew how earnestly Mrs, 
Muiidy desired to be engaged in some sphere of active use¬ 
fulness* some field of labor where she might be continually 
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occupied in promoting the interests of the Saviour*6 cause* 
She had aa she remarks an invitation to spend the Printer 
at Seaming,* but she hesitated to accept of it because it did 
not present " sufficient stimulus for any exertion/' m that 
cause which was ever dear to her heart-, I know the loca¬ 
lity of Seaming and can well imagine that a delicate female 
could, in a sit nation so lonely» accomplish hut little during 
the winter months. Another sphere having presented itself 
had therefore more attractions to her, IfecaT^e, she had 
there the prospect of aiding in the formation of a Tract 
Society, lliither therefore she bent her steps, and had 
soon the pleasure of beholding the object of her wishes ac¬ 
complished. She always felt a deep interest In the operations 
of the Tract Society^ and this is not the finly instance in 
which she was instrumental in organising auxiliaries to that 
valuable institution ; although she bad occusioRully some pre¬ 
judices to overcome, anS not a few di/licnities to encounter. 
The respected secretary of the Society, Mr. Jones, duly 
ajjpreciated her effbrla to assist him—^and he has more than 
once, in letters which 1 have received from him, since ray 
return to India, referred to^he increasing prosperity of cer¬ 
tain auxiliaries, with whose formation she was intimately 
connected. ^ 

January lihy 1827.“"'* Spirit of truth and love, without 
whose influence no sacred duty can be profitable, descend 
upon me whilst T attempt to renew this exercise. May 
thy light unfold to me a fresh view of niy motives and aid 
me in the retrospect of the past year, that X may be deeply 
humbled under a sense of sin, cheered by a recollection of 
the sustaining power of God under trials, and awakened 
to a new aense of gratitude for distinguishing mercies ; and 
O that the contemfilation of theae may excite in me more 
ardent desires to dedicate myself exclusively to him and his 
dear service. May the recollection of my past uuproflta- 
bleness stimulate me to renewed efforts to redeem the time^ 
and to fresh determinations (in the strength of my Lord) 
to ' work whilst it is called day.* The review of the past year 
is indeed calculated to humble me to the very dust, for ithaa 
been far less productive of fruit than 1 anticipated; aud 
yet it has been more marked than some preceding years by

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the fervcDC^, frequency and spirituality of secret prayer; and 
I more than ever entertain the bright hope that he has yet 
sonae work and labor of love for me to perform, ’ His ear 
is not heavy that it cannot hear/ then assuredly have my 
reiterated petitioos been beard, that he would lead me forth 
to a field where from day to day* I mi^ht he constantly 
employed for But ‘ the slothful desireth and hath no¬ 

thing / to hateful indolence may 1 ascribe my barrenness, 
and unprofilnhleness in the divine life, I have been sitting 
still whilst others have been up and doing. Heavenly Father, 
rouse my slumbering energies, fill my heart with ardent love 
to the Saviour, awaken in me a lively anxious concern for 
poor perishing sinners, let me no longer be an idler in thy 
vineyard* Will not the recollection of past mercies so mul¬ 
tiplied, forbearance under repeated provocations, preserva¬ 
tions in numerous dangers and temptations,—oh, will not 
the&e stimulate me to renewed dedication of mvself and all 
my powers to the author of my being* the divine purchaser of 
my salvation, the hlesscd bestower of all my hopes for eterni¬ 
ty? Lord help me, accept my imperfect desires, hear and 
speedily answer ray feeble peUdonsi*" 

March 4th .—“ When, oh my blessed Saviour* when shall 
I be made the happy iustnmient of leadening the mass of 
human misery which exists all around me ? Surely it exceeds 
aught that 1 cun form a conccidion of. Favoured I am 
day by day with tranquillity and repose, it is not eii!=y for me 
to realise the wretchedness which abounds ini he world; but 
I would not remain a stranger to sympathy* earnestly do I 
desire that this flinty heart may be exebangtd for the 
promised * heart of flesh/ I covet that iotcrniption to my 
repose which springs from a dispoi^ition to ivccp with those 
that weep ; that divine coTnjms-sion which sliidl most liken 
me to my blessed and adorable Saviour* i hnte the insensibi¬ 
lity to wliich 1 partly owe my present quietness ; could 1 feel 
more keenly for those who are yet afar off, and were mv 
deairea more ardent for the extension of my Redeemer's king¬ 
dom, my restlciss anxiety would not sutibr me to stop short 
of active exertion; thus I go on deploiitig my short-coming* 
and, (though not contented) remaining a more cumbercr of 
the ground. But oh* my God, amidst all this dissatisfaction I 
would not forget to praise thee, if ' it is in my heart' to pro¬ 
mote thy glory, for thou hast placed it there, and whilst thou 
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art pleased to enlarge It so as to enable me to pray not only 
for inclination bnl alao for ability to do thy will, I will not 
despair, but 1 will trust that ihou wilt ultimately open a way 
forme, where from the early dawn to the du^ky eve, all my 
powers may be employed in thy service. To thee would I 
render my feeble tribute of gratitude for the mercies of the 
past Sabbath; a^ain have I been permitted to listen to the 
‘ joyful sound/ Again lasted thepreciousness of a Saviour*3 
dviug love—myeterioua mercy ! extend^Si the chief of 
sinners \ a poor sluggisli worm again fed with the bread of 
life, supplied from that river ‘ the streama whereof make 
glad the city of God/ Oh that 1 may be sensible of its 
invigorating influence and enabled to * go forward*' " 

Nav^iber 4tL —Thrcrngh the power of divine grace [ 
have been enabled to follow up my intention through ihe 
patt week, and have e 5 :ercjsed the spirit of abstinence, and 
the discipline I trust, has proved salutary to the spirit, long 
enfeebled by yielding to self-indulgence. In spite of my en¬ 
deavours to escape observation, in pursuing this eicrcitei my 
motive has been suspected and the affectionate Solicitude 
of a much endeared niece,^irompted an expostulation on the 
subject; 1 am of opinion that our own experience renders us 
the best judges kind of eclf-ditcipliue that we require. 

1 am ill no danger of chnsteniug myself too severely ; oh that 
I may but be directed to the best means for bringing the 
body under ; for bumbling myself before God; and for 
being emptied of self, that 1 may be filled with Hie hidden 
treasure. It has been suggested to me that I should rise 
at midnight and pour out my heart before God, but I have 
not always yielded to the suggestion; although I have enjoyed 
£omfr such seasons of sweet curumunion wdth him i hew does 
sluggishness and self-indulgence continually oppose iny pro- 
gicHS* Feeling that this Goliath is continually slriving for the 
mastery, I would again take up my w'eapons against jt—if this 
adversary is ever cast out it will be the achievement of prayer; 
and as my divine Master has in various instancesoimected 
lasting with prayer, surely I carmot be wrong in following 
his example ; my toul thirsts for more of the presence of 
God—giveme, 0 Lord,I beseech thee, an increased knowledge 
of thy glorious perfections and of the blessed mysteries of 
redemption, that I may wonder and adore, I ask also for an 
mcreased knowledge of the obedifence which thy blessed gos- 
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pel requires, that I may not be saying to myself, * peace, peace, 
v^faen there h no peace :* give me likewise an increased know¬ 
ledge of thy holy law and commandinents, with power to 
yield implicit obedience to them—give me an increasing 
knowledge of the rnimher and subtlety of tny spiritual foes, 
that 1 may be continually on my watch tower, putting on 
* the whole armour of Godand grant meiostly^an increas¬ 
ed knowledge of the depths of sin and iniquity that still lie 
concealed in the Bjcret recesses of my heart; and bless me 
with that repentance which is uiLto life eternal and which 
never needeth to * be repented of.' 

November 18M *—** Sabbath evening—Rapidly indeed is 
time wafting me along; another Sabbath is terminated, uud 
soon, very soon will iiiy last Sabbath be brought to a close. 
Oh that it may prove the eve of a Sabbath, that shall know 
no termination. Oh thou divine Institutor of the Sabbath^ 
prepare me for this solemn period ; liiown only to thee is 
it, how many Sabbaths more 1 shall spend on earth; let 
each returning one leave me a Sabbath day's journey nearer 
to my heavenly inheritance, more pure, more holy and fit¬ 
ter for the society of * the spirit^of the just made perfect,^ 
and of ‘ Jesus the mediator of the new covenant,* *' 

March 14/A, 18'28.—1 have been reading the lives of Cap¬ 
tain Melville, and the holy and devoted John Urquhart, so 
eminentlv fitted for the most extensive usefulness wherever 
he might have been stationed in the vineyard, yet myetcri- 
ously snatched from it at the early age of eighteen, even so 
Father ‘ for ej it seeme<I good in thy sight.' Who sJiall 
dare to say unto thee," what doest thou'—get to th^stf/ghry, 
however mysterious thy dispensations to short-sighted 
mortals may appear, 1 for one owe something to bis early 
removal; I might not otherwise have become acquainted 
with his forcible sentiments in reference to Missims, nor 
have been so much imp reused with the duty of caring for 
those who arc still in nuture*s darkness. I Viave long been 
striving apd laboring for more of the love of Christ to be 
shed abroad in my heart, believing that it would then ex¬ 
pand from circle to circle until it embraced the whole 
universe ; bat aks ! it has hitherto embraced but a very 
limitted circle, there was too much of self blended with my 
motives. 1 have been panting for this love, chiefly 1 fear 
from the conviction, that my own happiness is inseparable

tual enjoynietit by thus employing my powers* What is 
individual comfort compared with the wants of a hsi 
world ? but this would not, could not be, whilst I made the 
miseries of the world the subject of my warmest and con¬ 
stant supplications at a tJbrone of grace, J feel persuaded, 
that were our benevolence more expansive we should have 
more personal enjoyment and make more rapid progress 
in our Christian course, ' I will run the way of thy com¬ 
mandments when thou shall enlarge my heart’*«henccfor- 
ward let ray petitions constantly embrace the whole oni- 
verse, not forgetting God's aticient people to whom we are 
instrument ally indebted for all that we now enjoy. Oh 
my God, pardon my past negligence ami henceforth im]mrt 
the aid of tby holy spirit without which all my purposes, 
and resolutions will he as nought j oh grant my petitions, 
I beseech thee, for his sake whom thou hearest always* 
Amen,'*

And m.*iV f can say with David—* 1 will love the Lord be¬ 
cause be hath heard the voice of my supplications/ And 
because I have reason to ho|ie that the arrangement will be 
attended with hia benediction. Oh that in this season of 
retirement, I may but be enabled to draw nearer to my 
Saviour, and exhibit more of his lovely image in my daily 
walk and conversation. Last evening (thauka to the excel- 
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lent Mias Fisher,) I had the privilege of an introduction 
to the interesting Mrs. Henderson with whom I spent some 
hours of delightful intercourse; how refreshing are such 
seasons. Oh the tender mercy of our God who so gracious¬ 
ly cheers our spirits by the way» and permits us to help 
each other, in pasjing on througli this waste howling wil¬ 
derness ; and oh, what a rich repast has been provided for 
me this day, at the table of my crucified ^aviour, I was 
favoured with more of the divine presence thansl have ex¬ 
perienced for a long season ; what shall Ii what can I, render 
unto the Lord for all his benefits ? The public ordinances, 
since my attendance at Hoxton Chapel, have been very pre¬ 
cious. Oh that the impressions may be permanent, the 
subject in the morning was Gal. i. 4* a delightful sub¬ 
ject and most impressively enforced. Since 1 last wrote, 
my attention has again been drawn to a thoughtless being, 
to W'hom 1 last year forwarded some boohs with the hope 
that in some listless moment he might be tempted to look 
into them. Oh that the feeble efl'ort may but be owned and 
hicst, wbo can tell the important results that may be con¬ 
nected with the conversion ^f only one individual.'^ 

July 8M, 1829,—‘ 1 will sing of mercy and judgment 
unto thee, O Lord^ill I sing,* Let but thy dispensations 
be sanctified \ let them be for the taking away of sin, and for 
the increase of holiness, and I will raise ray song of grati¬ 
tude to the highest note tiiat ray feeble nature is capable 
of.

An endearing farewell note from the excel¬ 
lent Mrs, Henderson, gratified rae much : such little testi¬ 
monies of regard from those whose piety and consistency 
have secured our love and admiration, are very precious, 
may she be increasingly blest in all her walks of useful-

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Jtffly 9/A, 1630,—^* I have latdybeen making some feeble 
efforts ngamst the odious sin of unbelief, but alas 1 it triumphs 
still. Long have 1 been aaking for the out-pouring of the 
Spirit. Long have I besought the Lord to grant me more 
of that sound heavenly wisdom, that he has laid up for the 
righteous \ but atill a dearth prevails, would that I could ia 
any degree rise up to the spirit of that beautiful passage, 
Isaiah Iviii, G, ^ to which such precious promises are at¬ 
tached. Screly if the love of Christ tilled niy whole heart, 
sympathy an<i tenderness w*ould prompt me to more activi¬ 
ty in searching out cases, remembering the Lord*s word^* 

* inasmuch aa vc did it to one of the least of tliese my bre- 
thren ye did it unto me/ Help me, blessed Lord, to honour 
thee with my substance, direct me to a wise disposal of 
that w'hich thy bounty hath confided to my care, thine it is, 
may I freely impart; hut let it he- in that way which l>est 
accords with tliy will, and not from the impulse of the 
moment, by which I have too often been deceived, and for 
which I need thy forgiving mercy. All tliat 1 do is stained 
with sin. Oh the value of that precious stream which clean¬ 
ses from all pollution. In dqfjiidnnce upon that strength 
which cometh from above, I purjjoee setting apart this 
week for special prayer. My solicitude for my dear 
James is great; exposed as he is to snares, and trials 
from within, and from without, he is always remembered 
by mein my best moments; but 1 desire to make him 
the subject of :ipeciid supplications. Oh tliat it may be 
the prayer of faith^may the Lord bless him abundantly, 
subdue in him all that is opposed to his will, and establish 
him in all that is great, and good, and holy/' 

We are now brmght to that period in Mrs. Mundy’s 
history when the subject of Christian Missions- first demand¬ 
ed her attention, and when the fjuestiori w liother she could 
give herself to the Lord in this department of his vineyard, 
became the object of her serious con&iileTution. It was in 
the muUth of July 1830 , when on <x Missionary tour through 
Norfolk, that 1 first became sequainteil wkh her, and when 
(having heard ofherzeul, her devotcilncas, and her unwea¬ 
ried efforts, for the salvation of pinners,) 1 ventured to 
bring to her notice the Bengal Mii-sion* as a field which 
would furnish her with a wide sphere of labour, on whlcli to 
expend her benevolent energies. The most momentous 
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results sometimes hang npoa. or arise out of* ciro^i^an- 
ces quite trivial in themselves^ hut these ^ imtignifioani as 
they may appeuTf are all under the control and diieottbn of 
him ** wings an angel, guides a fiparrow**-^who ap^ 
points to his people the bounds of their hahitatiob, and 
who asngns to each bis own proper sphere in the church. 
It was a tnYial circumstance, a word accidentally' dr opt 
by the dear departed, during my drst interview with her, 
that arrested my atteodcQi and which caiised me to make 
those enquiries respecting her, which ultimately *le<l to the 
formation of that connection, for which I now bless God, 
and for which I shall, I trust, continnc to bless him whilst 
‘'life and time and being last, and immortality endures.** 
Ihe review of the years that we have lived and laboured 
together is very precious to me, and the impression produ-^ 
ced by these years, these labors, and aU tbeir varied asso^ 
ciationa, is indelibly fixed on my heart, and will never he 
obliterated from my fond recollection whilst ** memory holda 
a seat in this distracted globe,** 

Her fmthful oou^els, tender care, 

Unwearied loTe,'*livd fcrrent prayer, 

And all the past, a i^entle train, 

WaL’Jby remeiDbr&nce lire agaiu. 

There were several circumstances connected with her 
temporal adaire, and her situation in life of which 1 was 
ignorant, and which would* had I been previously acquain¬ 
ted with them, in all human probability have deterred me 
from ever soliciting her to share with me the toils and pri¬ 
vations of a Foreign IVJi&sion, I should have deemed luc^ 
cess under such circumstances as quite hopeless \ and when 
1 look back upon this period—when 1 call to mind the sacri- 
dees, the self-denial, and the severing of all the dear ties to 
which she submitted, I atn astonished at the stability of those 
pnnciples, and the triumph of that faith, which bore her up 
and carried her forward, in the midst of alt thevar^ diM* 
culties by which she was surrounded, and the many anection-< 
ate remonstrances which she had to encounter. That she was 
deeply embued with a Miusiouary spirit and well qualiBed for 
the important work in which the last years of her life were 
spent, is sufficiently apparent from the preceding pages. The 
desire of her heart was oae, a desire to he employ^ in the 
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flcrvice of her Lord, that deBire was constant, uniform, pttr- 
amoutU, She was not satisfied with being employed for him 
is a general way; she desired to fUl an important station 
m the church,*' to occupy some special sphere of labour; 
and it is evident from her private memorandums,that through 
many long years she cherished the iropression that " this 
honour” would ultimately be conferred upon her. This 
impression, (or rather premonition, for such it may with 
propriety ceiled,) kept her constantly at the footstool 
of mercy. Influenced by this “ pleasing hope" the poured 
forth all the fulness of her heart in one incessant pray¬ 
er, asking grace to fit her for the faithful discharge of 
those arduous duties, which her bright visions of the 
future led her to l^elieve, it would ere long, be her privilege 
to engage in. The excellent secretary of the Tract Soci¬ 
ety, Mr, Jones, when he heard that she was about to embark 
in the MissioiiaVy cause, observed "'she has long been a Mis¬ 
sionary,' she is a Missionary wherever she goes'*—and truly 
she was so, and she met with a Missionary's best reward: 
the divine approbation.—God has graciously said, for the 
eiicouTagernent of his people,^in their work of faith and 
labor of lo’ve," '* them that honour me 1 will honour," and 
as it was her sole aim, the constant of her heart to 
honour him, so he hououred her, bv making her in several 
instances, the instrument of spiritual good to her fellow- 
sinners. In I the Sabbath-school at Hoxton, and in various 
other places, her labors were not in vaiu in the Lord. And 
one youth, wjhose heart was first touched by a word which 
fell from her lips one in whom she felt a deep interest, mid 
on w^hose behalf she has offered many an agonizing prayer, 
is now an honoured and useful Minister of Jesus Christ in 
one of the Midland counties of England, The following 
chapter will bring her more immediately to view in her 
Mis si on ar)* character, and exhibit to the reader* her impres¬ 
sions of the moDientous undertakiug in which ahe was 
about tJi embark, the spirit which she manifested in the pro¬ 
spect of it, and the manner in which she began to prepare 
for the solemn dedication cf herself to the service of God 
in that land—where her ashes now rest in peace, awaiting 
the sound of the Archangel's trumpet, and the dawn of 
that glorious day, when Jesus Christ shall come "to be ad¬ 
mired in his saints and glorified in all them that believe/^ 
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CHAPTER UL 


BEK VJEV? OF HI8810NAKT 'WOKK, ITS IMPORTANCE, AND 

AWFUL KBaPONSlBlLlTIBS } PRBPAKATK^ FOR [Tj AND 

FINAL DBPABTUEK FROM ENQLAND. • 

Thb iirat CDtry id Mrs. Mundy^s Journal in which she 
refers to her Missionary prospects, bears date August S9th, 
183Q, and is as follows : 

'* Truly ' God is love ;* circumstances have recently 
occurred which at some periods of my past life would have 
produced a painful cbulitian of feeling, and yet my mind hua 
been kept in ‘ perfect peace^™iny attention has been called 
to a subject of the most momentous nature; hut I have 
been enabled so long to lay it before the Lord, that I feel 
at perfect ease as to the result, although it involves mighty 
consequences, A question#no less momentous than whe- 
ther I shall enter upon a field of Missionary enterprize- 
It may well be ask^d, who can be sufficient for this ^ surely 
not a weak helpless female. A sen&e of my utter helpless¬ 
ness and imbecility would soon decide the question ; but if 
I embark in it, it will be in the strength of the Lord, mak¬ 
ing mention of his rlghnieoueness, even of His only^ and 
dare 1 to say that this is feebleness ? Does my heart yearn 
when I cast my thoughts ' o*er those gloomy hills of dark¬ 
ness ?’ Is a door open, and shall 1 refuse to enter ? I dare not 
finally ret use, till 1 have endeavoured to ascertain the mind 
and will of my heavenly Father—neither dare I to enter, 
till ! have some good reason to believe, that I am called to 
the work by the great Lord of the vineyard. He conde¬ 
scends to work by the feeblest instrumentB, that the excel¬ 
lency of the power may be seen to be all his owntj Most 
holy Father, thou knewest bow earnestly 1 have prayed, that 
thou wouldst lead me forth where, from the rising to the 
Retting sun, all my powera might be emp!»>yed in thy service 
and thy work t how often I have vowed^ that if thou wouldBt 
annihilate sel/ in me, I would consecrate body, soul and 
spirit, my alt to thy dear service, and art thou now about 

£ 2 * 
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to answer my prayer ? Oh ! then xnay I lay my all at the 
foot of the crosB^ anxiaus that thoa shouldst dispose of mt 
and mine as shall best condooe to thy glory* Does it 
involve a final separation from all that are dear to me on 
earthi (and muw are vety dear to me 0 yet at thy biddingi 
O my Father, I will go, though it he unto ^eath, only let me 
see that ii is thy bidding, and I will fearlessly bnve every 
danger," 

It appeal's from the above memorandum, that the propo¬ 
sal to dedicate her services to God in a foreign field of 
labor, took her by surprise; she had no expectations of such 
a proposal being made to her, and her conflicting feelings 
were consequently such in the first instance, that she scarce^ 
ly knew in what light to survey ii. Her mind however was 
immediately, on the very first intimatioD of the sulyact, 
thro?m instinctively back uponi her own oft*repeated 
prayer, that God would *' lead her forth to a field, where 
from the rising to the setting sun, all her powers might be 
employed for him,^' Tlie consequences (and especially to 
her), which the proposed measure involved, required much 
and prayerful consideration ; nature shrunk from the 
ondertaktDg, and she had ample reasons for decliDing it, 
yet the conviction that the hand of God might possibly 
he in it, and that this might perhaps be his way of answer¬ 
ing her prayers, prevented her at once from giving a posi¬ 
tive refusal. In the first letter which 1 received from her, in 
answer to one which 1 had forwarded to her, on the sub¬ 
ject, she thus writes : 

My dbab Sir, Seaming, August 25fA, 1830. 

You will believe me that your communication took me 
very much by surprise, when 1 tell you that 1 had not 
the slightest intimation upon the subject previously. From 
various causes our intercourse with our Dereham friends has 
been unusually limited since we last saw you, and although 
good KV, Fair brother * took every opportunity of awaken¬ 
ing my attention generally, to the importance of female 
education in India, 1 had no Euspicion of his motive. My 
dear niece considering herself bound to secrecy, did not 
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give me the most dial ant hint upon the subjectp it. there* 
fore came with something like a stuniuDg inhuencBp ap¬ 
pearing of such vast magnitude that I scarcely dared to 
look^t it. 

Do you not think that there is some danger of our mis¬ 
taking a favourahJe coincidence of circumstances for the 
immediate leadings of Providence, and thereby being led 
into error respecting the path of duty ?* The remark to 
which you r^er, was made by me in the Mness of my 
heart, without recollecting at the moment that I was in 
the preaence of a Missionary, and certainly without the 
^lightent knowledge of his private history* Allow me 
therefore respectfully to ask, whether you have not hazard¬ 
ed rather too much upon this trivial circumstance? or it 
may be that the partiality of my valued Derehara friends has 
raised expectations, which I fear a more intimate acquain¬ 
tance would not realise : from whatever source it may have 
arisen, I cannot hut feel gratefully impressed for such a 
diatioguishing proof of the good opinion you entertain of 
me* My view respecting entering upon a sphere of Mis¬ 
sionary activity is of coursf all that you expect in reply to 
yours, 1 humbly trust I can say, that the desire is in my 
heart to lay ray alf at the foot of the cross, to be disposed 
of as may beat conduce to the glory of my precious He* 
deeraer. Were it not for the existence of insurmountable 
obstacles, I think my heart would glow at the thought of 
an entire consecration of myself at the Missionary altar. 
When you iearn that it was in the month of May,—18** 
that I first opened my eyes upon these scenes of sin and 
sorrow^ you will I am sure admit, that ' the day is far 
spent*—much too far spent for me to think of entering 
upon a work for which the full vigour of my powers would 
have been insufficient, and whilst I am admonished to 
' work whilst it is called day,* i exceedingly shrink from 
the idea of finding myself in a post which 1 am not com¬ 
petent to fill, and to which 1 was consequently fiut called 
by the great Master of the vineyard. The acquisition of 
R foreign language as completely as must be needful for 
any degree of usefulness m the schools, 1 consider would

In another coramunication which I received from her 
shortly after the foregoing, she enters rather mure into 
detail. In this she expresses herself a* follows ;

Dear Sir, Seaming, Seplemiter 1830, 

You will I am sure pardon me for endeavouring to re¬ 
move any erroneous impressions M'hich my former letter 
may have produced, * * * * My fear of entering upon a 
work uncalled, was not intended lo refer to your future 
arrangements [ it would have applied equally, had any other 
door of usefulness been opened—I gp^kc generaily and 1 
tlimk it needful to say thus much before I proceed (in ac¬ 
cordance with y(>ur wishes), to give you my sentiments 
upon that part of your propoaitiem, which to me as an in¬ 
dividual, IuvoK'C^a consequences of the most momentous 
character. 

Favoured by an indulgent providence with a comforta¬ 
ble Independence, aud placed in u circle of friends with 
whom 1 am perfectly congenial, I have little temptation to 
change, and have liitb^rto (I trust from conscientious mo¬ 
tives), resisted every solicitation to do so ; that which you 
propose would indeed be a tremendous one, and will scarce¬ 
ly bear a serious thought, neither do I find that I cun 
dismuis ^ without some consideration ; siuce it appears in 
fiome degree to be associated with * the glorious Gospel 
of the blessed Gud.^—Unless you knew the endeared little 
circle of friends with whom it is my privilege to stand 
connected, you can form little idea of what you ask, when 
you solicit me to bid a himl adieu to all dear to me upon 
earth, and place my happiness (us far as it is connected 
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with creature comforts)^ in the hands of an individual of 
whose disposition, taste, habits and domestic qualities, X as 
yet know, comparatively nothing-, however highly I may 
esteem him for his works* sakct you will not therefore be 
surprised if 1 hesitate* So far as I attach importance to 
the opinion of i^y friends, the measure 1 know will he 
unpopular ; some of them will think me mad, and all wiB 
consider it as a great personal sacrifice ; ^t you will per¬ 
haps ask where then is your missionary zeal > not evapo¬ 
rated 1 trust, neither is it strong enough to carry me blind¬ 
fold into so vast an undertaking; nor do you 1 am sure ex¬ 
pect it. It will not, 1 dare say, accord with your views to 
lie kept in a state of uncertainty upon the subject, if so 1 
beg to say that it must be decidedly negatived i but if you 
wii^h me to give it fui iher consideration, nothing w'ill satis¬ 
fy fne sliort of setting apart a month for special prayer, 
that we Tuay be divinely directed* and not suffered to enter 
upon any engagement tliat will not be for the furtherance 
of bifi glory, to whom we mutually desire to consecrate all 
our powers, and for the advancement of our own immor¬ 
tal w'elfare.'* * * ^ ^ 

The month which in the above letter she desired for 
special prayer havJfig expired, and some preliminary mat* 
ters which it is not necessary here to detail, having been 
arranged to her sutiafaction, she assented after a little fur¬ 
ther consideration to bec:jme the partner of my future joys 
and sorrows.—Near two years liowever from the above 
period elapsed before circumstances permitted this arrauge- 
ment to be carried into effect, she had therefore sufficient 
time to reconsider her prospects, with the nature and extent 
of those sacrifices, which ’ the measure she had in view 
must of necessity involve ; but her mind having been once 
made up, she never afterwards wavei-ed or shrunk in the 
least degree from prosecuting to the end her solemn en¬ 
gagements. 8he had occasions.lk' seasons of depression 
arising from the fear that she was not qualified for the 
work, or that she might perlmpa have mistaken the lead¬ 
ings of providence ; but tlie eelf-denlal and the eacrificea 
iuseparuble from a iiilssionary life, never for a moment in* 
dueed in her a wish to retrace her steps. Her difficuUies, 
which were of no common character, began to multiply as 
her resolution became known to her friends; but these 
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were all met, in the confidence of Christian faith, and 
triamphantly lunnounted by the hallowed principle of love 
to Christ and the aouU of perishing sinners. The Lord 
Jesus has graciously promised that such of his people as 
forsake father, and mother, houses and land, fur his sake 
and the gospel, shall hi return receive in ^he present life an 
hundredfold, and in the world to come life everlasting; and 
I have every rea|on to believe that the former part of this 
promise wifc amply fulfilled in her experience during the 
period of her missionary sojourn in India. It has been a 
source of unfeigned gratiheation to me repeatedly to hear 
her say, that God had not in this respect disappointed her 
eKpeetations, that what she had snorificed for him in one 
way, he had abundantly made up to her in another, and that 
with the sweet peace” of mind which she was privileged 
to enjoy, she could never for a mo^uent regret having &ur* 
rendered herself to him, and to his cause in the field of 
Christian Missions. 

The question as to her future labors having been finatly 
disposed of, and India having become the chosen field; 
she at once began rhat course (S'study, which she consider* 
ed necessary to fit her for the competent discharge of the 
interesting duties to which she wus lool^iug forward* Du* 
ring the few visits that my numerous engagementB allow¬ 
ed me to make to her whilst she was residing in Norfolk, 
my time was continually occupied in giving her instruction 
in the Bengali language. She snou acquired the character* 
and was able both to read* and to write it with tolerable 
ease, and in several of the letters which I subsequently re¬ 
ceived from her she occasiotiidly introduced a word or two 
as a specimen of her progress^udded to this she read 
much on the subject of Missions and spent much time 
in devotional exercises, constantly praying that God 
would vouclisafe to her all the grace and strength which 
fihe rei^uired to fit her for the work to which she had so so¬ 
lemnly dedicated herself. Her views of that work, of its 
momentous nature* and of its awful responsibilities; and the 
earnest desire which she manifested to be fully prepared for 
iti will be seen by the following extracts taken from her 
Journal, and from the letters which I received from herdur- 
ing tlie period which preceded our union, and our final de¬ 
parture from the land of our ** fathers' sepulchres/' 



Sefitemler 1830,'—Truly the Lord's banner ovw me 
hae been hvt, ever ismce I drew my first breath; but whst 
he is about to do with me now, he only knows to whom l3] 
things are present; it is enough for me to know that thsogh 
he may bear me to the remotest comer of the globe, toy 
heart need not fear, * even there shall hie hand lead me and 
his right hand ahSU hold me,' oh that my whole life were 
praise. Lord help me to adore thee more than t have ever 
yet done* Do I not feel increasingly my jftrfert security in 
thine hands ? and can my courage ever faH me I Oh gr^ 
that it may not, however mighty the work in prospect be, 
help me to remember that 1 can do all' things through 
Christ strengthening me/ * When I am weak then am 1 
strong,* I have placed a blank in thy hands, O my heavenly 
Father, desiring thee to fill it up as shall best make for thy 
glory, then may 1 notjquietly wait the issue, of what ia 
DOW under consideration, assured that whatever there may 
he be Bides, love will shine forth in brightest fairest charac* 
ters/* 

Sepietnber 26M.—" Since I last wrote, my mind has been 
much exercised and muchr perplexed lest any unworthy 
motive should prompt me to take u step counter to the 
will of my heavenly Father ; lest I should rush forward to 
any post to which he has not called me ; but 1 trust that 
the way is opening before me, and 1 am animated with 
the precious hope tlmt he is about to answer the prayer so 
often presented at his lootatool, that from the rising to the 
setting sun he would employ me in his service ; ind al¬ 
though I see not how so incompetent, bo feeble an instru¬ 
ment can he made efficient, yet do 1 humbly believe, that 
he is about to lead me forth to an active post in his vine¬ 
yard; glorious anticipation, to be employed by such a 
Master, who well knows the work that wiU beat suit me, 
and who, if he calls me to it, will assuredly furnish the re¬ 
quisite ability. Oh for an increase of faith, * like preci¬ 
ous faith with those who are now inheriting the pvomises/ 
Heavenly Father, thou k no west how earnestly 1 have be^ 
sought thee, to ' guide my wandering feet,' to * prepare my 
way,* to ' uphold me that my footsteps dip not*—do thou 
' guide me by thy counsel and afterwards receive me to glory/ 
Do 1 live in a land of gospel light, and are there regions 
of darkness, worse than midnight darkness, where sin and 
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Satan reign ? and stiall I not carry thitlier my little 
inering taper, with the humble hope that some poor wan¬ 
derer may behold it and * glorify my Father who' is in 
heaven ?' Am I in a land where ' the water of life* 
flows in every direction, and Bhall I not strive to bear, 
though it be but a cup of it, to those lauds where all is 
sterility and barrenness ? Lord, here 1 am, send me, send 
me, and Oh that it may be in the fulness of the divine 
blessing, J. aat^ not exemption from trial and sorroiv, 
^ant me that which shall beat prepare me for thy work, 
make me willing to * endure hardness ae a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ' and ready to ' compass sea and land' if it 
be only to win one soul to Christ-^help me to sing with 
the sainted Martyn— 

' I'd all on earth forsake 

Its wiedotn, fame ond^power; 

And tbee, oiy only portion make, 

My shield, and toTrer/ " 

October 24M.—“ Oh the goodness and long-suffering of 
God that has borne with long, that has not long 

ere now cut me down as a cumherer of the ground—may 
1 at last find that the ' Icng-sufleriik^ of the Lord is 
salvation.' My heart may, and ought to glow with grati¬ 
tude at the thought of ray present prospect, since J humbly 
hope that I am likely to be brought into circumstances cal¬ 
culated to evince the strength of Christian principle, a pros¬ 
pect that I would not relinquish for the wealth of both the 
Indies. Oh that I may but be furnished with grace and 
strength, equal to my day, and if enabled to prove faithful, 
may the glory pass untouched to him to whom alone it is 
due; blessed Lord, get to thyself glory, whatever may be¬ 
come of thy poor sinful worm.'* 

October SUL—Confined to the house to-day by the 
state of the weather [ would endeavour to improve a por¬ 
tion of-my time by again recording the goodness, the 
loving-kindness and tender mercy of my compassionate 
Father; every week opens fresh sources of wonder for love 
and admiration* He is, I humbly hope, about to get to him¬ 
self glory by manifesting the all-sufficiency of divine grttce, 
to bear me through the severest conflicts. My prospects are 
now intimately associated with those of a beloved friend, a 
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servant of the living God* Since F last wrote we have both' 
been severely tried j but mercifully not beyond what we have 
thus far been enabled to bear, and surely this is a sweet 
and cheering pledge^ that we shall be carri^ safely through 
all the future*

Should any thing that this world can offer divert us from 
our purpose of bearing the glad tidings of salvation to the 
[^eriabing heathen ?—Go^l forbid I shall we turn a deaf ear 
to the piercing cry * come over and help ua never !— 
Almighty Father, do thou appear for our support, help us, 
we beseech thee, we stand alone in Ikee / oh, suffer us not 
to yield to the power of temptation, suffer us not to listen 
to any thing which would tvi^a. away our attention from the 
heathen; but work mightily in us * to will and to do of thy 
^ood pleasure/ andivhen we shall have done the work ap* 
]>ainted us on earth, and suffered all thy righteous will below, 
then receive us to the bright world above, through the per¬ 
fect rigfiteousness and mediation of thy dear and exalted 
bun/' 

T'he preceding remarks selected from amongst many others 
of H similar character, which her journal contains, are quite 
in harmony with her views and sentiments on the same 
subject, as they are recorded in the several letters which I 
received from her about the same time—in the latter she 
thus writes:— 

"' My DKAR FaisND, North Creaky October l4fA, 1830* 

I duly received yours, 3tc. * * * * I am truly glad that 
the preiirainary part of this business is over, and that I may 
now look upon you, I hope, as one decidedly chosen by my 
indulgent heavenly Father, to be a special bleasing to me^ 
and to help me on Zionward, to guide me with your coun* 
sel, and to sustain me in passing through these troublesome 
^enes. In return 1 desire Co be to you all that I am capa- 



ble of betng, and I oarDettly pray for a birge pottioD of 
diTtne grace, that I may be to you aU that you need ; but 
you must not expect to Und me such a one a» your late 
dear partner; only in dare I hope to resemble her. 

But whilst we are one in Christ Jesus, and each, I trust 
deal ring to maintaia a single eye to his glory, may we 
not hope to move on harmoniously, at l5ast ? Let ua con^ 
Btantly be striving to stir each other up to love and to good 
works, mi. to ^ a closer walk with God/ we may then 
reasonably calculate upon enjoying hie presence, and who 
or what shall then mar our peace ? Thus may we go on 
till we have hnished the work lie has given us to do, and 
then, through the merits of our divine Lord, pass tnum^ 
phantly to glory. How ought our hearts to glow with 
gratitude and love if we are permitted to cberish such 
sweet anticipations as these, * not;„ unto us, not unto us, 0 
Lord, but unto thy name be all the praise/ ^ 

'* Mt DBAan&T Fhiend, December Snd, 1830, 

You have been much in my thoughts since we parted, 
especially yeaterday—I was e^most afraid to go out lest f 
should be detained and prevented from returning in time 
to observe the hour we mutually agrees’ upon for special 
pmyer ; but we were at home in good tiEue, and the hour 
though one of deep humiliation, was to me, one of the 
purest enjoyment, and marked by the divine presence, 1 
hope that you met with no interruption, and that you also 
found it a refreshing reason; many repetitious of such pre> 
cifius opportunities I trust are in store fur us^may the 
great Bead of the Church deign to smile upon them, and 
grant the sanctiou of his presence ou every like < 3 V[C 4 aion, 
What E glorious privilege to be permitted thus So hold

have made ao little progress m the divinerejoice 
to hear thAyou have received good’tiditijptffeA-rindia: 
^every indication of the progress of Christ'a, oftii^fttnongst 
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the heathen la checnn/^f &td excites the sweet hopej that 
we sbnll yet see greater things than these; how animating 
ts the prospect of being a party engaged in such a labor 
of 1 devoted some time to my Bengali this morning 

ere i began this pleasant employment; but f sadly want the 
help of niy dear teacher/* * »if + * 

“ My dbaebst Friend* Scarntn^, Dec. UM* 1830* 

I received the packet you kindly fon#hrde^ yesterday 
and it furnished me with > good afternoon's feast* which 
in my solitary Lours proved must seasonable, Every part of 
it interested me, but cspecinllv the precious little relic 
penned by one so holy, so happy that she no longer needs 
your prayers, nor your solicitude i though she must ever 
live in your tendere&t recollection. It will be my ambition 
And my earnest desire to follow her, as she followed Christ; 
but you must not expect me to be like her. Do not, I 
charge you, raise your expectations too high, lest disap* 
pointment should follow,—1 am led to repeat this injunction 
from noticing some remarks in the letter of your excel* 
lent brother Edmonds, who Jam persuaded, has formed far 
too exalted an idea of my qualificatiuns for the work, ' By 
the grace of God 1 aju what I am ;* but the more you know 
of me the more you will be convinced how much I stand 
in need of an increase of grace- This 1 most earnestly 
covet, a covetous^ness tha: I may legally cherish, and if 
accompanied with half the zeal that stimulatea the world* 
ling in his pursuits* will undoubtedly secure riches that shall 
not ' make to themselves wings aj>d fly away / Many thanks 
for the sight of dear Mrs, Townley's interesting letter; I 
rejoice to hear that Mr, Townley is so encouraged at 
White Row ; dear excellent man* may the Lord abundantly 
bless bis labor?-“*Your extracts from Mr. Lacroix's letter 
also interested me much ; it is a good sign vrhen the lion 
begins to roar, may the Lion of the tribe of Judah take to 
liimself his mighty power and travel in the greatness of bis 
^strength, and every enemy fall proEtmte before him. 1 shall 
certa inly be very much disappointed if 1 am not in some 
way, or other* connected with the female echoole in Calcut* 
ta^but our station appears likely to be Chinsurah, this how¬ 
ever I must leave for the present. There is some very 
mteresting intelligence respecting ihein in this month's 
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Evangelical which has made nfie more than ever anxiona to 
begin my work." 

The preceding remarks bring the history of Mrs* Mundy 
down to the close of the year 1830. At the commence^ 
ment of the ensuing year she thus comments in her Journal 
upon the past events of providence* o|)on her own altered 
circumstances* and prospects ; and upon the moral dignity 
of that enterprise* to which ahe had devoted the residue of 
her days ^pon ^arth. 

Sabhath Eveningt JttTinary 183L—"Through the 

tender mercy of my heavenly Father I am brought in safety 
to the commencement of another year ; oh that if spared to 
its close I may but be found to have made rapid strides 
heaveiTT^rdB. ' What various hlndei^ances we meet;' how 
much to distress* and annoy* and impede the poor pilgrim 
travelling Zionward ; and yet hewv loth he is to leave it for 
a better land; how unwilling to quit these scenes of pollution, 
sin and misery; how backward to seize the crown of im- 
Tiiortality, <although it is already won. Boundless myste¬ 
rious love and goodness* that continues to invite suchheart- 
less insensible polluted belngfrto he made * partakers of the 
Divine nature/ and of the endless train of rich blessings 
insejjarable from it I And have I, the %hief of sinners, been 
permitted by sweet experience to know something of the 
value of these blessings ? * This is love beyond compare,’ 

often am I struck with wonder, often ready to exclaim— 
^ what am I, and what was my father’s house,’ that I should 
have been bo distinguished ' What shall I, what can I 
render unto the Lord for all hia benchta toward me.* One 
now and onfy cne have 1 made to the Lord, calling heaven and 
earth to witnes^:, that if he would subdue for me the hateful 
Goliath seift then would I consecrate body* soul* and spirit 
to his blessed service; ah* how little did 1 anticipate the 
nature of the to which I should be called, a more 
severe one in some points of view* could scarcely have been 
presen fed* whilst in others I am compelled to acknowledge 
that ray compaasioiiate Father has dealt very gently* very 
tenderly with his poor weak child. If the circum a fences 
of the ‘ case had not been so ameliorated* blended with so 
much that is calculated to excite my gratitude, I should 
not have had the courage to proceed. But, oh how sad it 
would have been to have broken such a solemn vow* 
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* Bless tile Lord 0 my soi|lj and ail that is within me 
bless his holy name/ Sharp have been nay conflicts, but I 
trust through the power of divine grace I shall soon feel it 
a higl^houour, and a dUtinguished privilege, to be called to 
such a blessed, glorious and important woi k, as that of 
bearing the glad tidings of salvation to heathen lands. 
The prospect of being so closely united to one of ' the 
sons of the prtiphets* us to be either a hinderance, or a 
help to him, often makes me tremble. E*t ia it thy will 
most gracious Father, that it should be so ? tten ' hold 
thou me up, and 1 shall be aafe ?' look upon me in the Sun 
of thy love, * other refuge have 1 none / oh, if I am but 
permitted to administer to the comfort, and well-being of 
thy dear servant, or in any degree to cheer his spirit, ia 
his toilsome passage through this waste howling wildemese, 
or enabled however feebly, to stir him up in liia ail-impor¬ 
tant engagements, then shall niy soul ‘ magnify the Lord, 
and my spirit shall rejoice in God my Saviour/ What an 
eventful period has the past year been to me f what a che¬ 
quered scone luis it presented? at no season have I had great* 
er cause for the deepest si^* abase merit; for when I was 
most intent upon filling an important sphere, upon calling 
forth all my powers^into the service of my heavenly Master, 
even then did 1 most Jail: Intense was the sorrow ; but I 
believe the trial was intended to prepare me for the events 
that have so unexpcctidly followed/' 

January 3th. — ** Extended opportunities for usefulness 
seem to be opening upon me ; oh, that I may be enabled to 
improve them by comforting the afflicted, binding up the 
broken-hearted, and strengthening the weak. Oh, that my 
love to Cfirist and his redeemed ones, my sympathy and 
concern for the condition of the whole family of man, may 
expand with my opportunities. My spirit at times almost 
sinks when I think of the magnitude of the engagement 
into which I have entered, and yet upon the whole I have 
been most highly favoured ; the prevailing state of my mind 
has been that of ^ perfect peace,’ * quietness and confidence' 

:—who would not, O Lord, fear thy name, who would not 
willingly give thee their all to enjoy such calm repose. 
This is precious ; but I desire that my motives for selLdedi- 
cation should arise from a purer source-^from love to Jesus^ 
*^love to him, ‘ who loved me ^nd gave himself for me/—

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love to him, who died, not to! parchase repose for himself 
but for his eocnilec, Some deiir friends who are seeking 
their happinese chiefly from what this world cim aflbrd, can 
see no earthly reason why I should be induced to cleave 
all the comforts and endearments of home, for an enterprise 
which they deem bo unpromising* How little can they 
enter into my feelings upon the subject, how faintly con* 
ceive of my motives ; but there is one who knows them all, 
and who sfes tot; how often, and how deeply I deplore that 
there is not yet a more decicted * singleness of eye to his 
glory/ I some times fenr, that when my mind is at all 
cheered in contem plating the friture* that it arises from some 
circumstances whichlead meto think, that my personal priva¬ 
tions will not be so great os 1 atflrst anticipated ;ratherthan 
from any enlarged views connect ed with the extension of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom. Whilst it is oainful to me to act con¬ 
trary to the wishes of some of ray best friends, I cannot but 
feel the warmest gratitude for that tetiderness and afTectlon, 
which prompt the wish to retain me amongst them : may I 
be enabled to remember them with a double degree of 
earnestness at a throne of Other endeared ones, 

devoted disciples of the Lord Jesus, have strengthened 
and encouraged me from the hrst, and ^tarc still my compa¬ 
nions, cheering and aiding me by their counsel, and bright 
example, and comforting me by the most soothing and 
delicate attentions* May 1 be enabled to make the most 
of the precious opportunities that 1 am now favoured with, 
in this their abode of quietness and peace, and may I che¬ 
rish an habitual spirit of gnititude and love*” 

May ] styFurt Piaee. —'"Again t hrough the goodness of God 
I have been borne from one dear Christian friend to 
another, in quick succession, receiving from each some 
encouraging word to cheer me In my future pros¬ 
pects ; but alas ! notwithstandiug all this, my courage 
often sinks, and I am harassed with many fears about

the future; looking too frequently to the creature for 
that support, which 1 should expect to And only in Christ* 
Ob, shall 1 ever be enabled to pursue my way steadily, 
walkibg in the light of hi a countenance, and content to 
leave all future events with liim ? Altis \ how my faith fails; 
1 am perpetually dwelling upon my own weakness, instead 
of contemplating the mighty power of him through whom 
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I can' do all things/ and '^thout whom 1 caa do nothing 
Again, Ch€ adversary would persuade me that I ain making 
too great a sacrificei —perish the base thought: what J can 
I cve^j sacrifice too much for him who gave his all for me ?

June I2tk ,—" Awake, oh my souh frc#i thy lethargy— 
mouse thee, and put a cheerful courage on. WhereAre shouldst 
thou be cast down ? It is true thou art weak—and the 
work thou hast in contemplation* is a mighty one—so mighty, 
that I sometimes doubt whether the call can have been 
given to one so weak, so helpless as thou art i but the 
Saviour in whose strength thou art to go forth is tnighty. 
Oh, for faith to rest entirely upon him, uTid to feel the 
sweet assurance, that f can do all things in his strength. 
May 1 treasure up and improve the useful hints that 1 have 
heard to-day, from 1 Peter Lv. 12, 13. * Beloved, think it 

not strange concerning the fiery trial that is to tty you* as 
though some strange thinj had happened unto you; but 
rejoice inasmuch as ye arc partakers of Christ's sufferings ; 
that, when his gloiy shall be revealed, ye may be gkd also 
with exceeding joy/ The following verse al^o 1 shall do 
well to bear in mind, ' if ye be reproached far the name 
of Chrij»t, happy are ye* fot* the spirit of glory and of God 
resteth on you/ Tlie step that I am about to mkc {if my 
heavenly Father sees fit) is not, cantuU be, a popular one, 
except with a very few who have had the opportunity of 
tracing the leadings of providence in it* To others it 
appears, that whatever may have been my molives^ my 
judgment at least was w^oefnUy defective when 1 came to 
such a determination. But it is my happiness, my high 
and glorious privilege, to know that 1 have placed the whole 
affair iii the hands of unerring wisdom, and to be able to ap¬ 
peal to that high tribuoal as to the integrity of motives^ 
It has been tny earnest and unceasing prayer, that i may 
not be permitted to go forward, unlesB it be in some measure, 
connected with the promotion of my Saviour's glory. To have 
sunk in the estimation of some whose good opinion £ esteem, 
has been a source of grief to my heart i but I deserve it; 
conscience convicts me of having been much more jealous 
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of my own honour, than of myijdmneMaater'B, But now* 
I traat, I am made wiUing^ to gather up my mite of repu- 
tEtiou and to lay it all at the foot of the cross^ counting 
* Bil timers but los* for the excellency of the knowledge 
of Christ JoEUB my Lord, for whom 1 woidd suffer the loss 
of all things, and count them but dung, that 1 may win 
Christ/ I have this evening heard an esccellent sermon at 
Surry chapel, from these words, by good Mr, Jay of Bath, 
the last time probably that 1 shall ever hear the sound of 
his voice ; oh, that the word may have made an abiding 
impression an every heart/* 

July Mih. —" How does every variation of my feelings 
cause my faith to waver in the contemplation of the mighty 
worlc before me. Sometimes fearing, tliat 1 am In danger 
of mistaking my way,and rushing micalled, into a work for 
which I am not prepared, and thcri^ rising above all my dis¬ 
ingenuous misgivings, leaning with confidence on all-euffi- 
clent grace, and looking forward to the ' recompense of 
reward,' persuaded, that none ever forsook all to follow 
Christ who repented of it in the end* Behold then, O my 
blessed Lord, thy servants, have determined in thy 
strength* to give up all for thee, we cannot liut be humbled 
at the conviction, that with all our desir^, to offer unto thee 
' offerings in righteousness,* thine all-searching eye hath 
discovered much that is defective* Othat we may be for¬ 
given, and accepted through the merits of Jesus our Lord, 

' Create in us, O God, a clean heart,and renew a right spi¬ 
rit within us,' and if it be thy good pleasure, that we 
should go forth to burning dimes, then grant us* we be¬ 
seech thee, thy heavenly protection and guidance; be thou 
to us the ' piiluf of cloud by day,* to screen us from the 
scorching withering influence of prosperity, shtmld we be 
permitted to meet with it, and be thou the * pillar of 6re by 
night,' to dicer, and animate* and guide us, in the dark 
hours of adversity, Ir^uch hours we know must come: be it so, 
only let them come under thy direction, and then we need 
not shrink from them. We nmy fearlessly follow wherever 
thou art pleased to lead, secure m the sweet assurance, that 
all will be well whilst thou an saying *fear not, 1 will 
help thee*' Hear, most holy Father, my feeble petitions 
on behalf of thy dear servant, let thy good spirit cheer, 
animate, quicken and him, that he may ever 
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tain n Einfjle eye to thy and be abundantly blesaed 

in bis labors for thee. J^y thy children univer&ally be 
stirred up and ejccited to feel a more lively intereit in the 
stafe gfthe heathen world.—Too long, sadly too long, hath 
thy command, * Go ye into all the world aj^d preach the 
gospel to every creature,* been disregardM^most com¬ 
passionate Lord, thou who bast the hearts of all men id 
thine hand, let this sin no longer He at the door of thy 
church. Grant that thy children may * he up and dmng.' 
May a voice from the most excellent glory , reaeff every car, 
touch every heart, saying, 'Awake, awake, put on thy strength 
O 2ion/ Fat forth, O Lord, that mighty power which 
shall arouse a slumbering world to action, ' awake, O arm 
of the Lord,' * unsheath thy sword,' destroy every foe, that 
our adorable Redeemer may speedily have the ' heathen for 
his inheritance, and the uttermost part of the earth for hU 
possei^sioTi.* ** 

August May the various efforts, which 1 have 

lately put forth on bchdf of some with whom 1 have been 
associated'—the affectionate warnings, and solemn admoni¬ 
tions which I have given, Ijp owned and blest of the Lord, 
Oh, may his good spirit cany them home, that they may 
have an abiding pla^e in the heart and conscie^fce. What 
do 1 not owe thee, most holy Father, if thou hast made me 
ill anymeusure, nn instrument of spiritual good to others. But 
what a poor feeble piece 1 am ; such languor and incapacity 
overspread all my powers, that 1 seem almost destitute of 
iipiritaal life. Dear Lord, appear for my help, if there be a 
spark of heavenly ftre in this cold heart. Oh, fan it into a 
dame of sweet devoiiun, holy gratitude, and blial love, 1 
am bound by ten thousand ties, to give my whole self to 
thee, Oh then, let there be no reserve. My little all I 
desire to lay at the foot of thy dear cross, reject it not, I 
beseech thee* How long it will be, ere 1 make the antici* 
pated surrender, is known to thee alone \ it is enough, grad'* 
ous Father, to know that thou wilt not lay more upon me 
than thou wilt enable me to bear; thou kuowest how my 
heart cllngi to the creature, to my native land, and to the 
beloved associates of my early days \ it ia true thou hast 
raised me up another friend to be the companion gf my 
toils, bat as yet he is not a tried friend ; and 1 am some-* 
timee tormented with doubts and fears, lest he should not 

But 
I go in * the atrength of the Lord^ making mention of hia 
righteouanesa even of hia only/ 1 have been permitted 
to live in so much harmony with my beloved relatives with" 
whom I have sojourned, first with one* and then wdth ano¬ 
ther, that I cherish the sweet hope,, that my heavenly Father 
will fitill be with me, that he will continue tins mercy to 
me, and by the power of his grace make men choice blessing 
to his dear and honoured servant. Oh, that it may be so/' 
Sepfeinbvr iDth ,—" Was ever any one held in such a state 
of bondage as 1 am ? Sinners arc perishing nil around, some 
of whom might hear the warning voice, had I but courage 
to speak ; bat 1 seem utterly powerless, tongue-tied, bound 
hand and foot. Cold and indifTercnt, yet with a prevailing 
desire to give up my whole ^elf as a ‘living aacrifice^ to 
Christ; J know not how to reconcile this iiiconsistencv, 1 
groan daily, being burdened,yet have no power to help my¬ 
self. I feel almost overwhelmed with the mighty enter¬ 
prise before me* Such a deep sense of incapacity, and yet 
J mast go forward, for ‘ the vows of the Lord are upon 
me/ 1 am fcometimes tempt^^d to wi^h that 1 was going 
alone, then in case of failure no one ivould sufier but 
myself. 0#most holy, most comjmssioyatc Father, choose 
for me, not what 1 will but what thou wilt. Suifer me utit 
to impede thy dear servant in his wmrkJf it be thy will 
that I should go forth with him. Thou knowest all iny 
heart, thou knowest that I have the deep conviction, that 
' to deparl and to be with Christ’—to be introduced into 
the glorious Ibmily above, cle&nsed from all pollution, and 
emancipated from ‘ the body of tliis* death/ would be 
*far better/ But if thou hast w'ork for us, and if tliou 
wilt condescend towroik by such feeble instrumentality, 
then here we are, send u« ; but oh I grant that we may g<i 
forth * thoroughly furnished for every good work/ nud 
full of vigour (if it be tby will) both of body and mind. 
But oh !*how' can I ever enter upon it if I continue to feel 
the overwhelming weight under which I now groan, yet 
may T not hope that grace and strength will be imparted 
equal to my day ? strength always has been imparted, and 
It ever will be : ' Bless the Lord O my soul/ '* 

North Creake, Feb^ 12M, 1832.—" This date reminds me 
of the near approach of that period when 1 must bid a final 
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adieu to these endeared, tlik se much-loved friends : rert^ 
dered doubly dear from the prospect of bidding them a long* 
^nd probably a last farewell. My tears flow at the thought ; 
but shall *1 offer unto the Lord, of that which costa me 
nothing ?* Have 1 not counted the cost ?—sfiot too much 
surely for Kim who shed the last drop of hts precious blood 
for me, O my compass ion ate Lord, grant me that fortitude 
und courage, which m the trying hour to which I am look¬ 
ing forward, 1 shall so much stand in nfed o4 I would 
not but fed, but O let it be chastened sorrow* meek 
mission to thy righteous will—cheer me only with the 
sweet hope that thou hast work for thy poor sinful worm; 
enable her to come out from self; awaken her sympathies 
for a perishing world* and then she will cheerfully go forth 
in thy strength* Help me, O Lord, to add my mite of sup-* 
plication to those which are constantly ascending from thy 
Church militant, for the spread of thy glorious gospel; 1 
adore thee, that I may draw near to thee, os a reconciled 
Father in Jesus Christ, that T may sum up, and plead the 
wants of all mankind, together with my own, and in the 
sweet spirit of adoption, cry IfOur Father who art in heaven, 
hulluwed be thy name.' O let it be hallowed more and 
more, even by thy^oor w'orm, who feels that \ world of 
guilt attaches to her on this point only; how often, dear 
Lord, has that sacred name been spoken with irreverence, 
without that solemn awe whicli should ever be manifested, 
when it is taken upon a sinner's lip S4 ‘Hallowed be thy 
name* by every member of my endeared family* Thou 
scest how I daily plead with thee on their behalf, how 
earnestly I desire to see every one of them drawn within 
the sacred enclosure, ere ' I go hence and be no more seen/ 
Lord, in pity grant it, for nothing ia too hard for thee, 
‘ Thy kingdom come/ Come Lord Jesus, come quickly; 
take to thyself thy great po\ver, travel in the greatness of 
thy strength* overtorn, overturn, overturn every opposing 
power, and do thou own and bless all the institutiorft formed 
for ei;teuding thy glorious gospel, both at home and abroad; 
hut especially own and bless those which have for their 
object the salvation of the Heathen; ‘ say to the north give 
up, to the south, keep not back, call thy sons from afar and 
thy daughters from the ends of the earth/ " 

Jprti 227td ^—I am now drawing very near to that im- 
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poTtftnt crjflifl to which I have l^een looking forward for the 
last nineteen months; would that I could feel my courage 
increase ; would that I were' strong in tlie l#ord and in the 
power of his might/ and that I could triumph over ,every 
opposing prinf^rple. But a season uf indisposition rather 
protracted, has again depreeecd my spirits, and has excited 
the fear that my health may fail, and that I may therehj 
become a burden to him, to whom I desire to be made a 
special ble^aing*'0 thwl I could feci assured that 1 am pur¬ 
suing the path marked out for me by my almighty Friend 
and that \ am not, as thousimds liave done liefore me, rush- 
mg uncalled unto the Lord's vineyard. O my God* shine 
upon my path ere it be too late, shew me only what thou 
wouldst have me to do. Thou art my witness, that I have 
not a desire nearer to my heart than to know, and to do 
thy wilU I have, O my Father, ngiuch to praise thee for ; 
great liae been thy goodncBs* thy loving*kiiidness, and thy 
tender mercy to me in spite of my numberless wanderings 
and short-comings j oh then my treacherous heart j where¬ 
fore these forbodings, and these fesrs ; art thou going forth 
in thine own strength* or aft thou going forth in the 
strength of the Lord of Hosts, and if in bis strength what 
hast tiiou to fear }•—will trust in the * J^rd for ever, for in 
the Lord Jehovah is everlasting strength / ‘ yea I will go 
making mention of his righteousnesa even of hia only/ ” 
The preceding remarks show the enlarged and truly 
scriptural views which Mrs, Mundy had of her solemn Mis¬ 
sionary engagements,—the responsibilities which she felt 
were attached to them; and the spirit of love by which she 
was actuated, when she gave herself up as “a living 
sacrifice to God" in the gospel of his Son. These pious 
refiections, which are hut a small portion of what her 
Journal contains, during the period over which it extends 
bring her hiatory down (or nearly so) to the time w'hen 
she bid a long, a hst^ farewell, to the beloved circle 
of friends, vrlth whom she had so long held the most 
endearing and affectionate intercourse ; and to whom siie 
was, bb her private memorandums evince, most devoted¬ 
ly attached. A few short paragraphs from a part of the 
letters which 1 received from her during thift period* with 
out! additional extract from her Journal (the last she ever 
penned in England,) will tend still further to illustrate her 
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of the refider, the efficacy and all-fiufficiency of that'grace 
which upheld her in the last ftad conflict—which enable her 
as th^ hour of ftepanition drew neaj, to survey it with in¬ 
creasing composure of mindj^—and which .^niillyp through 
God’s ulhsuBtaining power, and euperabnndnnt mercy^ bore 
her through the 'trying scene, with more tranquillity of 
spirit, and Christian resignation, than her friends had 
previously anticipated* 

" Mr DsAasaT Fbiknu, North Creahe^ Jtm* Bth, 

Already has one week glided away of this new untried 
year, what sort of a beginning has it been with yon ^ 
If its beginning and ending are in accordance with my 
wishes, and my prayers for you, it will be a good ycB** 
everjf way; but as iny» chief anxiety and concern is for 
your spiritual good, I deem it safest to leave the mode 
of its bestowment with our unerring and com passionate 
Benefactor, though it should not, in this respect, be through-* 
out the period, what short-sighted mortals usually call good. 
How much 1 am comfortedUby the recollection that, in all 
that you have before you, the Journeyings that you antici¬ 
pate, and all tbe ciKfficulties or dangers that you may be 
exposed to, He will be with you ' whom the winds and 
seas obey/ My constant prayer for you has been

The last has been to me on eventful year* Ah ! how little

My health is improving* and with it my 
faith and confidence increase ; my chief concern is to im¬ 
prove to the utmost this sweet Hea&on of seclusion^ that I 
may obtain abundant supplies of grace, and strength* for 
the important engagements before me; which I can now 
contemplate with more composure, and brighter hope than 
1 have ever yet done ; yea I firmly believe that the hand of 
God is in it, although the conflicts hare been very severe ; 
but by these he is preparing us to ejchibit the strength of 
Christian principle to him be all the glory. The desire 
nearest my heart is, that we may be able to adopt the lan¬ 
guage of 2 Chron. xv, 12* and that we may have grace 
and strength to pursue it till * mortality shall put on im¬

If you make up your mind to fall sick agaio^ I must 
make up my mind to keep well that I may nurse you; it is 
OUT unspeakable mercy to know that, whether sick or well, 
our time is in hii hand who cannor err, and who will perform 
all things for ua in that way thut shfiU in the end best con¬ 
vince us that God is love j to be prepared for the important 
work before us (I hope I can say) is, what i feel moat 
anxious about; but for this pre^^aration we must look to 
Christ, and receive it meekly, though it should come in a 
shape that is painful to and blood, 1 rejoice to find 
that you are not discouraged m your present views of the 
Mission to Ireland i !hay the Lord bless and prosper you^ and 
make you an abundac: blessing where ere you rove or restp 
May he copiously pour upon you the blessed ln€uences of 
his Spirit, and then shall you not labor in vain. It ia my con* 
stant prayer that he may open to you the chrystal foun¬ 
tain, and pour out a blessing till there shall not be room 
enough to receive it* 1 have seen fresh beauty and been 
cheered this morning by reading the 43d chapter of Isaiah;

And whdst the death of Mr, 
Pearson was almost the last Indian news that we heard be¬ 
fore we embarked for the field of our future labor, so the first 
intelligence^ (or nearly bo) that was communicated to us on 
arrival there, was the death of Mr* Higgs,^e only surviv¬ 
ing Missionary at Chinsurah* I well recollCEt oii my return 
to London after reeeiving the above sad intelhgcnce, that Mr* 
Ellis on referring to it asked me if these thizigs hud not in 
some measure startled my partner clecti'' Her stedfust- 
ncsA however* was not in the least shaken by them* She 
endured as seeing " him who is invisible,*' and she ever felt 
it to be her bigliest felicity to leave the future entirely with 
Ijiin, The consciousness of being habitually prepared for 
death, led her uniformly to look upon the King of Terrors, 
as a “vanquished foe/' nnd induced )ier to hail, rather 
than To dread his ajiproach ; she lived habitually above the 
fear of death, and could at all times, most emphatically say 
wiUi the Apostle—“ 0 death, where is thy sting ? O grave, 
wliere is thy victory ? The sting of death is sin, and the 
strength of sin is the law* but thanks he unto God who 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ." 

The fear uf extendiiig this memoiv beyond due bounds, 
has induced me to^urtuil many of the extracts previously 
felccfcd from her journal, and also from her letters, and al¬ 
though the last she ever penned in Eughmd* relates in a 
great measure to a subject, whicJi delicacy would prompt 
me to withhold, and the introduction of it, may perhaps, 
subject me to the charge of egotism, yet I cannot on account 
of the painfully interesting circumstances under which it was 
written, resist the incliimtiun to give it in full i it is dated, 

Camherwdi, Juf^ \bth^ 1832,^ — “ At length I um brought 
to the last sabliath, that 1 shall probably ever spend in my 
native land, and much 1 need the calmness and composure 
with which 1 now view the pr aspect before me \ all my 
doubts and fears respecting the path of duty are removed \ 
and although, 1 have no increase of confidence as»it regards 
my ability for the work to which I am looking forward, yet 
1 have, 1 hope, a more simple and entire dependence upon 
him in whom ^ are all my springs,' in whom is all my suffici¬ 
ency, and without wliom I can do nothing* Since 1 last 
wrote an important change has token idace in my di'cum* 
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stances, one timt 1 have increased reason to believe has 
been made under the immediate guidance of my almighty 
Friend* and therefore will* I trust, be in aorae measure 
connected with his glory. Oh almighty Father, do thou 
grant, that we, thine unworthy creatures, may be constantly 
supplied with ^race and strength, for the faithful discharge 
of our respective duties ; ever may we look up unto thee, 
the Father of mercies, and the God of all ddnsolation, to sua-. 
tain our spirits under the varied trials, that may be appoint¬ 
ed for us, dp thomgraciously supply all that ie lacking in ua 
and make us holy, and devoted followers of thy dear Son; 
under all our temptatious may we flee to thee for support, 
and be so imbued with thy spirit as to exhibit the mind, 
that was in Christ Jesus our Lord, Ere the close of another 
sabbath, we shall probably have etiiharked upon the mighty 
deep i it is our happiness und consolation to know, that we 
cannot go where than art not, and^that whilst we are per¬ 
mitted to look up unto thee as a reconciled Father in Christ, 
we may ever feel that where thou ai t there security anti peace 
are enjoyed. Let u& not, I beseech thee go forth in vain, may 
thy dear and honoured servant he enabled so to bear forth the 
glad tidings of salvation to the hefpghtcd beat hen, as that they 
may receive it with gladncs? ; and may thy worthless worm 
be greatly strengthened in her own spirit,innd be prepared to 
strengthen and comfort him; do thou, most ctmi]>assionatc 
Father, put beneath him thine everlaaring arms, uphold him 
under all his irialfl, especially in the most bitter and heart¬ 
rending moment of separation from his beloved children; 
may be have strong consolation in confiding them to thy 
fatherlv care, and do thou cover their defenceless hcnd$3, 
under the shadow of thy wing ; shield them from every 
unhallowed inlluence, and oh, that it may please thee to 
grant that Christ may early be formed in their heart as the 
hope of glory ; may we have grace and strength to strive 
and wrestle with thee, on their behalf, until we have the 
delight and happiness of believing that they have cast 
anchor on*the only sure foundation. To thy fatherly care 
and keeping do we commend every beloved relative; may 
those who are yet in darkness aee a great light and flee to 
the rock of ages* ere the shadows of evening draw around 
them. To them who as yet see men but as trees walking, 
do thou grant an increase of light, oh that it may shine 
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brighter/and brigliter, unto'the perfect day; and to those of 
iifs who have long ser our farfes Zionward, grant more of the 
out-pouring of thy Spirit, that we may exhibit more consis¬ 
tency, more holiness, more devotediiess to thy dear service; 
and now, O my Father, help me to praise thee, for thy won- 
derouB loving Icmdnfss and tender mercy, T*hou hast indeed 
hud ]Hty upon thy poor worm, thou hast heard and answered 
her poor petitions, and thou hast removed fears, and rebuked 
dispg^ie, cheered her spirit with the swee^ope that she is 
going fortli under thy sanction* and that all nftdful grace 
and strength will be granted. Truly I am bound hy new ties, 
by ten thousand obligntions to surrender myself, my whole 
self und all that I am, and have, to thee and to thy service ; 
bless the Lord O my soul, and all thaf is within me blesa 
his holy name/' 

A few days after the preceding paragraph was written we 
both took leave of all dear to us in England, and with 
scarcely a ray of hope that we should ever meet them again 
in the flesh. 1 have a vivid recollection of the sorrows of 
that sad, sad morning. As we travellet| together in the 
coi*ch to Portsmouth, many tears were shed, and compara¬ 
tively hut few words spoke if, the heart was too big, too full 
to give utterance tg its feelings in language; and judging 
from what then passed in mv own bosom* I should say that 
the anguish caused by such sepnrations* is more akm 
to that vfhich will be caused by the separations that will 
take place at the Isu^it day—to the anguish which every sin* 
ner wdl feel, when he finds himself at the left hand of 
tlie Judge, tluiTi to uny other that 1 can possibly form 
jiTi idea of. The next morning we embarked on board the 
iJokr of Northumberland, Captain Pope, und the following 
(lay beheld ihe shores of England in the distant horizon, 
gradually receding from our view; by ft€r never to be 
beheld again. Before 1 introduce her to notice in her new 
sphere of labor* in British India* 1 would in concluding 
this chapter* briefly make two remarks respecting the con¬ 
tents of the Journal, from which the greater pari of the 
preceding extracts have been eelecied. 

First; alt) lough that Journal extends over a very large 
)>ortion of time^ 1 do not 6nd her in a single iustance ever 
expressing a doubt about her bwn safety, or questioning 
the face of her own personal interest in the blessings of 
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the great salvation ; on this point ehe appears to have been 
quite at eaf?e, habitually rejoit^ing tti tlie sweet sense of 
pardoning mercy- Whatever spiritual distress she at any 
time felt, it arose from the idea, that having herself so many 
blessings in possession^ and so many more in reversion, and 
all these blesfeugs so secure, eo coiiqilete, so dearly pur¬ 
chased and so freely bestowed;—it was tl'.e extreme of wick¬ 
edness not to feel the deepest and most intense anxiety, on 
behalf of thope„who had no share in them—who knew 
nothing of their value* and v;ho were living without God 
and without hope In the world/' She had a deep realising 
view of the misery of a lost world* and of the coming per¬ 
dition of the wicked, and although she felt much for them, 
and frequently wept and prayed over them* yet that feeling 
came 30 far short in her estimation of what it ever ought to 
be that its dehelencv was a source of constant uneasiness to 
her* It was moreover (in her jmfgment) so characterised 
by a want of that holy activity to bring sinners to Christ, 
which she considered the recipient of so many mercies ever 
ought to display^ tliat her heart on this account was fre^ 
quentiy bowed down by a weight of sorrow known, only to 
those, who have drank deeply iifto the spirit of him, of whom 
it is said* ** when he was come near amj beheld tlie city* he 
wept over it, saying, if thouhadst known* even thou at least 
in this thy day tlie things which belong unto thy peace I 
but now they are hid from Ihinc eyes,*' 

Secondly*—It appears from her Journal, that she was* 
with few exception&, constantly privileged, to hold near and 
intimate communion wjth her Lord in the secreev of the 
closet j although of this / have had move demoustrative evi¬ 
dence than any thing which her Journal e^chibits ; —still it is 
pieusing to see in these private memorandums, how frequent¬ 
ly* and with what warmth of feeling* she exfJutiateB upon 
this subject* Whatever cloud might occasionally have come 
over her as it regards other matters, it was seldom that a 
cloud ovqf shad owed her in the closet* There all w'as light, 
life* liberty, and love; it was there that she saw an opening 
heaven* and a smiling God it was there that she * drank 
of the brook by the wayand it was there that she gather¬ 
ed strength, both for labor and ft^r conflict* and especially 
the grace and the strength which sustained her in the last 
struggle—which upheld her In the contest with the last one- 
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my, and which finally bore her redeemed, and sanctified 
spirit, in the fulness of victOT^^, and the triumph of peace, to 
those bright realms of everlasting day,—where 

** All is tranquil and serene 
Calm and undiatorbed repose, 

Where no elqud can intervene, 

Whei% no augry tempwt blows ; 

Where the dnya of weeping o'er ; 

Past, the ttCcQc of toil and juin 
SainU shall feel distress no more, 

Never,—never weep again," 


CHAPTER IV. 


VOYAGE TO INDIA-AftRlVAL THEHE^^OMMUKCKMBNT AND 

PROGRESS OF MIRSIONABT. LABOR. 

That i? a gjowing description which th?Apostle give^ us 
of rhe power of faith in the*11th chapter of the Epistle to 
the Hebrews ; it waj through faith that the worthies to 
whom he there refers, subdued kingdoms, wrought righte¬ 
ousness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths of 3ion!f, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness w'ere made strong, waxed valiant 
in fight, and turned to flight the armies of the aliens,” It 
WHS the triumph of the same holy principle—the power of 
that faith which endures as seeing him who is invisible" 
f.hjit enabled the subject of this memoir to surmount those 
mountains of dzflicnlty which stood in the way of her self* 
immolation on the Missionary altar* Few persons bound by 
so many endearing ties to country and home, and possessed 
of all the comforts this world can afford, would have ven¬ 
tured, witli a feeble constitution, and delicate health, and 
especially at her time of life, to have embarked in such 
an enterprise, Ilut faith in the power and veracity of God, 
and in the promises of his word* accompanied by the convic¬ 
tion that it was hia hand which was leading her forth, bore 
her up under the pressure of every trial, and enabled her 
cheerfully to go forward, though surrounded by a host of 
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difficulties. In a letter which I received from her at the 
commcnceinent of ourcorre^ptSndencej and to which 1 have 
not before adverted^ ahe tbuB speaks upon this subject: 

In reference to my former letter permit me to aay, that 
you have rath^ misunderstood the nature of my proposition. 
The question with me has never been* whether f could risk 
the voyage—whether I could leave ray'friends and all the 
endearments of the social circle, and encounter the debili* 
tatiag influencei of a tropica) climate ; no, I can truly say 
that ali tnese have been minor considerations; the great 
question with me has been, whether I wws fit for the work, 
and whether I was called in providence to embark in it, and 
it was from an eart|CBt desire cfearly to ascertain this, that 
1 asked for a season of special prayer, let me only have 
satisfactioD on this point and 1 can leave all the rest.'' 

During tlie voyage to India her private journal was dis¬ 
continued, I find in it only one entry, in which the want 
of privacy ia assigned as the rcas<}ii why she was un¬ 
able to proceed with it. It b, she remarks, now nine 
weeks since we upe on board this ship and truly goodness 
and mercy have followed us every step of the way, J have 
made a few hasty memorandums of our general progress, 
but have not been able to command sufficient privacy to 
pursue this ejerciae, which I desire should be sacred, and 
which ns yet, is unknown even to my beloved husband, 
and as he is just come into the cabin I inu&t stop short,'' 
During the lime that she was upon the wide expan!<e of 
waters, she ccmmeuced a Journal of another clmructer, and 
to which the preceding paragraph refers, cue which was not 
intended to be private, and in which (with a view of trans¬ 
mission to hrr frienrifein England), she notices a few of the 
principal events of the voyage. A few short extracts 
selected from the latter, will 1 trust, not be unacceptable to 
the reader, ae the^^e tend still farther to illustrate her Chris¬ 
tian character, and her earnest desire to be made the inetru- 
ment of ipiritutd good to every indi^ddual who, in the provi* 
deuce of God, whs lirought within the sphere of her influence, 
Au^st 7th. —"'Our progress during the lastweek has been 
as rapid as we could desire, sometimes eleven knots an 
hour, and itiJl through mercy * safe from dangers, free from 
fear®/ Our movements occasionally top unsteady to admit 
of cloee application i but we trust that we have not alto- 
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gethef lost our time, one portion of which hat been devot¬ 
ed to Bengali, another to dr roe's life of Batter, and aome 
to taking eiereite on deck, and to occasional intercourse with 
our f( 5 jlow passenger a, all of whom are friendly and polite; 
a few unite with uS in oar domestic wo^Hip conducted 
about 8 o'clock in our cabm. Two snbbatna have passed 
away, marked by ntbre solemnity than 1 aulicipated,jvty be¬ 
loved husband has conducted a morning and evening service 
both well attended, both by pasaengers alfd set^inen, all of 
whom appeared intereetod, may the Lord grant that the 
word may be accompanied by the mighty energy his 
spirit, I lien shall it have free course and be glorified, even 
amongst this little band of immortals; the Omniscient God 
only knows how many amongst us have set our faces Zion¬ 
ward, may he grant, whether we be few or many, that we 
may be a leaven which leaven the whole lump. Tracts 
have been distributed and well received, bV the crew, who 
appear to be a steady, well disciplined set of men/" 

August 16M*—The heat is increasing and we feel it the 
more from having lost our breeze, but as we are now ap¬ 
proaching the line, we mu^t it seems look for variable 
weather. A ship and a brig have been in sight all day, but as 
they shewed no coburs and refused to answer our signals, 
and as in the evening a third sail appeared* the captain 
became alarmed, lest any of them should turn out to be 
pirates, the great g'lns therefore were prepared, which 
caused a little commotion amongst us, especially with the 
timid. 1 had just seated myself in the cobin and was 
waiting to hear the dreaded explosion, when my beloved 
husband came running in, crying * come on deck, quick, 
quick, we are speaking a homeward-bound ship/ We were 
all speedily deck, and had the unspeakable satisfaction 
of seeing alongside nathe ship “ Ganges/' from Calcutta to 
l>ondon direct. This was indeed a most delightful transition, 
and a more agreeable little boslle under our oiftsum- 
stancee could not well have occurred. In a feW Taiinufes 
l>en8, ink, paper, wax, wafers, were in demand from one end 
of the ship to the o^her, speedily some new faces appeared 
in the cuddy, amidst a multitude of scribes. Th^captain 
of the Ganges and two of his passengers camej^"board 
with a packet of letters for India, and half ai^ll^urwaA'' 
fully occupied in an exchange of inquiries, wheij^ey bore 
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our precious budget of intelHgence, to our beloved Elug- 
li&h friends; and pursued their way to our dear native land^ 
whilst we again i^pread our sails and went on our own way 
rejoicing. Through mercy we still continue in good licullh, 
both having escaped the inconvenience of sea-sickness^ from 
which most of our companions have sufibred ; my general 
health if certamlymuch better than it some months 
ngOj and though the heat is great, it is still far Ie5S oppres¬ 
sive than I,e^cpcc,ed, my spiritti are also guud, and there 
are none of the aimoyances that 1 bad previously antici¬ 
pate^—oil! for a more grateful heart.” 

j^upist 2ljff About 7 tj’clock this morning we were in* 
formed that a boat’s ^crew wat: alongside of us, I hastened to 
finidi mv letter to dear ^^Irs. Townlev, concluding that it 
licloriged to another homeward-bound ship, Imt it proved 
to be an Aincrican whaler with a sipk captain^ who ^ent to 
solicit the aid of our doctor ; he lost no lime in obeying 
the sumiiions accompanied by the cliief officer, tenipurary 
relief wa?^ afforded, anil as his case was a painful one our 
captain kindly went to him, and offered him accommoda¬ 
tions on board the Nortlmmlierjand. We had the pleasure 
of sending several bundles of tracts to tlic seatnen^ may God 
be pleased to follow them with lliv enlightening und 
quickening power of bis t^jiiric. The irick captain could 
not ftcce]>t of the kind otilr made to him liy ours, but he 
sent a box of orange^, some jdautain^, oil, and Portuguese 
onionto the ship, Now we have lost sipdit of him, and pooi 
man from whai. I hear he is hkelv soon to be iu cternitv.”

Srpif^mber A]] going on well since last sabbath 

day. We have hecn home along delightfully under t)ie inilij- 
tnee of a strong favour able breeze, and we arc now rujiidly 
approaching the latitude of the Ca]>e ; how’ much cause have 
w^e to sing of the morc>\ and goodness of our covenant God, 
would that we were all niore sensible of it ; but alas! some 
amongst us, I fear, do not recognise liis band, in our daily 
mercies, \m(l preservations, may he open th^ eyes to sec 
the wondrous tbiiigs w'hieh are presented to their view in 
the book of nature, the book of providence, and most of all 
in the book of grace. We have reason to be thankful that 
we go on harTnouioiisly, aiul that nothing of a painful na¬ 
ture has, as vet, occurred. 1 rcaret to sav that wg do not 
accomplish ^o much as wo proposed. We still proceed with 
our Bengali and arc also agrcerbly employed in reading 
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Bishop Heber’s Journah which contains much useful aad 
interesting infarriiation, although in some respects it is not 
exactly what 1 expected to find it*” 

Suplcmher A. calm, though unfriendly to our pro¬ 

gress» gives me the opportunity of makinff a few me in o ran- 
dums» which latterly, through the rolling of the vessel, I had 
not been able to tlo* We have during the three pj^ weeks 
had a vci'y strong brec^e, approaching to a gale* I felt 
it difficult at times to persuade myscllHhat jj^ere w^is no 
danger, especially during tltc darkness of the night; how¬ 
ever a kind providence shielded us, and (as in many, many 
periods that are past) was again better to me than my fears* 
My present circumstances fretjuenily remind me of the 
Chriatian'R passage to the eternal world—be is admonished 
by Scripture, that it is through much tribulation tliat he must 
enter the kingdom, and, although calmness and serenity are 
mure agreeable to flcsli and blood, yet they are not the ele¬ 
ments which most speedily waft him heavenward. The last 
twosabhaths have not been filled up according to the desire of 
our hearts. The ship has been too unsteady to admit of our 
assembling together on de^^k as heretofore,but we have stilt 
had worship in our own cabin* A few more sabbuths and 
I trust under the guidance of our almighty Friend, that we 
shail again find ourselves associated with beloved Chris¬ 
tian friends j in ihc meantime may patience liave its perfect 
work ; we have as yet experienced but little to try it, our 
greatest need has bec:i a more grateful heart, for the cir¬ 
cumstances of mercy in which wc perpetually find ourselves; 
if we liad been blest with the society of a few more sincere 
and devoted fellow-pilgrims, our comfort would have been 
almost too complete, may the Lord look upon the thought¬ 
less ones around us 1 To he associated with so many immortal 
beings* and to discover no greater concern amongst them 
for the one thing needful*” is trulv painful j to see them 
the recipients of so many mercies, and yet evince no disposi¬ 
tion to recognise the hand that bc.'stows them is Bhd indeed, 
—may our prayers be beard that whilst our persons arc pro¬ 
tected* and preserved from day to dav, our iramorto] spirits 
may obtain salvation through the blood of Christ* and may 
the little seed that we have scattered amongi^t them be 
watered with the dew of heaven, and bring forth an abun¬ 
dance of fruit*”

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Ooioher “ Still steadily under 

the inllaence nf the trade-wind, which ia bearing us fast to¬ 
wards our desired jiorL Some are already making prepara* 
tion for an exchange of elements. Tiie retrospect pf the 
period since we have been on board is calculated to excite 
our warmest gratitude to our heavenly Henefactor, we have 
only t(^regret that we have accomplished so little; but the 
vessel has frequently been too unsteady to admit of much 
mental apidicatien. I hope on my arn\TLl in Calcutta that 
I shall be able to apply much closer to the language ; may 
Vp’c be enabled to dedicate ourselves afresh to his service from 
w'hose gracious baud wc have received so many benefits," 

On arriving in Igdia Mrs, Mundy again commenced her 
private journal, llie following remarks were penned m 
Calcutta, during our two months residence there* before we 
received our appointment to take charge of the Missionary 
Station at Chinaurah. 

Cufmtta, Difember \2tht 1632.^—'‘This day five weeks 
through the distinguished goodness of God* we were per* 
milled to set our feet on tlie shores of this heathen laud, 
having been most mercifully shi/^lded from the dangers and 
dllficuUica to which thousands are exposed* in crossing the 
miglity deep. Truly we liave abundant cf use to erect a fresh 
Ebenezer to the God of providence* may we be enabled to 
testify our gratitude by an entire consecration of all our 
powers to his service, and evermore find him a Gnd of alt 
grace, supplying that which is lacking in us* and iu hia 
own \v*iy preparing us for our appointed work* be tlmt 
apjjuintniont what it; may. This subject is now under coiisi- 
deratior^ by the coimidttcCj and my heart's desire and prayer 
to God is. tluit ftv will choose for us* Q thou that bearcat 
prsver, bear in thy fatlierly rcmembnmcc the often-repeat¬ 
ed petition* that wc thy poor* w-cak children* may not be 
misguided* may we not Buffer a selfisli, or mere personal 
preference to cast a feather in the scale; condescend tn 
choose for*to fix the hounds of our halhtalion* to lead ua 
forth, where under tliv special direction, and with thy gra¬ 
cious aid* .we may in some bumbk measure labor success* 
fully in thy blessed vineyard.—Forbid it* oh forbid it* tlmt 
we should be idlers; help us to remember, that' time is 
short*' tfiat eternity k hastening, that the period is fast ap¬ 
proaching when ‘ no man can workwc are ndmonislted of 
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this by the sudden removal of one of our fellow-labourers* 
Oh, that the event,mournfuf as it jBj* may hut be sanctihed to 
survivors; may we he enabled to humble ourselves under the 
mighty hand of God, and to inquire ' Lord shew uawherefore 
thou contendest* with us, thou hast hitherto dealt bountifully 
with uB,thou bust been better to ua than otA* fears, thou hast 
spared our forfeitod lives, kept us in health, brought us intg 
the society of Christian friends, favoured us witli tPle endear- 
meats of Christian interccnirse, and ble4 us with a sweet 
serenity of mind, beyond what we dared to ^kpect after a 
separation long, and lasting* as it is likely to be, from beloved 
individuals bound to us by all that is endearing in the tender 
ties of nature, But if thou, our indulgent Father, give 
quietness, who or what shall interrupt it ? Ah what do we 
not owe to our adorable Redeemer, who has so dearly pur¬ 
chased for us ‘ every ^ood and every perfect gift*' truly 
' my soul shall magnify the Lord and my spirit shall rejoice 
in God my Saviour.’ 

Dcceiiihcr 237 -d —Sabi>alh morning—Father of mercies 
on whom I depend for every blessing, 1 would offer to thee 
njy feeble tribute of gratitude and love for the sacred pri¬ 
vilege of drawing near to tliy throne* and for thy kind con¬ 
descension in peri^Uiiig auch u worm to hold comraunion 
with thee, and especially at the present crisis, when we so 
earnestly desire to be Jed by thy especial providence, to 
that part of the held where we may beet employ our feeble 
powers to thy glory. How needful it is that we should 
now be much in prayer, that wc may not mistake our way, 
and that iu our appointment to our station the glory of God 
alone may be kept in view. Father, withhold not thy pro¬

February 3rd, 1833.—“We are at len^h appointed to 
take charge of the Mission atChinsurab, and we have, 1 
trustp good reason to believe that the appointtnent 1$ from 
the Lord. O thtit his presence and blessing may but go 
wit^' and then we shall have no cause to regret that 
we left’“the land of our fathers, to bear our feeble testi¬ 
mony to tlie pre(piousness of the Gospel of Christ amongst 
the heathen? Lord help us to adorn this precious gospel, 
by the exhibition of whatsoever things are lovely* and of 
good report, by devotedness to thy service* by diligent 
persevering efforts to enligliten the poor benighted heathen, 
and by the consecration of all our powers to thee* Do 
thou, most holy Father, be with thy dear servant this day* 
let him not labor in vain in the Lord* give him a rich 
harvest of souls* such as shall be his joy and crown of 
rejoicing in the day of tlic Lord Jesus. In thy own good 
time bring liirn back to me in safety, and may we again 
unite our voices in gratitude and love to thee, the author of 
all OUT mercies. This will probably be the last sabbath that 
I shall spend in Calcutta for sometime to come* We have 
been highly favoured here witli the ni|f,mus of grace, with 
the friendship, and hospitality of kind Christian friends* 
and with every^ accommodation that we could possibly 
desire* We have reason to grieve that we have lost so 
much time in the preliminaries for our work, but it has 
been unavoidable, may we iiow^ be enabled to redeem tlie 
time, and have grace and strength given us to labor with 
dlligeijce und ical. Since i last wrote it has pleased him, 
who cannot err, to puil down my feeble frame, but through 
mercy he has rebuked olscase, and 1 am fa^t regaining ray 
wonted strength ; again has my heavenly Father, in spite 
of all my dlsingcDuous fears restored me to a good mca^ 
sure of health* henci^forward may * every power find sweet 
employ' h the blessed and delightful service of my ever 
adorable Lord,” 

The preceding remarks bring the writer's history down 
to the period w'hcrt she entered upon her missionarv en¬ 
gagements at Chinsurah i a station where she will long be 
remembersd by such of the rising generation* as shared 
m the benefits of her uuvrearied and benevolent exertions.

An inspired writer has assured us that " the memory of 
the just ia bleased and the truth of this remark la fully 
exemplified in the many bleasings which are poured upon 
her memory by the varioua classes of her pupils there, and 
also by others whose interests both for time and eternity, 
she assiduously endeavoured to promote" The following 
extracts embrace Ihe substance of what her journal contriuJL 
during the first two years of her residence in this'new field 
of her labors. 

Chinf^urah, 1333.—How ditecultit is to 

resume a long neglected duty—several months have rolled 
away since 1 made any minute of the state of my immor¬ 
tal spirit i but it is not with me here it was in England. 
I find here (apart from my daily avocations) many impe¬ 
diments that stand in. the way of my pursuing this exer¬ 
cise. I cannot prosecute it to nny extent without short¬ 
ening my seasons for devotion ; and these 1 cannot afford 
to curtail; yet as I have derived sifirituol benefit from it in 
days that arc pust, 1 shall 1 hope henceforward be enabled 
to attend to it with greater regularity. I deeply deplore this 
neglect of my spiritual progress. What wonder if instead 
of rising to the fulness of the stature of Christ I have yet 
to deplore my tnoi::^ thau infantile wctikncss, I have con^ 
sUntly to blush at my poor puny efiurta to glorify my Savi¬ 
our, and that I so ofte^i dishonour him, by my lamentable 
deficiencies; and yet (oh the wondrous compassion mani¬ 
fested to such a guilty worm,) tlie love of God towards me 
has continued to flow in one unbroken stream. Notwith¬ 
standing all my doulits, and fears, and conflicts, and dbiu- 
genuous misgivings, in the prospect of coming to this hea¬ 
then land, I find myself in the enjuymenl of a sweet peace 
which paaseth all understanding, and realising the fulfilment 
of that precious promise, ‘ Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace whose mind is stayed on thee, because he trueteth 
in thee.' 1 have it is true been exercised with some rather 
severe discipline, in the way of bodily sufferi-g since I 
came to Chinsurah, liut I trust it has been sanctified, 
and it seems lost in tbe superabutidauce of my mercies, 
which are ‘ new every morning and fresh every evening,’ " 

December “ Being detained from the sanctuary of 

God, by indisposition this morning, I have thereby been 
enabled to give a little extra time to my class of Hindoo 
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youths. O that 1 couUl ]\o]}Q that they had derived any 
real benefit from my feeble elforts to iiiatruet them ; but 
^hat so hard and insensible as the tinreg:enerftte heart of 
roan, especiaUy the heart of a Hindoo, rivetted to earth 
as it 13 by all its assoeiationa, predilections and affections, 
and fast bound by the adainautiiie eliciti of caste ; and also by 
%ji^' of man* which even to the coNiparatively unfet¬ 
tered ‘ oft-tinies bnnf!jetli a snare/ what wonder then that 
these poor deluded beui^s are held in such bondage ? When, 
miglity God, when shall we see lliee Ijegin thy w ondrous 
work of love and mercy, as wc are taught by thy word to 
look for it in accomplishing the salvation of the heathen. 
Gird on thy sword, most mighty Couquerer, let every 
thing that impedes thy gloi ious progress, whether it be 
in our own hearts, or in thy clmrcli, or in the world at 
large, he removed; overturn, overturn* overturn every im¬ 
pediment, that thy word may huve free course and be 
glorified. Oh that thou W(JuldJ^t on this spot, where so 
many of tliy dear scrvuuts have scattered the precious 
seed, and 'where it hath been so long watered with their 
prayers and tears—►oh that thou wouldst even here mag¬ 
nify the sovereignty of thy power, by raising up a seed to 
serve thee from amongst tins dark ina?^ of idulutcrs. We 
confess, blessed Lord* that we deserve not to have our 
hearts so cheered and gladdened, seeing that we are not 
wholly given to thee as w'e ought to be, and even if we 
were, wc should but give thee of tliiiic own, we could still 
bring forward no plea from this source, why thou shouldst 
grant our request i truly we are [loor insignificant worms, 
and 'whether we be glad or whether we be sorry is a niat- 
ter of small moment; not so whether smiiers shall be 
saved, whether Christ shall be giorified, hasten then thy 
coming, O thou mighty one of Israel j w'e long to see thee 
work here as thou hast done in other lands, und thine 
shall be all the praise, tiune sbuU be all the glory.** 

Janvary^nd, 1834.— From whence arises tins disincli¬ 
nation to pursue this exercise which 1 am persuaded has 
proved EO beneficial to me in seasons that are past ? it is 
true I cannot here as in England enjoy uninterrupted 
periods of retirement; I do not wish my own dear husband 
to know that I am thus employed, and I am troubled with 
the thought that this memoranda may perhaps hereafter 
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meet some other eye tUmi my own. Couhi J be quite sure 
that this would not be the cai^e^ I should pursue this ey* 
ercise with more advantage. Through the infinite good¬ 
ness my almighty Friend I have entered upon another * 
year of my mortiil existence, whether ] shall be spared to 
its* close is known only to the beneficent iVuthnr of that 
existence, f am Tfar less anxious to know 
earthly scenes will close u[Jou me ere the year comes 
to an end^ than I am, for a greater decree prepared¬ 
ness for that great change, come when it will. The 
h*fit year has been fraught with mercy in a wavj that in tlic 
retrospect fills me with wonder and astouUhnient. How 
can it be that my offentled God bestovtfs upon me so mucH 
of bis lender mercy, and grants me the enjoyment of such 
peace and tranquillity aa I had not even dared to h<jpc for 
on this side the grave i often do I trernble at the efieet of 
the * treacherous calm/ and fear lest 1 thtmld settle on 
my lees : forbid it, O my Father, that that which ought to 
furnish a double incemive to lioly obedience* should in any 
measure keep me at a distance from thee. No impediment 
have 1 except that wdiich Jiriscs from my own treacherous 
heart* Oh that I may ‘ he up and doing/ and may my spirit* 
with that of my ewlcaicd companion, bound onward with 
fresh impetus in the path to glory-" 

F^bntfiry H has long been a source of deep regret 

to me that my sabbaliis are not marked by a greater 
nearness of access to Gm\, niid that the several duties that 
demand my attention on that sacred day are not of a more 
apjritual order* I have two classes, one of Bengalis and ano¬ 
ther of Europeans; but 1 do not fccl that spiiituality* nud 
enlargement in communicating instruction, which is of the 
first importance.“-Father of mercies hear me, thy poor 
petitioner, for thy dear Soi/s sake ; giant that opportunitiei 
for usefulness may muUiplv upon us, and do tliou give 
grace ami ability to us, so to improve tbeai, that we may 
bring glory to thy nanie. O for the honor of thy name 
give us succcFS in our work. 1 bless tbec* O tny Lord, for 
the mercies of this Sjihbuth; I have had the pleasure of lis¬ 
tening to an animating and edifying discourse at our English 
chapel, follow the word spoken with tuy rich blessing, 
make it quick and powerful, and sharper than any two-edged 
sword; and whilst thv dear and honoured servant is break* 
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ing the hiead of life to others^; may hi^i own soul be almn- 
dautly refreshed. Again have we been ]>ermittcd to unite 
in l>rcaking of bread, when I was through luercy; more sen* 
sible, of the divine presence, than 1 have been on. some 
forms^r occasioii!i

turn that influence to good account, and if female educa¬ 
tion become general, (which we hope andlH lieve it ultimate* 
ly will, though we shali not Hvq ^;j }ice iij the benefit of it will 
lliou be made manifest ; ought wc not t)icn with this convic¬ 
tion to push it forward, by every pnssibl.^ means though the 
present results are of so discouraging an order ? If tlic mind 
receives but the slightest degree of expansion, it will in 
that measure be in a belter state of preparation for the 
recepthpu of rhe gospel. After all, whatever may be thought 
on the subject by short-sighted mortals, we know that if 
our ^ heavenly Father see fit to bless the effort it shall pros¬ 
per, and who shall say that he will not ; to beings whom 
he has formed for immortalitv, communicate such a men- 
sure of light, as shall keep them from the paths of the do* 
stroyer, and eventuallv guide them to a heaven of happiness 
purchased by the precious blood of Cbriist, May 1 be enabled, 
O almighty Futher, to continue to plead with thcc for thy 
blessing '‘upon iny feeble ciForts ; oil increase my faith, that 
iny prriyers may come up brforc thee with acceptance 
through the precious blood of Christ.” 

Sabbath Evefiing^ Ovtohcr %th .—** For the lust three Sab¬ 
baths rny enjoyment has been much broken in upon, in 
consequence (if my lidovcd husband having been prevented 
by sickne^^ from pursuing his public labors. Through 




I hi: goodness of our God he has been meTcifully dealt with, 
the meanfi have been blest^poin has been removed, and f 
have the sweet hope that he will shortly be enabled to re¬ 
sume bis interesting- and all-important engagements* ' Bless 
the Lcftd, O my souh* he had just brought to a close a course 
of sweetly impressive addresses upon ouiKLord'a question 
to Peter ' Lovest t!jou fne/ dwelling chiefly upon theJg^- 
portance and reasonableness of giving him our wlitik^neart, 
oh that mine were but more warmed with ^he subject* In 
looking over this memoranda I find that some -^f my reso¬ 
lution? have not been acted upon, I have not brought the 
body into subjection in the way that f proposed, how suh- 
tilly has the flesh pleaded that such austerity was not 
requisite, and that it was more than thfe body conid bear* 
Do 1 desire strong faith that my prayers may rise with 
acceptance, that the mountnin^ of difficulty that stand in 
the way ol the spread of the go^^pel in this heathen land 
may be removed; and lias our blessed Lord forewarned us 
that this kind gi>eth not out ' but Ijy prayer and fasting^ and 
shall I persuade luy^self that tilhiT of these is unnecessary ? 
surely such a thought must come from the enemy* Oh my 
ble^jiied Jjord, shed abroad love in mv heart that I mav 
henceforward have a more holy existence than I have ever 
yet experienced.” '* 

Moiidity Evening, De\ ember Last evening we had 

the jdeu^'Ure of uniting with our Baptiat brethren'^, in com- 
nieiuorating the deatli of our divine Lord* It is at such 
ijeasonja (and of tliis I had a sw'tet imprchaion), that the 
Lord especially strctchea forth the sceptre of his love and 
asks * What is thy request and what is thy petition and it 
sliall be granted thee*^ Again, therefore, I asked, * O 
mighty Saviour, brings salvation to the heathen ' Wilt thou 
tlieo, O my blessetl Lord, hearken to thy poor petitioner* 
wilt thou have compassion upon this dry and thirstv land* 

' where no water is V Wilt thou pour out thy Spirit from 
on high, that this }iarclied land may become fruitful 
field'—that * the wilderness may rejoice and blossom as the 
rose*^come mighty Saviour* come quickly thou who wast 
' manifeBted to destroy the wo^ks of the devil/ Begin now 

* The Eaptist brethren at that time occimioTiaUy came fruiu Seram- 
pore to C'liinBQrah to adminieter the rLord^a supper to a fevr pioua 
soldiers in IL M. 44th who belonged to thidr denotniTi^tioii* 
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thy work of mercy, 0 delay not; condescend to prosper the 
labors of thine honoured servaiite. Odet them not deliver 
thy message of love in vain, but grant that whether it be 
addressed to the young, or to the old, whether to the enligh¬ 
tened European, or to the poor lictiighted Hindoo, that it 
may be accompaided by the power imd energy of thy Spiiit, 
that multitudes feeling that power, may be made to 
cry * wnat shiJl we do to be saved Since 1 last wrote 
God has been vcfv gracious to my beloved husband ; with 
the setting in of the cold Bea&on he has received such a 
measure of bodily fttreagth, as hus enabled liim to pursue 
his labors with comfort, and delight, O that the Lord may 
bless him in them, and make him a blessing wheresoever 
he may bend his steps* And bear, O my Father, my con- 
sbmt petitions on behalf of the little ones under my charge; 
early pour out thy Spirit upon them, grant them such 
a measure of divine light as shall ]ireserve them from gro¬ 
ping in the darkness of error, guide them in the narrow way 
that leads to life eternal * preserve them througli the slip¬ 
pery paths of youth, early reveal thyself unto tliem, then 
shall they be blessings in their day and gencratmo, and 
having finished their course wit if joy* at length lie imni bored 
with thy redeemed ones, for whom the Saviour has pur¬ 
chased a glorious and blessed immcirtaiity," 

My beloved wife deeply regretted that she had, whilst 
she was in Calcutta, lost so mucli time in preliminary 
arrangements for her work, immediately therefore on her 
arrival at ChinsuraJi, she determined as far as possible, to 
" redeem the time.’* Her first object there w^as to collect 
together a school of native female children, which after 
a little effort she succeeded in accomplishing, fcshe also 
obtained a flourishing Sabbath school of European children 
from the Barracks. She gave instruction twice a week^ 
to a class of Hindoo youth, in the Englishkugugge, chiciy^v 
with a view of leading them to Chri.'^t, and s^^&construct-^ 
ed the feipale department of the Portugueseij|^ale school,' 
which she also removed to her own house, itj^jfder that she 
might have it constantly under her own eye* 'She like wise 
pursuisd, as circumstances permitted, her studies in the Ian- . 
guage, entered into an extensive correspondence writh 
friends at home on the subject of Chrisliau Missions, 
and assisted me^ by copylog for the press the whole of a 
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v^ork which I then pnblU^d ia two roIum 0 B^ entitled 
Chrietlfmity and Hindooism ContraBted, or a Compara¬ 
tive View of the Evidence by which the respective claims 
to di^ne authority of the Bible and the Hindoo. Sb^traa 
are supported,” Two years' e^itperience having given her 
an insight into some of the difficuUiee connected with 
sionary labor, she was then enabled to form an 
the department in which she had the chief prospect of 
accomplisbing some permanent good, njftl w^ere, under 
God, tier efforts were the most likely to be fallowed by 
blessings of a spiritual character* After mature deUberation 
and much pi ayer she concluded that her labors amongst 
the Portuguese population of Chineurah*appeared thereby to 
be attended by more direct and immediate spiritual results 
than any other in which she could engage. Whilst therefore 
her efforts in the other dipertinents of the Mission were still 
continued, she came to the conclusion, to give to the Por* 
tugucBe girls her chief, and^ in short, her almost undivided, 
attention* It may be necessary here to remark for the 
information of the friends of MUsiona in England,—that 
Chin surah, Hooghly, and Handel are contiguous to each 
other* In this neighbourhood the first emigrants from 
Portugal settled itiiSre than two centuries ago. The pre¬ 
sent Portuguese inhabitants of these places, are a "*mised 
race,** the descondaoLS of the original and various subsequent 
i^ettlcrs. A few of them are comparatively respecf^le, but 
others, are sunk almost to a level with the heabhen, and 
have, it is to be fearetl, in various instances learned many of 
their vices and habits; whilst, as it respects mental culti¬ 
vation, they are in some respects positively below tbeio. 
They ha^'e long been a neglected race, no man caring for 
their souls ; and it was in this state of spiritual destituUoii 
that Mrs* Mundy found them when she commenced her 
benevolent exertions for their benedt, She began her 
school with only four pupils, and after more than a year's 
Incessant labor, she could not number above sixteen; at 
that number it stood for some monthi, notwithstanding all 
her efforts to increase it, that for a time she almost despair¬ 
ed of further success. The parents of these chiLdren, being 
neaaly all Catholics and many of them extremely ignorant, 
were naturally averse to send their children to a Protestant 
Missionary school* Their prejudices on this point were in 
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fact decidedly greater than t^jose at the heathen, and she 
found it much more easy at the commencement of her l&bar& 
to collect pupils from amongst the Hindoos than she did 
from amongst them* The moral feelings however of the 
two classes are a very difFerent order ; on this point they 
admit of no comparisonr She soon perceived, after she Knd 
"secured."the regular attendance of these children* and hud 
gained their confidence, that they were susceptible of im¬ 
pressions, twhiclf^—I will not say, the heathen arc nof 
succeptible of; but which she had never beheld in any of 
them.—Bepeatcdly has her heart glowed with gratitude to 
God whilst beholding in these, her beloved pupils, the 
anxious look, the sparkling eye, and the falling tear, 
a eight hut rarely witnessed amongst the Hindoo youth* and 
much less so amongst the adult population, Tlic natives of 
India are by no means deficient ir_ intelligence ; it is com¬ 
paratively easy to make them v/tdersfand the go’^jiel, but 
to make them feel it* is the most difficult thing 4n the 
world ; their idolatry has produced a moral ossification of 
the heart, a petrifaction of every noble and generous feel¬ 
ing, to such an extent as ca-n scarcely be conceived of* 
even by those Europeans who live in the midst of them and 
who have not closely inspected their ohamcler and habits, 
Mrs. Mundy's schooh amongst the Portuguese population of 
Chinsurah gradually acquired celebrity, and overcame 
prejudice. Her unw'caried effom* her kindners to the 
childi’cn—their attachment to licr, and the benefits which 
they derived from her instructions, soon became evident 
to their parents \ and in the coursie of another year the num¬ 
ber of her pupils w^as doubled, and when the infant schord 
was added to the former. She could then look upon nearly 
eighty young immortals daily greeting her with their cheer¬ 
ful smiles. At 9 o’clock these all assembled in the infant 
school fgr reading the Scriptures and prayer, after which 
the elder girls, who re mostly under Acrinst^ction* pro¬ 
ceeded to their own school-room; but before meir beioved 
instriictress joined them there, she usually remained a few^ 
mmutes behind in the infant school, encouraging the little 
ones, and making Inquiries of their teacher about their be¬ 
haviour the preceding day. The children then ail passed in 
review before her, and each child had its accustomed 
morning kiss,—a ceremony which though not very agree- 
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iible on so extensive a scalej she always wont through without 
making any distinction; unless “ Teacher” intimatedt that 
there had been on the part of any one, some improper con-^ 
duct during the preceding day, in which case it was withheld* 
This Irifling punishment, useless as it may appear, was 
always deeply felt by the children, and many a little heart 
has been ready to burst with grief on hearing of it^ 
tmess, and on being sent away without this accustomed 
token of her approbation. I believe he» inf^t school is 
tlic only one in India which has succeeded amongst this 
class of people^* From the period of its commencement 
down to the present time it has afforded us much satisfaction, 
and has, we have reason to hope, met^with the divine ap- 
}>robation, aiitJ been accompanied in its operations by a 
divine blessing* It still exists under the care of its inde¬ 
fatigable teacher Miss Flood, who has had charge of it from 
tiic commencement, and will I hope, continue to exist and 
become increasingly n blessing to the neighbourhood. The 
upper, or Mrs* JMundy's own school, is likewise still in opera¬ 
tion under the superintendence of Mrs* Cecil* Tvho for some 
years past has rendered to her valuable assistance in the 
working department, and I trust, the Lord being our helper, 
that WB shidl be ab^ to carry them both on, until a suita¬ 
ble female Missionary can be sent out from England by 
the directors of the Imndon Missionary Society, to take 
charge of them* Mrs* Mundy continued her labours from 
the period above referred to until the time of her decease, 
with but little variation; a few additional extracts there¬ 
fore from her journal, embracing this intervening space, 
may here with propriety be brought forward, to which may 
afterwards be fnlded a few general remarks on the direct 
spiriiml benefit, whicJi a part of her pupils, with their 
parents, and also some others of their friends derived from 
her disinterested ciiristian exertions* 

Fcbriutry 15/A, 1835,^—"Already have we reached the 
second month of another year, in this heathen* land, so 
remote from the spot where 1 commenced an existence 
that shall know no terminatian* In looking over these me- 
morandui I am struck with wonder and gratitude at God’s

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gracious dealinga witli me, I could not ha^e retained ro 
vivid n. recollection of the wtixliuigs of my mind, had 1 
not given permanancy to them by the aid of my pen; 
and vfhat a record of mercy it is ! how little could I cou* 
ceive when my faith was ao severely tried in the prd^jject 
of coming to Thdra, what the termination would be“-'to 
long a season of calm undisttrhed tranquillity, 
sweet, sweet peace, 1 could not anticipate, experiencing 
from day to davT'^he utmost kindness and tendcnie&s from 
my belovetrannpanion, and cheered by the hope that 1 am 
cnahlyd in gome measure to minister to his comfort ; our 
spirits animated by rc]>catcd good tidings from our en¬ 
deared friends, especially our beloved children, and per- 
mitlcd to indulge the precious hope that God will even¬ 
tually bless our humble efforts to ' wm snub/well may we 
exclaim * our cup runneth over/ 0 Lord, accept I beseech 
thee, my warmest ascriptions eff jiVaise, and do thou help 
int to trust thee for the future—the dark days of sorrow, 
will come, must come. O prepare us for them, and may they 
be met with meekness and humble sulmiission, come when 
they may. My beloved husband is gone to Calcutta to pnt 
the finishing stroke to his worK on *^Tlic Evidences,** Lord 
command thy blessing to rest upon thi^^ effort, thine is the 
power; let it be commissioned by thee to do its part towards 
dispersing the dense cloud of ignorance, error anti 
superstition so manifest all around and tliine shall be 

all the glory**' 

March —"To-dav mv belovedhufbandreenmmen* 
ced his ministrations in our little chapel, after a cessation of 
some weeks tliat he might give his undivided attention to 
the heathe]!, My heart rejoiced at seeing him again in the 
pulpit, and especially as lie directed our attention to a 
most important subject, therevival of idigion, which most 
assuredly must begin first in our own he^irts i do thou 
speak the word, O hkased Jesus, say to thy Zion * Awake 
awake, pht on thy strength/ When under tliy promised 
influence, Zton shall bestir her self,“-when she shall put on 
her * beautiful garments,' then indeed may we hope to sec 
a revival of Iby work in our midst. Oh* hai^ten it, blessed 
Lord, hasten iL ‘ go forth with our armies/ go fortli, for 
thine alone is tlie powder to accomplish the w’ork : help us 
most holy Lord, helj) us to ruu wdtli diligence and purse- 
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wrance, the race that is set before uSj and may it not be 
in vain that our attention h^s been directed to the impor-^

OnOUGHT TO CnUlST by IIBH INSTRUMENTALITY* 

The complaint of the evangelical Prophet—" Who hath 
believed our report, and to v?hom hath tlie arm of the 
Lord been revealed/' has been reiterated by many of 
Christ's Missionary servants laboring in heathen lands, 
and especially by those who have long “ borne the burden 
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and the heat of the day” in the dark benighted regions of 
the east. But on the aubjcfbt of success as connected with 
Missionary operations, we arc not to judge the Lord by 
fceblg sense." He, for wise reasons, sometimes sees fit to 
withhold from his servants the knowlet^e of what they 
instru men tally been the means of accomplishing, 1 
can call to mind a*few such periods in my own pajthistory, 
periods, in reference fq which had I been questioned on the 
subject, I should have said, nothing has b#cii ajeompliAhed. 
The seed has been constantly sown, but in no instance 
has it sprung up and borne fniit. But the Lord has been 
pkased years afterwards, to show me that I was mistaken; 
and I am, when taking a view of his jijrovidental Jispensa* 
tions in reference to this interesting theme, frequently 
cheered by the " sweet hope" that many of his faithful la¬ 
borers, when they come;to stand before the great white 
throne," will find that the result of their efforts, and the 
good w'hich they have been the means of accomplish¬ 
ing, has been much greater than they previously sup¬ 
posed, far—^very far beyond that, which, during the years of 
tlicir earthly pilgrimage, they imagined it to he. The sub¬ 
ject of this memoir had not, so far as this theme is con- 
ccrued, to wait for J'br revelation of the future. She saw at 
once the fruit of ucr labors, it was immediate, and direct, 
and visible to the eye of all who surveyed that portion of the 
moral vineyard which it was her happiness to cultivate— 
the wilderness and the soIitHry place became glad for her, 
and the desert rejoiced and blossomed as the rose." 
Tliosc benefits of a temporal character which result 
from the evangelical labors of Missiouaries, are only 
secondary in that train of liles&ings with which they desire 
to enrich the world. The object for which they chiefly 
lalior is the salvation of the soul—the conversion of the 
heart to God—the spiritual and eternal welfare of their 
fellow^men. Blessings of the former character however 
generally flow, in some measure, in the train of»the latter, 
" godlinesBS having the promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come*” The improvement which 
took place in the manners, in the social habits, and in the 
domestic and moral character/of many of Mra. Mundy's 
pupils was too prominent to escape observation:—it was 
remarked by sevtTBl persona who previously knew them,

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that ckanlines^, indusUv* and a love of order, had, through 
her instrumentality, displaced iuHhe so chi circle, habits of an 
opposite character* and bad given to the children a degree 
of comfort and a relish for occupation to which they were 
previously strangtri* I have stated in the brief memoir 
which 1 ]irepared for the Calcutta Cbristiiin Observer, that 
many a jjTvcTiile spirit, redeemed by the blood of ChrUt, 
and first taught to lisp hia name in her infant school, was 
ready on her exit from earth* to vrclcome her to the hri^^ht 
regions of evcrlu?ling day, and that Ibe^c liappy glori¬ 
fied spirits will, I am persuaded, be her joy and crown of 
rejoicing" in the day of the Lord Jesus. In India the 
** King of Terora" always busy, darting his shafts in cverj’ 
direction—the mortality thereand especially amongst 
children is very great compared with what it i* iu Europe. 
The number who enter eternity upder seven years of age 
is iucircdible*t—during the few years that Mrs, Muii- 

dy’a schools have been la operatrou, nearly twenty of her 
children have pa&scd from time to eternity; some of these 
were removed very suddenly, they were at school one day, 
and dead the next. In tlie expectation of going to England, 
she begat! some months ago to prepare a register, of all 
these little ones, and was engaged in i^ollccliug a variety 
of such incidents regarding them, us she thowglit wtnild 
interest her friends at home * It is nnt doi-irahle tliat I 
should ill these pages enter tiua^ into di-kiil, nevertheless a 
few of these incidents may with propriety be brought for¬ 
ward, with a view to i bust rate the gcucral subject, ami to 
exhibit the influence of Divine grace on tlie juvenile mind. 
Her school had been but a short time in c^jjcration when a 
little girl, about six years of age, was hmaght to the bor¬ 
ders of the grave ; the parents being Catholics sent for the 
priest I when the child intimated to him, that she Jiad no

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need of his services. Why so, said the priest ? I am, said 
the childj going to Jesus. Ffow do you know this, the priest 
replied ? Because he died to save sinners, and he has said 

suijer little children to come unto me and forbid them not 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven," ^ The child died, ! 
believe the same day, and the priest by no means a bigot¬ 
ed man afterwards spoke of it with astoniahmoDt, obaerv- * 
ing—these Protestants cannot be such heretics as our 
church represents them. If they teach iheir ghildren such 
truths as these." 

In the month of December, 1839, our hearts were deeply 
pained by the removal in the short space of eighteen days, 
of three very sweet children; the whqje of one interesting 
family. When I transmitted my annual report of this station, 
to the committee of the Bengal Auxiliary Missionary Soci¬ 
ety, my beloved wife forwarded with it, for the appendix 
to the report, a short iiccouat of this painful providancej 
which I here introduce in her own words. 

'*2b Me Secretary 0 /ifie Bengal Auj;iliary Missionary Society^ 

My dear Sir, “As u reference has been made in the re¬ 
port of the Missionary station at Ciiinsurab to the schools 
under my care, aud particularly to the removal of some 
dear children from our infant school to a better'world, 1 
am induced to address you more at length on the subjeetj 
chieHy with the hope that such a detail of the blessed effects 
of the infant school system may excite a disposition in the 
benevolent public to espouse and promote such institutioni 
more generallv* It is much to be regretted that there are 
so few to be found in & country where they are calculated 
to be so great a blessing. 

Since the commencemeutof our Chinsuroli infant school 
in January, 1837, several dear children have been removed 
to a brighter world, respecting whom I could furnish some 
interesting details ; but I shaU confine my self to the descrip¬ 
tion of three lovely lambs who formed the whole of one 
family, and who were suddenly snatched from ua, (of whom 
1 have been often solicited to furnisli a short account,) 
trusting you may not think it unsuitable for a place in the 
appendix to your report. 

'* Mr. and Mrs, Van Helsdingen with their three lofvely 
children, John, Emelia, and Matilda (the eldest not then 
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five years of age) arrived at Cbm^urah from Copenhagen, 
in the month of December, 1837, A niece of theirs having 
long ranked amongst my nio^t diligent and intereeting 
pupils in the upper school, speedily solicited for the^ two 
elder of her engamng little Telativea an admittance into our 
infant school, where they quickly won the liearte of thtir 
teachers ^d playmates. A system so admirably calculat¬ 
ed to develope the powers of an intelligent mind, peculiarly 
accorded with tho taste and disposition of these dear chil¬ 
dren, and they became daily more devoted to their school. 
Their progress in general knowledge was truly satisfactory, 
but the most encouraging and endearing feature was the 
delight they manifested in that part of tuition, which 
iTTought them nearest to the Saviour- Often have 1 subse¬ 
quently seen the tears &Tnrt iti their eyes when speaking to 
them of that dear Jeans who said * Suffer little children 
to come unto me and forbid them not/ &c.; as alao when 
their kind teacher has in her own happy way, been telling 
them a story connected with their favorite subjeetj to which 
they would listen with the most profound attention. At 
the age of two years, the sweet little Matilda was also ad¬ 
mitted, and (young as she was) soon shewed much delight 
in limping her simple lessons and the praises of the Re¬ 
deemer, in which she was able in an incredibilv short 
period to take the lead, and would in the most amusing 
manner stand up to teach her young companions ; in short 
these dear children were the pride of our infant school, 
exciting general attention and admiration; they became 
indeed buds of the sweetest promise, but, for reasons to us 
inscrutable, they wore not tlesigned to bloom in this our 
nether world. No, " the Lord had need of them,’ and 
in less then three short weeks. He who cannot err aaw fit 
to transplant them all to the Paradise above, where far 
rcMoved from every blighting, withering influence, we 
trust they will ' bloom in immortal glory/ Although 
tha separation was like givii>g up a part of ourselves, so 
much had they become endeared to us, we dih only sing 
glory to God, who has thus ' out of the mouthti of babes 
and sucklings perfected praise/ 

** It was on the 1st December, 1839, that it pleased Gud 
to remove the sweet little Matilda after three days' illness. 
Dear John was in school only one day after his little aiater. 



)mt long' enough to beg that the teacher, and hia httle 
companions would join hint in praying to the great God 
‘ to make little Matilda well*’ they did eo, and he re¬ 
mained on his knees with his eyes shut and his little luunds 
raisedt till he was roused by his young companions exckim- 
ing", * Teacher, look at Johnny/ Dear hhild, his prayer 
was answered, butait was by the removal of his ^ttle sister , 
to that place where the inhabitants shall no more say * I 
am sick/ The next day he was hima^ seized with the 
same complaint (the croup) and on the 6th iJIcember, he 
died in the arms of his aMicted father assuring him that he 
was going to Jesus. On the 18th, on the river the lovely 
Elmeha followed, having been removed from Chin surah by 
the fond parents with as much expedition as poi^aible, with 
the hope that by change of air she might be spared to 
them, Howeveri their ^faith was again to be tried, and 
they were called to surrender their only remaining pledge 
tn whom all their hopes were centred, and what shall we 
say ! " Even so Father* for so it seemed good in thy sight/ 

But the circumstances of her death were such as were cal¬ 
culated to produce on their minds the most soothing itiflu- 
ence. For some hours pretioualy she vvaa conscious that 
her departure was f/. hand, and called upon those around 
her to pray with her, repeating her own sweet prayers from 
time to time, and portions of her ikvorite hymns, especiaUy 
the one in which they all felt peculiar delight t 

■ Gentle Jeeui^, lovely Lamb, 

Thine and only thine 1 am ; 

Take my body, spirit, soul, 

Only thou pofioess the whole*' 

The closing scene \s thus described in a letter from her 
dear mother, ' When the doctor came she liad been in 
bed about half an hour, 1 called her and told her that he 
was come t she smiling opened her eyes, supposing 1 ba^ 
beve that it was her favorite Dr, Hinton* baton seeing a 
i^tranger she asked me to take her up in my*arms, 

^gain contltAd her prayers with her little hands folded. 
About a quarter of an hour before her death she wd 
" Dearmao^m^i hold me and praaf my blessed Emelta rsi* 
peated some prayera, and apparently, aa if exhaueted fell 
asleep. The doctor Bumetime after told me be thought 
she had expired. 1 Buid "JVa, she sleeps J'* But it wai 
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too XnxQ. Ah ! \hth did I thiiik that my beloved 
tlept the sweet sleep of eternity.» The doetor seemed sur¬ 
prised that our darlinf^ coiUinued iu her full senses to the 
last, and that she died so piously. We mentioned our 
beloved Johnny and Matilda to him, and told him that thev 
had expired in tfic same way. Yes, my dear Mrs. MuiAly, 
TVe shall /\ver with grateful thank a sckurow ledge the good 
religious foundation that was laid in your precious infant 
school, and the iitlueDce it had on the tender hearts of our 
departed darlings/ Three more lovely, more gentle or 
tractable children we never had in our school; indeed I 
scarcely expect to pee their Like eg^ain \ of them it may truly 
be said ' they wereJo\^e)y in their lives and in their death 

thev were not divided.*

The circumstances connected with the death of these 
three clear children excited ao much interest after the ap* 
peai anee of the preceding narrative, and Mrs- Mundy was 
so frequently applied to for copies of it, that she regretted, 
she had not entered mure into detail^ her material 
for doing so were abundant \ hut aa ijt was only designcid 
for the appendix to the report—she considered brevity 
was (t p&iid q/ special imporiftnee. The mother of these 
lovely children h a Catholic, the father was a Protestant, 
but only a nominal one, as he ulway? attended the Catholic 
church at Chineurah. 1 have liowevor great reason to hope 
that these atHictions were sanctihed to liim. On the death 
of two of his children—the third being tlieii very ill, he left 
Chinsurah with all possible speed, and proceeded to his 
factory about 400 miles in the interior of the country, 
I hud a long interview with him the evening previous to 
his departure, and I never saw the heart of any man so 
bowed down by the weight of sorrow. When he took leave 
of me he caid, whilst his eyes were streami^ with tears, 
and his hands were trembling with the Werwhelming 
anguiBh of his soul—Oh I Sir, what do 1 not owe to 
ytJu—^what have you and yours not done for me. Through 
your instrumentality 1 am become a changed man, I trust a 
Christian indeed/* Whether such was decidedly the case, 1 
am not fully prepared to say* We famished him with a 
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^^ood supply flf books for his journey, ami before parting 
conuTienLled him to God in prayer- Thcfijllowiug morning 
he left Cliinsuriih and I saw him tio mote. Although he was 
then a strong roaii^ and ajjparently in good hcahh, disease 
soon envaded his framtj (he sunk 1 feaiv under the weight of 
hia mental 3ijfreniig=^)iind in the eoum- of a f(?w short mtnith?, 
he followed his bolovod rhildrcn to tlie " house appv>intcd 
for all living.” 1 had only one letter from him fTefurc Ins 
death, and wdiich w'us, 1 am hapjw to say, ^o a corisideralile 
extent confirmatory of my pleasing hopes rcgaftling liinL 
About three imndhs before Mrs. Mundy died u litik 
girl was suddenly removed by the oholerii. This awful dis* 
case coinuionly gives tiic sufl'erer but little opportunity for 
conversjitrori 7'his dear child hoAVc\?l‘r when ne ir her 
end said—'* moLlier, please to give me n little vvaicr* do 
not witbiiold it, you need not fear that it will hurt lue. M v 
coni[daiu; is llie cholera, and I know that J sliall die.'" The 
mother (formerly a Cadiolie, but now a Protestant and 1 
trust, a faithful follower of tlic LorilJesus), said^'* and arc 
vou then niv cliild going lu leave me '* Yes, mother,” she 
replied,I love you very much, but I love my Saviour more, 
and I must now leave vou afid go to hian” 

The late Dutch Cbivernor, Mr, Ovorbeck, hud a servant 
(a Catholic) wdio had been thirty dive years in his employ: 
this man had a son about five years old in the iubiiit school, 
and as he w^asthesen of Ida old age the fatherheart was 
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bound up in liim. This cliild alto, after rather a protracted 
iJJiiess died. But during llic period of sickness that pre¬ 
ceded bis death, [re said so many sweet things about Jesus 
and anotlicr world, that the fatl^ci's ntCcntioii w'as un ested, 
and his heart exceedingly soflcm d theivby. After his 
!?on*s death he came to converse wjtli me about the '* one 
thing needful,” I desired him us he understood Bengali 
much better than English, to attend my Bengali service oa 
the Rahbath morning, lo wliicli he cheerfully assented, and ' 
continued \m attendance very regularly, as long as he was 
able to do sd#! also suggested to him the propriety of learn¬ 
ing to read the Bengali Ungmigc, and pointed cut to him 
the advantages which he would.derive from it. This eug- 
gestioQ also met his approbutiun, and he came to my house 
two hours every day when one of my native Catechietti 
undertook to instruct him. The progress that he made 
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was quite astonishing ; although he was then* I think in his 
sixtieih yeur or thereabouts* lie soon learnt to read the New 
Testament wiih fluency and ease, but the next yeur Ac also 
fallowed his child to the etoviiHl worhL The last months 
of his life however were sjjent in perusing the blefsed word 
of God, and hit family* after his decease, spoke with deep 
fceliug of hi& apparent love to that wortL, and of the manner 
ill which he sat and read it to them, whilst with tears in hie 
eyes he endeav^^ured to expihiu to them what he under¬ 
stood of iti precious contenrs—would that they had deriv¬ 
ed more benefit from his admonitions and example**

The happy effects produced upon the minds of the chil¬ 
dren to wboBB history allusidn has been inadep may be 
considered as a portion of the direct benefits of Mrs. Man* 
dy's scjiool exertions* and those produced upon the minds 
of the jiareuta may bo classed amongst the indirect benefits 
resulting from the same source.

A few days after tins he 
paid me a visit, and wc had ^ome convcriiittioii on llie doc* 
tJinet^ lesptdively held hy the 'Cmholic and PrrdeMant 
Churches^. 1 ventured heforG, he left inn, to put into his 
hands a Protestant bihlc, and some otlier books which! 


thought miglit be srrviccabio to him. During ihi^ interview 
I wa.s much pleased with hi« frankness, and hi:, iqjj^arcrit 
desire to know on which side the trutli lav* The eonversa- 
tioii which I had with him on that memorable znorning 
(for such 1 may call it,) can never he obliLerated from my 
recollection ; it was the coiniiicncenient of a controversy 
which lasted full two years, and wdiich tenninated (though 
I had at timet? during its progress almost despaired of him), 
in hie ultimate eercasion from the Church of Rome. Dur¬ 
ing this period he constantly read tlic Calcutta Christian 
Atlvocatcfi also Young^a Lecturea on Foperv, the whole

+ 1 wrote a good deal for the Advocate at the period referred to 
above; and knowing exactly his state of mind* and that he read thia 
penodkal* 1 ooraroonly wrote aafar aa 1 conhl to meet hie case—and T 
hare been frequently amused by }iis coming to me* to aek my opinion 
on Bome of theae piecesj and ahio by the frankneas of Mb remark.^ 
upon them, without hia having the leaat idea of the quarter from 
whence they proceeded* 
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of John Newton*s works, and sqme other books with which 
I supplied him. He haii hoTfrever repeatedly obierved, that 
if 1 hud not been at his elbow, to pursue him into his 
strong-holds of error, and to expose to him the fallacy of 
those various refuges of lies to which he resorted, that he ne- 
veiA\'ould have had sufficient moral courage to have enabled 
him to break the chaina of that degrading superstition in 
which ** the man of sin'* had fast tied and bound him; and 
on this subject 1 can venture to say tho* had it not been 
for Mrs. Mundy^s schools (and especially the incidents con¬ 
nected with the death of the little Van Helsdingens) 1 
should probably never have been thus brought into colli¬ 
sion with him ; iu contemplating therefore the mdirec^ re¬ 
sults of these schools, and in tracing effects to their first 
causes, we are brought to look at her labours, as the prma^ 
ry rans &—the starting ppint from which all these interest¬ 
ing circumstances, subse([uently followed. This good mati 
—(for I have every reason to believe that he is non? a true 
Chriiitian, which he certainly was not before,) is at present 
at Chunar labouring in connection with the Church Mis¬ 
sionary Society, and in a letter which I recently received 
from him he thus epcalts in reference to the subject of this 
memoir. 

I had yesterday the pleasure of receiving your reply to 
my two former letters. 1 now write chiefly to let you know 
haw 1 am going on here, but I cannot pass over the memo- 
rv of your late amiable companion ; the printed account of 
her death I received the day after my arrival here, and it 
caused me to weep much ; but now I have received your 
letter my tears flow a second time. They have indeed 
never ceased to flow since 1 beard of her death, and^hert 
it will be otherwise I do not k[mw. I know she is in heaven, 
but 1 felt very much her departure from this world; Ut, on 
your account, and 2d, on ray own, 1 know that I have 
shared largely in her prayers, and I know also that her 
prayers have been heard, and that I have received many 
mercies in answer to them. Oh, when shall I meet with 
another friend like her." * * * 

Apart from the various Incidents already noticed, I may also 
observe, that several of Mrs. Mundy’s elder girls have a very 
clear and correct view of the doctrines of the gospel; they 
are w'ell acquainted with Scripture truths and some of them

specting some Amongst themt—several of them have in 
various ip,stauces exhibited feelings, Thicli can scarcely 
be attributed to any thing short of a work of grace in the 
heart. May the^T^ord mercifully grant that these impres¬ 
sions mav hot be as the early cloud and as the morning 
dew which soon passeth away,” 

la surveying the full a[m^uat of good accomplished by 
Mrs. Muady, through the medium of her schools* during 
the years that she was privileged to labor at Chinsurah* 
it will be necessary, in m der to give the reader a clear idea 
of it^—to analyze, or subdivide it into thiee distinct parts. 
The first item to be taken into the account is the temporal 
benefit which has been conferred upon the children* and 
which IB evinced, by their industry, their love of order, their 
social habits, and by the improv^ement which has taken place 
in their moral and intellectual character. Then secotuily, 
must be noticed, the spiritual benefits collaterally conveyed 
through the medium of the schools to the parents of the 
children, and other persons incidtntally brought into con¬ 
nection with them, of which the late jiriest and tlic persons 
aforenamed are instances. But that which ;—thiidW, de¬ 
mands our vkief (itimtion ib the immediato anti direct sjd- 
ritual blessings derived by many of the children from tlie 
ihtthfuKand affectionate instructions* and adnionitioua which 
they received in these schools,—blessings consisting in the 
conversion of the heart to God, the sanctification of the 
affections, the transformation of the character; and, through 
divine grace, preparation for that world of glory to which 
many of them are already gone. 1 theiefore appeal to the 
reader and aak, in reference to this combined veiw of the 
results of ^Mrs. Mundy^s labors, whether such schools as 
her*8 are not of some importance as connected with Mis¬ 
sionary operations ?* It ought ever to be remembered that 

* Many of the reidors of ebie memoir will not understand tha 
beai'lne^ of the above interrogative, and will probably be of opinion 
that T have said more upon the subject of success than is either de¬ 
sirable nr nacesaary. It la therefore requiiite that 1 idiould specify 
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the firat and chief object of all Missionary efforts is the 
SBlvatbn of the soul, every institution therefore which tends 
directly to secure this grniid object certainly ought to be 
induced in the apparatus of all Missionary Societies—iiei- 
thej; ought it to be forgotten that the so^^l of a child is of 
equal value in the sight of the omniscient God with the 
soul of an adult; it is possessed of the same capacities and 
the same powers, although it does not pussess them in an 
equal degree, und it will continue to ex)M though all the 
countless years of the same blandless eternity* If there¬ 
fore it can be shown that through the medium of these infant 
seminaricE, combmed wdth schools of a higher order, chil¬ 
dren have had their minds spiritually^ enlightened,—have 
been brought to the foot of the cross, and have died express¬ 
ing their confidence in him who hath taid* I love them 
that love me* and they that seek me early shall find me,"— 
then the sentiment that such schools are useless, and that 
they ought to be discontLiiued in our Missionary Stations, 
must surely proceed from a mistaken view of their healing 
and importunco* I have myself no sympathy with such a 

the reason whi^ 1 hii-e entered here into may perhaps, seem 

a ]jroliiify of detail. Notwithstanding all the reiiutts of Mrs. Mna* 
dy^R schools api stated above, it has still been Intimated that all inaii- 
tutions for the iustrucCion of this class of children are of a doubtful 
chameter, so fai‘ as it relates to the benefits which they confer ; and 
it has been a mutter of consideration, whether these children had not 
better he left in that gtate uf ignorance in which she originally found 
them, or in other words, whether ignorance in ih^ir case is not prefer¬ 
able to a course of religious and moral trainins ] but surely this idea 
cannot be correct ? it cannot be Bcriptnral f This is nt once to aban¬ 
don them to the power of the enemy* and to give them up Jja ever- 
lafrting ruin, a measure from which the Chiistiau's mind instinctively 
recoils* But " what chance,*' it has been asked, is there that these 
girls, after they leave school, will be so far favourably placed in the world 
as to bring the fruit of instniction to perfeetion ?'' But if Christian in¬ 
struction is to be restricted to that portion of the hnmen race which bring 
forth the fruit of it to perfection* what tlien,! ask, is to become of most of 
our Misaioiii amongst mis Hl^DOO^i ? This principle moreover would, 
if curried out, go far towards annihilating all the erongeUco] institutions 
in the world. Where Is the Christian who has sat year* beneath the 
sound of the gospel, who will venture to eay that he has brought forth 
the fruit of all Che instruction which he has received to perfection ?—-ht 
lias certainly noi done this, but he not on that account to be cut off 
at once, and for ever* from the enjoyment of those blesainga uid 
privilegei which it h the design of the gospel to comrauiucatet 
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sentiiinent as this. I am aamireti by an authority from which 
there 13 no appeal tliat llie ffeld is the world”—he there¬ 
fore who would be Irec from " the blood of all men/’ must 
teach all—admonish all—invite all '—lie must^^ sow Jje&ide 
all waters, sending forth tliither the feet of the ox and the

In refcKncc to the good accomplitKed by Mrs, Mun- 
dy*s Schools 1 may further observe, that tliey ought not 
to be judged ofr;ncrely by wliat has tthendy been done. 
She had an uUorior object in view, viz. the benefit of the 
vniive femnlea of India. She had found from experience 
(as many others also have) tliat but little could be done fi>r 
them by day-schoo(ji in the bazars* She had however 
observed on the part of some l^aboos a dieijositioii to have 
their daughters i[iat.ructed at home, provided suitable female 
teachers could be obtained to visit them for that purpt^^e ; 
and she had also heard that a similar disposition prevailed 
amongst the upper classes of natives in other parts of 
India. IJcr ulterior design, therefore, wap to qualify her 
children for this work, in the hope* that by so doing they 
would be able to obtuin a comfortable livelihood by their 
own indostry* and be maSc the iriatrumentb of good 
to others ; with this view she had several of theni instructed 
in the Bengali language, which they learnt both to read 
and to speak with fluency and ease* and had her life been 
j^pared a few years longer, to have carried out this her 
favouriU^ plan \ lier schools would tlien, 1 am persuaded, liavc 
been made a yet greater blessing to the iieighbourhootL 
Instead tberefore of sucli schools being discontiTiued, 1 for 
my own part could wish, and especially when (us was the 
case at Chin&urah) they put the Society at home to up cj'- 
that they were instil uted at every MissUmury Station 
ill India* wherever any portion of this long neglected class 
of the .populaiioii is to be found. 

Mrs. Muiidy’s labors amongst them afford ample en¬ 
couragement to other Missionaries to make the at¬ 

tempt ; her efforts were not only beneficial to the children 
Ihemselves ; but were also gratefully appreciated by their 
parents—and there perhaps never was a female m Chinsu- 
rah who lived more entirely in the sympathies and the 
affections of the people than she did,—a fact which was 
abundantly testified by the weeping multitudes who followed 
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her to the grave: she ipas in their esticnatioii a& an angel 
of light, an ever welcome messenger of mercy, ‘' When 
the ear heard her then it hlea&ed her. When the eye 
saw her it gave witness to her, becau'se she delivered the 
poor'the fatherless, and him that had none to help, the 
blessing of them that were ready to perish came upon her, 
and she caused tlje widow’s heart to sing for Joy." Job 
XXIX, 11 — 13 , 


CHAPTER VL 


* • 

MKS. UUNDY S sickness and ItBATH. 

When a beloved friend is removed from time to eter-^ 
nity it generally happens that the survivor can call to mind 
some special ineidents* connected with the history of the 
departed—incidents relating to the intercourae which he 
held with the glorified spirit, whilst in its earthly taberna* 
cle, which excite in the retrospect a'combination both of 

painful and pleasing re lections; amongst the numerous in- 
ddents of this nature which now dwell upon my mind, in 
reference to "her whose memory I cherish/' there is one 
which in the review calls up a train of peculiarly tender 
emotions, I refer to the last book which we ever read to¬ 
gether, the memoir of Mrs. Smith of the American Mission 
in Syria j and which, to me* was read under circumstances of 
extraordinary interest, not soon to be forgotten, I have 
ever since my return to India, generally been in the habit 
of itinerating, through the whole of the cold season. 
During tlie latter part of December; when Mrs. Mundy 
gave holidays to her children she usually accompanied 
me, and that she might (as her health required it) have 
the benefit of the purest air, J always during her holiday 
month engaged a boat and proceeded to preach^io the nu* 
merous villages on the banks of the Ganges. These 
villages and hamlets are very near to each other, and as 
we went early in the day, I was enabled to preach at three 
or four of them in the course of the monimg and return 
home to dinner. It was under these circurastances, after 
having preached at one village, and whilst the boat wa* 
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proceeding to the next, that she read to me that very in¬ 
teresting piece of female hiogiMphy. In the course of her 
reading she reLnarked, how very similar in many respects 
Mrs. Smith's sphere of labor was to her own^—a thought 
which had been passing through my own mind just at the 
time that she mlide this observation, alas ! what an uncer¬ 
tainty is ^tamped upon every object here below, how true 
it IB, that here we have " no continuing city/' and that we 
know not wbat^a day may bring forth/' How little did 
1 think, whfist we were thus employed, and when she thus 
expressed herself, that ere another year rolled away, he^ 
memoir would be in manuscript and ready for the press ; 
but such arc the changes in human life, and especially in 
India, where the whole fabric of suciety is like the shifting 
sands in its far famed rivers. Oh* for more of that sancti¬ 
fied spirit of sweet submission, ^exhibited by him, ’who 
when he was bereaved of all his worldly substance, could 
still say;—" Shall we receive good at the hand of the Lord, 
and shall we not receive evil }"* “ The Lord gave and the 

Lord hath taken awav, blessed be the name of the Lord/' 

The following which is the last niemorandum in Mrs, 
Mundy*s Journal will not, 1 aid persuaded, he unacceptable 
to the reader-—it is dated January 3d, 1842 : 

“ Can it possibly be that we have entered upon the tenth 
year of our Indian pilgrimage ? it is even so, would that the 
retrospect were of a more cheering order ; alas! it can only 
produce deep, deep self-abasement ; how barren, how woeful¬ 
ly barren the spot is which we have so long been striving 
to cultivate; how few the buds of promise that are visible ; 
—ah, dearest Lord, help us to search and try our hearts, to 
ascertain where the fault lies. Wherefore is it tlmt thou 
still coritendest with us ? Why are our prayers not an¬ 
swered } Wherefore is it that we look in vain for fruit f 
Hast thou forgotten to be gracious ? Truly, as individual?", 
we have experienced the richest displays of favour and 
kindness, tolerable measure of health is co&tiuued Jo us ; 
we are permitted to travel on in pp:ace and harmony, we 
are cheered from time to time with glad tidings Irom our 
btloved and far distant friends, and as far as our personai 
comfort ife concerned, we have all that heart con wish. 
But oh, dearest Father, thou knowest that we long to sec 
thee smiling upon our humble efforts to advance the inter- 
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eats of the Redeemer's kingdoni. Oh, let us not fflintp nor 
be weiirv* though we see nolthe work prosper in onr huiids 
as we could desire \ rather show us wherefore thy blessing 
seems to be withheld. We have again this day been 
endelouring to humble ourselves before thee on account 
of •our short^cuiniiigs, have again been Peeking tlic out¬ 
pouring of tby sijirit;—oh, for Christ*s sake, withhold not 
the promised blessing. Truly thou hast shown us what we 
cannot do* Oh, that thou wouldst now t||.ke to thyself thy 
great power, and show us what thou cansi do.* () God, do 
Jliou work* and none shall let or hinder ;— f^o work that it 
may be seen that it is not by might, nor by power, nor by 
numbers, but by thy spirit only, so shall the glory pass 
ujitoufhed to thee. May we henceforth plead mere con- 
stajiily, and extensively for a world lying in wickednesSi 
awaketk cur sympathies^ arouse our slumbering energies* 
Oh, for the melting compassion of our dear Redeemer'fl 
heart, wc are, alas ! too much wrapt up in our own com¬ 
forts, and our own fancied security; dear Ijord, turn us, we 
beseech tliee* from these things, to tlie contemplation of the 
miseries of a lost world ; then shall we give thee no refct 
till thy Jerusalem hath bA^ome a joy and a praise in the 
whole earth.'* 

I have a distinct recollection of the manner in which we 
were employed during the day referred to above. In the 
evening I preached in the English Chapel from Jer. 
xxviji. 16 ^—-** This veur thou shult die and although Mrs. 
Mundy svas then, as appears from the allusion to this sub¬ 
ject in her Journal, in as good health as usual, yet on re¬ 
turning home, she indirectly intimated to me that it was 
a message for her. She was always very feeble, nod her 
constitution has, for many years past, been extremely deli¬ 
cate, and nothiiig but the greatest care and watchfulness, 
and the efforts made to check disease in its incipient 
state, has, humanly speaking, kept her on earth so long. 
Ber medical attendant remarked during her Jast illness, 
that her complaint was trifling in itself, and was what any 
person with a moderate share of strength would soon have 
overcome; but her atamina was quite gone, the foimda- 
tion of her con3thutioa was undermined, and she was un¬ 
able, trifling as it was, to sustain the shock. She 
was, 1 think, quite aware of this, and the apprehen- 
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61 on that any serious attack must prove fatal, had some 
itionthE before her death, produced an impression on her 
mind which she could not entirely conceal, that her end 
was approaching. In consequence of the extreme heat of 
the weather, she generally closed her schools ahenft the 
20th May, and rc<apeued them m the middle of June, when 
the rains having set iu, the heat was coqsiderably modera¬ 
ted. On ^he morning of the day on which the children 
were dismissed, in May last, she met them all in the infant 
schooUrooinij after reuding and prayer she spoke a few 
words to them, and then before parting desired them to 
sing the hy mn called ''joyful—/* “ Oh that will be joyfuf 
when we meet to part no more.” At the conclusion she 
wept much, kissed £^1 the little ones, and told them that 
they were probably then parthg to meet no tnore, and fio it 
proved* The children re-assembled before her death, but 
she met them no more —never I befieve entered the school¬ 
room again, after quitting it on the morning of that day. 
It was only a week or two before this, that she desired they 
might learn to aing that beautiful hymn of Watts—*' There 
is aland of ■ pure delight where aamts immortal reign,” 
and she requeeted that they might go on with it, three or 
four times in the course of the iveek* till they had com¬ 
pletely acquired the tune. The reason she assigned for 
wishing them to do this was, that the words were “ so 
sweet,"' and bo much in harmony with the state oi her 
own feelings; and frequently have I* since her deccat^e, 
whilst sitting at my study table, been deeply affected by 
the soft plaintive notes of their infant voices, rising in melo¬ 
dious accents on my ear, and reiterating tlie sweet words, 

" There it a Istud of pure delight, 

Where snints Immortai reign, 

Infiaiti! day eicludeei the ui^bt, 

And plesuiuiTB banish pain.^* 

Although Mrs* Mundy was as before remarked, in the 
enjoyment'of tolerable health during the last cold season, 
there was on the first appearance of the hot weather which 
followed, a failure of strength which I had never before 
Witnessed; still there was no serious indisposition before the 
month of April, neither was there any thing which indi¬ 
cated danger till near the end of May. Early in the 
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month of June 1 was considerably alarmed, and we began 
to prepare for leaving India as soon as circumstances would 
permit. But as 1 had in former instances seen her when 
brought very low, rally again uimost beyond expectation, 
1 had still great hopes that it would he on the ijresent 
occjiiiion ; but he in whose hands ore the keys of death and 
the grave^he whfl ** openeth imd no man shotteth, who 
sliutteth and no man opeiicth/' had otherwise decreed.— 
Grace hud completed iU work in her hcart,*and in mercy 
to her, saw fit to release her from a stale of suffering 
and conflict on earth* and to introduce her to one of triumph 
and peace in heaven.’^ 

The last week in June the symptoms of her disease 
were com^iderably diminislicd, and there was altogether 
so much iiiiprovciricnt in her general circumstances, that 
iny hopes of her recuimy were again very much revived. 
On Fi nlay* July Ist* she t<dH me that she hoped to be able 
to attend chupel fui the following Sahbatli .morning and 
jiartakc of the Lord’^s sup[)er. She thouglit, that if she re- 
niHtiicci quiet in the vestry during the former part of the 
st'i’vicc, that she had strengfh sulTicient to enable her to 
IjcEir it without sustaining any injury theicby. lb the even* 
iug i)i tlie same: dav till . was able to dress, and take a short 
drive In the palkee gai i; she enjoyed the air exceedingly* and 
iiopud that it would have had the effect of giving her a good 
iiiglit's rest; bat in this she was disappointed ; the shaking 
of the giiri inflated tlic bmin, already weakened by dis¬ 
ease, and she w'ap^iii a state of feverish excitement during 
flic whole night. Notwiths^tanding this she expressed a 
desire tu no out a! 2 *aiii the foliowiiiff cveniiiE. I therefore 
took her once round tlie parade ground, ami only walked 
I he Iiorse in order to avoid *‘he shaking; )mt the same 
cfl'eets followed as before* She had another restless night 
hut a night* she said, of sweet communion with her Kavi* 
our. On Sabbath nioriiing she was disappointed on find¬ 
ing lieisclf unable to attend chapel; although she still

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appeared very much better tlian she had been during the 
former part of the precedia^ wck ; and when her medical 
atteudant called, he gave it as his decided opinion, that she 
was doing well; but as she had had two very restless aights, 
he desired that phe would* on retiring to rest that evening* 
take a powerful opiate \ she attended to his instructions, and 
had consetiuently a quiet and composed night; and on the 
following morning, Monday* July 4th, she appeared still to 
be going oi; welJ^ Before 1 went to chapel that evening she 
asked me what ! was about to preach frtnn ; 1 told her Job 
atxxviiL 17—Have the gates of death been opened unto 
thee ? or hast thou seen the doors of the sh?^dow of death f"* 
She then asked to give her a few uf the leading ideas 
of the sermon; I did so, and referred to Conder's beautiful 
wordhj “Oh I the hour when thisj material Ac*" us cunjiccted 
with the opening of these gates; she immediately laid hold 
on these words,—appeared to he quite delighted with the 
subject, and eeiterated them with feeling^i of strung emo¬ 
tion ; oh* she said—with great emphasis* 

“ Ob I the hour wHen thta material 
Shall have vatiiiiliieddikea duud, 

And amidat the wide cthciml 
All the inviiilble i^hall trowd. 

And the naked i^oulp j^urroundnd 
Witji unnumbered heustbof light. 

Triumph in tiie view unbuundeil 
And adore the infinite.” 

Alas 1 1 then little thought that the subject was one so 
entirely in harmony with her feelings* 1 had tlien Jio sus¬ 
picion that site was so near the gates of deatli, and that 
the doors of the shadow of death so soon to be 

opened for her to pass through. On returning from cliapel 
that eveuiQg I found her decidedly wone, she was suffering 
great pain, and as the efforts made to relieve her were 
attended with but very little effect, she had consequently 
another very restless night* Early on the morning of the 


• I believe some nf my oongregatloti thought that the sermon that 
evening was anticipatory on my part \ but in this they were quite mis- 
tnken^ She had hcen ao much better during the preceding three er 
four days that I was tben, only thinking of her recovery* I coutd riof 
have freadied on such a subject, hud 1 eutcitalued the leuit idea of

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followiDf^ rfny, Tuesday, July 5th, she still thought herself 
better ; but after bieakfast it ivas evident both to herself and 
aUo to others, that each was not the case. She suffered 
much through the whole cd this day, and had again another 
very diltressing night* On Wednesday jo oming there was 
appafently some improvement, the efforti to relieve pain 
had in a great meaF«ire succeeded, and the symjitome were 
so far favourable, that tny fears which had been aroused the 
preceding day, had once more considerably ibated; and 1 en¬ 
couraged her with the hope that we should short^ be able to 
get to sea, ahd that in the Lord’s good time, she would then 
soon be brought round again. But as tlie day advanced these 
favourable symptoms all disappeared, and were succeeded by 
others of an oppusite character;—still to the evening she 
put on a loose gown and sat some time in my study, and 
afterwards in the inner veranda, enjoying the air; but there 
was a certain heaviness about her, attended with other 
indlcEitions which excited alarm ; and that night, for the hist 
time, I began seriously to fear that deutb was Approaching* 
—still not entertaining the least idea that her end was bo 
near. Site sat up to tea, but was obliged to retire imme¬ 
diately afterwiirde j as soon Js she was composed a little, 
1 S]>ciit a Ic'K minutes with her in prayer, in the course of 
which 1 iutimated Ihat the hour of our eeparation was 
apparuntlv drawing nigh ; she was sensibly and deeply 
affected when I touched this painful topic; but afterwards 
jmide no remark ; her exhausted state in a great measure, 
preventing it,—Up to that period I had never left her* but 
wfirn out with watching and fatigue, 1 that night commit¬ 
ted her to the care >>£ another person and slept in tbe ad¬ 
joining room ; this has since been a source of deep regret to 
me* Could I have supposed that this would have been her 
last night upon earth, 1 should never have moved from the 
'* post of observation/’ then becoming “ darker every hour," 
or have eni rusted her for a moment to other hands. 1 saw her 
once during the night and there appeared, I thought, again 
a slight improvement ; she was comparatively easy and free 
from pain ; she spoke with fj eedom, and even with cheer¬ 
fulness, and desired me* as there was nothing that she re¬ 
quired, lo retire to rest again.—On the following morning, 
Julv 7th, (the day on which she died*) she still appeared 
easier, and said ia answer to my inquiries that she was better* 
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and that she had rested comfortuhly dyrin^ the greater part 
of tlie night. When breakfast was taken to her, {and it whs 
the last time that sheever partook of food,)t‘he rose up in bed 
wirliout any lielp, folded her hands and asked a bjessing, 
and seemed oti ihc whole to be stronger than she was the 
preceding day* Towards ten o'uloclt, however, pymj^loius 
of the Tticst unfavourable and alarming character became 
increasingly apparent. Her speech and Imr hearing began 
to fad* aiu| then3 was a marked ini^ensihility to eiternal 
objects, accompanied by slight internrd convulsions which 
satHcieutly indicuted that dcidh was rapidly apj^roachuig* 
Up to this hour I had continacti to entertain uhope that slie 
might perhajis, thjough tlie Lord's abounding g^oodness, 
yet he spared a little longer j bat alas! this hope now fled, 
—and ded for ever.

About the hour above Sjjccified or shortly afterwards, 
two or three of her most intitimte friends called to see her, 
and when she was asked if she knew them, she replied, 

O ves, dear ---, and dear -—/' She then ai^ked 

if they were w'ell, and after a few^ minutes* interview, took 
leave of them wdth a smile as cheerful as I had ever neeri 
beaming on her countenance at any period of my life. I 
was much affected on observing that from this time her 
faculties on all common subjects, appeared to be iu a great 
measure gone, whilst in reference to those of a Bpiiitual 
nature they remained in alt their freshness and vigour* 
On suhjeots of the former character, she once or twice 
spoke incoherently j and in other instances when she at¬ 
tempted to speak, she was unable to articulate. She 
would utter a word or two, make a gi'eat effort to repeat 
the rest. Accompanied by Mgns; and then finding that she 
could not accomplish it, stop short, and say, ** never mind.” 
When I ffrst began to suspect that there was a little aber*. 
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ration of mind, I said to her, with a view to ascertain 
this, ** Do you think, my de^r Louiaa, that you will reco¬ 
ver V* ** Yes !" she answered, " 1 think I shall."—And do 
you thjfikI said that you will recover soon ?*'—"Yes," she 
said, 1 hope so.** '* But what,** 1 replied, if you should not, 
whaf must we do then Why then/* she*said, with an air 
of dignified emphasis, * 'ive must bow with submis»io9 to ihowiil 
of God,** But whilst her mind was thus affected, and her judg¬ 
ment in a great measure gone on all ordinary t^ics, it was 
quite otherwise when the subject was of aspirituS character; 
on all such subjects she was still able to express herself 
correctly, although she could not in general utter more 
than one sentence at a time, and that vjitb some difficulty. 
On these themes—themes on which she was always at home, 
she not only answered any question that was put to her, but 
frequently during the clay* spoke as her strength would 
permit without any question being proposed. Shortly alter 
noon I perceived that her end was approaching, and I said 
to her, with a heart overwhelmed with sorrow, " What, my 
dear Louisa, shall 1 do when you are gone ?" '* Do" she re¬ 
plied, evidently unable to comprehend the question, 'M do 
not know what you mu&t do. I named a very dear friend 
ill England, with whoi i she constantly corresponded, and 
said, Have you any message to send to her ?'* No," 
she replied. I repeated the question and said, No message 
at all ?" Yes" she answered. " I have.” " Well then, tell 
me my love what it is, and 1 will convey it to her/* '* Oh/' 
she replied, "tell her—teil her—tell her—that your wife—" 
" Well" I said " my dear, what more ?-"-what shall I tell her?** 
" i dont know," she replied, ■' Well then/* I said^ " I will 
tell her that you hope to meet her in heaven her counte¬ 
nance immediately brightened and she said with great 
warmth of feeling, " O yes, that is it,—that is it, do tell her 
that!" Oil another occasion i asked her—" What, my dear 
wife, will become of your schools when you are gone ?" and 
although questions on secular subjects were not then intelli¬ 
gible to her, she could under stand this; it was one which 
touched the teuderest geasibilities of her heart, and she im¬ 
mediately replied* with energy and in the full confidence of 
faith ,—Lord wiiiprovide ” her a little restless I 

aakcfd " Is there any thing you want, my Louisa ? Can 1 do 
•ny thing for you ?*"* *' No/* ahe answered, nothing/*— 
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I snid, " there h one thing that I can do, I can pray 
for you/' "Oh yea," she rcjdmedi "you can do that-^o, 
do, pray for me/' Her infant school teacher (Miss Flood) 
and one of the elder girls came in towards the middle of 
the day to see her, but she was unable to converse with 
them ; she always felt a deep interest in their spiritoal*wel¬ 
fare, and .fishing to seize this last opportunity of making 
some impres>ioii upon them, she looked them full in the face 
(ind said—witti <great solemnity and affection, " Jesus can 
make a dying bed feel soft as downy pillows are/' But 
she was not able to utter more, neither was she able to 
take leave of them. To a Native Christian who came about 
the same time to take a hist farewell look at her, she said, 
" I hope* Joseph, that you find happiness in clinging to the 
cruss of Christ/' Frequently during the day she repeated 
to herself those beautiful wordi^ of Dr, Watts, “ 0 the 
sweet wonders of that cross”—but the following sentence 
—" where God my Saviour loved and died/^—she could not 
articulate, although, she evidently endeavoured to do so, 
^several times she said to herself '* Happy, happy"—and 
again—"happy people, happy people”—" who, my dear 
wife,” I said* " are the happy people of whom you speak ?" 
"God's people,” she replied, "they are happy*” The 
delightful and evidently happy state of her mind was how- 
I'ver more evinced by hey countenance, her placidity, her 
and her sweet maimer nf speaking, rather than by any 
wnrdb which she uttered* The glojy of the celestial world 
ieemed even tiieti to have dawned upon licr, and whilst her 
friends around were all weeping, no tear fell from her eye* 
—no expression either of sorrow, or of fear escaped ftom her 
bps; she was emphatically filkd'with all “ juy and peace 
in believing*” and during the whole of my intercourse with 
her, I never saw her look more calm* more happy, or 
more tranquil, than she did during that solemn moment 
vvhtti she was descending into the dark " valley of the 
sjjadow of*dcatii/*—^and about to enter into close conflict 
with " the lust enemv*” Soon after one o'clock her 

r 

svrength began rhpidly to decline, attended with other 
siifiis of an unfavourable nature* Prom that time she 
TimMly lay with her eyes &ljut, and in a stale of partial torpor, 
but frequently when J moved, she was,, aroused by the 
•nond of my footstepe, and then looking at me, she would 
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say with an expressive smile as she witnessed my enio* 
tinn^ Bless you^ bless you V Towards three o'clock, the 
fever, whieh atie had had but very slightly before, came on 
with ^eal violence, and it was evident that she was sink¬ 
ing rapidly. 1 wished to hold a little mure converse with 
her,^Tid yet I was almost afraid to make the attempt^ lest 
it should distress *her,—-and especially as spanking was 
evidently then a great effort* Still I ventured to ask, *'Oiice 
more, my dear Louisa, are you etiU happy Happy," she 
replied—and replied in a way which seemed say why 
should you doubt it—Oh yes, quite happy V' i paused 
a short time and then said, " Do you kriow me, my love ?” 
This question seemed almost to surprise her, and it roused 
her far beyond what, judging from her ippearance, 1 could 
then have anticipated. She looked me full in the face 
and stretching out he^; hand, pressed it on i%y cheek 
and said, with all the warmth of her ever affectionate heart, 
Know you? know you —don’t I, don’t I?''—this was 
too much for roe. Fearing to distress her by further ques¬ 
tions, and supposing that she wished to remain quiet, I 
retired for a season to another room to give vent to my feel¬ 
ings, But oh! my burdened Heart, these were the last words 
that 1 heard from her dying lips ; although I was absent 
hut a very short time, yet when 1 returned speech had 
failed, and 1 learnt from her kind friend Mrs, Cecil, that she 
hud spoken but once during my absence, and that only one 
word of the seotence which she uttered, was intelligible, and 
that was “ O Lord;*'-—the last word which she articulated on 
earth and probably the first in heaven. From four o’clock 
in the afternoon until about seven in the eveulng, she ap¬ 
peared to suffer much^ but after that her sufferings entirely 
ceased, and at eight, with perfect tranquillity, without a 
struggle, or a groan, she gently breathed her redeemed, 
sanctified spirit into the hands of that compassionate Savi¬ 
our whom she ardently loved, and wbom she had faithfully 
followed. 

*' One gentle sig*a her fetters broke, 

We scarce could deem her gone, 

When straight her happy spirit took 
Iti station near the Ihrone.” 

She had on several occasions during her sickness allu¬ 
ded to her departure from this world of sorrow, but it 

m2 
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was always done in the mo&t delicate way, as she saw that 
it was a painful topic to tkitliough it was not so to 

lierself. She mentioned it to her medical attendunti and 
when he called it a gloomy thought," and desired her 
not to indulge in it, she said after he was gone. " TheMoctor 
does not understand me^ the prospect is to me any tiling 
but glooi^y," There was iu her no “ifshrinking from the 
cold hand of death." 1 never saw her stirink at all,—^no not 
even in the sfi^ihlest degree*—i never heard her express 
either a do^ht^ or a /car. Neither a fear as it regards the 
conduct itself, nor a dcubt ss it regards the issue uf that 
conilict \—her life was one of uniform Christian consisten¬ 
cy, of high-toned Christian devotedness ; mid as she lived, 
so she died, full ol the confidence of Christian faith and 
hope. The scene was throughout so calm, so inm^jud* so 
aerene, so bright with the radiant,glories of another world 
that it furnished to the spectator a most striking illustra¬ 
tion of the poet's beautiful vrordpi, 

** How blest the ri^littrous when he dies, 

When sinks the neary soul to rest. 

How mildly benm the clusirtf^ eves, 

How gently heuvey tK^ expiriog breast ? 

Life's duty done, os sinks the rluyp

The news of her death soon spread through the town 
of Chinsurab. and excited deep and bintei’e regret through 
all classes of the comrnuiiity ; and the following day, when 
the funeral took place it was a Bochini indeed. The ^cene 
at the funeral of rny former beloved wife was a very touch* 
ing onci as several of the witnesses of that solemn scene, 
who are yet living can abundantly testify but this, em- 

* 1 may here iriention a comcidonee of eircunii;tancea with which 
my own mind has been deeply affected. My foitner beloved wife 
died in July,-r-died on the Thursday and waii buried on the Friday* 
The Sabbath morning after her death several dear friends came to my 
houee to express thtir sympathy, and they read to me on that occasion, 
Watts's sermon on the de^;t.ructioi:i of the l^lst enemy. The Sabbath 
but one, after the beloved subjeot of this memoir arrived in Calcutta^ 1 
took her to a distant across the Salt-water Lake, a place quite 

out of the track of Kiiropeans j^enerally, Ob^iervmj; in the little 
Native Chapel there a few atnoll Eiij^llali books, I pat my hauJ upon

bracing as it did four distinct dafiaes of persons* far exceed¬ 
ed it in this respect. My venerable friend Mr, Herklots, who 
has been more than fifty years in Chinsurah* observed that 
he h^d scarcely ever seen such a funeral in the place be* 
fore, and that he was quite at a loss to irag^gine from whence 
all the people who were present came. Amongst those 
w'ho were forenfosf, and loudest in their e^fpresBions of* 
grief* were her children. The scene when the coffin was 
about to he closed, can hardly be deecrfbed ^and painful 
ae it was to my own feelings, I was obliged to step for¬ 
ward, and to remonstrate with them, ere they would 
retire and allow the undertaker to do what his office re¬ 
quired* Apart from the children,* were their parents, 
with many of the attached friends of the deceased, whose 
grief was equally deep, although it was of a less boister¬ 
ous character. Heyond these in the outer veranda, were the 
deceased's own pensioners, the poor, the lame, the halt and 
the blind, a class of decrepit, suffering old people, to whom 
^he gave a small monthly allowance. In addition to these 
there vvere also, the Queen's pensioners”—consisting of 
a number of men who h|d formerly been la the army* 
and who on being dj'jcharged, were at their own request 
permitted by Government to remain at Chinsarah aad 
ciras^^ their pensions there, rather than return to Europe* 

I have eveiy reason to believe that gome of the latter were 
much attached to the departed, and that they were deeply 
affected by the scene which was before them; but their 
former habits of military order still prevailing, gave to 
their grief a grave aad chastened character, so that it dis¬ 
played itself by no outward sign, beyond that of a silent, 

one on opening it found that it was the above named flermon, I 
directed her attention to it, etadng the clrcumstinces under whidi it 
had formerty been read to me* She took it, and on turning to the 
Ay leaf, aaw written there, the name of her former buAbsad, in his own 
hand.

former hnsbaad*i book the same lermon is before—founded upon the 
apoatk^s bes^t^ wordfl ** !Ihe lust enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death.”

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and occasionally fijling tear^ It ia the caatom in this ata- 
tioti, for the undertaker ti> provMe bearers (who are hired 
for the occasion) I to convey the corpse to the grave yard, 
my feelings therefore were considerably excited ashorj time 
before the funerah by a message which I received from 
the above named pensioners, requesting that the^ and hot 
the andertaber's men might be allowed to perform this of¬ 
fice. It is scarcely necessary to say that I assented, and 
it was a grs^ifyin^ sight (if any thing could be gratifying 
under such circmnstances,} to behold Catholics and Protes¬ 
tants, mutually putting their shoulders to the cofiin, and 
deeming it a privilege, as i verily believe they did, to con¬ 
vey her remains to^their last resting place. I3y her re¬ 
moval I have sustained a loss which can only be under¬ 
stood by those who were intimately acquainted with her, 
and which is, without exception, ihc greatest that possibly 
can be sustained in all the domestic relations of life. But 
what shall 1 say } he hath both spoken unto me, and 
himself hath done it : I shall go softly all my years, in the 
bitterness of my soul.” Like the Royal Psalmist, I now 
sit alone, and am " iis a spanejw upon the house top,” yet 
still endeavouring to " remember the years of the right 
hand of the Most High.” But it is not for “ a living man 
to complain, a the punishment of his sin/* It is 

not for him to impeach the rectitude of the divine govern¬ 
ment, and to say nuto God “ what doest thou It does 
not become a weak short-aiglited worm of the earth to 

'* Arraign tbc providence divine f 

And blame the deedjs of heaven/* 

Submission is his duty under every dispensation, however 
trving It may be. i desire therefore to cultivate more ex¬ 
tensively this grace of the Christian character; and to 
pray for what, under preaetit circamstauccs, 1 greatly stand 
in need of—more of the spirit of him who said, ** it ia the 
Lord, let him do whatsoever seemeth good in bis sight,” 
The coDviction that hb hath spoken, and himself hath 
done it”—that it is the hand of him who saith " be still 
and know that 1 am God ;** does 1 trust in some measurct 
bow the heart in sanctiSed obedience to his unerring pro¬ 
vidence, and in Chrislian resignation to his righteous will, 
—whilst lam endeavouring, during the dark days of ad- 
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versity, to live upon the promises of that faithful word, la 
which it is written ** wha! thou knowest not now thou

It is delightful to the Christian in his seasons of Borrow 
and suffering, to know that he haa in heaven a sympathy 
ring High Priest; one who is touched with the feeling of bU 
people's infirmities, and of whom it is written, that *' \u all 
their atfiictions he was aiflicted ; in hie love, and in his pity 
he redeemed them, and he bare them and carried them all 
the days of old/* The faithful followers of this sympai^ 
rhising High Priest are all in their measure baptised with 
his spirit; sympathy with mourners** ia without any ex¬ 
ception, common to them all; it is a distiDguiShing grace 
of the Christian character^ one of the prominent attributes 
of the new man in Christ Jesus." The Christian who has 
imbibed much of the spirit of his Master, will always ex* 
hibit a proportionate degree of sympathy towards his peo> 
pie when he sees them passing *' under the rod," when¬

Some 
of the writers scarcely knew the clc|mrted, personally ; but 
they knew what her Christian character wajs, and they 
know by report something of the loss which I huve sustain- 
ed bv her removaU A few short extracts therefore ^frorn 
tome of these letters will not, 1 trust, be considered by the 
reader us an unsuitable conclusion to this chapter of sor¬ 
rows* The consolation wliicl^ I have derived from fiiis 
source, is only secondary to that, which 1 have derived 
from the promises of that blessed word by which we are 
assured that our light affliction, which is but fi^r a mo¬ 
ment, worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory, while wc look not at the things which are

house at Chinsurah. Into his great and gracious hands 
I commend my soul and body, hoih for lime and eternity. 
This is strange w'ork, hut blessed be liis holy name, he 
hath upheld me hitherto, 1 have written two letters to 
you s^ince I beard of the death of my ever kind friend Mrs* 
Mundy ; my last was dispatched only two days* ago ; and I 
should not write to you again yet, but for two reasons ; 1st, 
after we begin our march ou Cabul I shall have no oppor¬ 
tunity to write more till we return ; and *Jd, 1 wish you 
to know that 1 have received the packet with your two 
sermons, and four copies of the precious memoir of Mrs. 
Mundy. They all ''ame to^and this morning and now 
I say blessed be God for the glorious gospel hope, that she 
is safe and happy for ever, i return you my very sincere 
thanks for your great kindness in sending me that precious 
though brief memoir. 1 wept very mucii wlieii 1 read it j 
every word of it went to my heart, 'rhe ^nie which you 
sent for Mr. Field, 1 took to him immediately ; since the 
removal of Mr. Belhune to General McCaskiirs staff, he 
has been acting adjutant to the regiment, and is therefore 
very busy i when he had read it, he sent it to Major Davis, 
and they were both delighted to hear of the precious faith 
which carried the departed saint safe into the aims of a 
precious Saviour: they are both quite well, and desire 
their very kind Christian regards to you* General Sale 
joined head* quarters yest<.,rday* Brigadier Monte at h is 
expected to*morrow; all the sick and weakly men of the 
array were left in the Fori at JelaUahad. They form a 
strange brigade; but they will be sufficient for its defence, 
as many of them f hear, are already out of hoaptul. I hope 
you received my last letter written two days ago, in which 
I gave you an account of the battle, at Mamoo Kail, We 
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h&d a hard day^s worlf, but we have seen no enemy since ; 
but they are wait in p for us a little distance further on, F

May 
we not be weary of the ‘ chastening of the Lord nor faint 
when we are rebuked of him You cannot tell, my beloved 
father, how greatly ! was distressed to hear that my much 
, loved mamma, on whose return to England I had built bo 
many fond hopes, and whom J was longing io much to 
embrace, and bfehokl again* was transplanted from the wil¬ 
derness here, to the Paradise above ; O the Church mili¬ 
tant has indeed lost a bright and lovely member, but she is 
gone to the Church triumphant in heaven, and now one 
voice more swells the anthem of the Saviour’s praise, and 
celebrates the victory of redeeming love, I feel, deeply fetl * 
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hut it is not so much for myself that I mourn,—though 1 
have lost,—0» what a mother s*Tio it for you* my beloved 
father, it is for you* that my heart bleeda,; you have lost 
the wife of your bosom, your sweet companion, and tender 
counseller* Your heavenly Father has indeed made a wide 
gap in your hearf, hot in it not that he may fill it with Him¬ 
self ? * Swfet affliction that briiigB Jeiu^ tti my souV— 

Your sweet and fond letter greatly soothed my heart* dearest 
papa* and* God hejjung me* 1 will be a comfort to you and so 
will, I am po^!^uftded, dear Benoni; he has acted nobly, very 
nobly in at once giving up his own wishes at your request; 
he is a dear good boy* and will* 1 have no doubt, he a great 
blessing to you. The short account which you published 
of my dear mummi has been perused by several persons 
here with deep interest, I scut a copy to Mr. Vaughan, 
and to my aunt Reeve* and gave ope to Miss Brewer; she 
deeply sympathises wiih yon, under this heavy trial, and 
by her kindness has greatly contributed to heal tlie wound 
in my own heart : hut I must imw, dearest papa, tell you how 
the distressing news was comtnunicaied to me. In the 
morning after break fast* just three days before I received your 
letter. Miss Brower called me Aownstaiis and told me that 
she had received aktler from Mrs. Towiiley, and that my 
dear mamma was very ill; the Hccouat of her by this month's 
mail being very unfavourable* and that but little hopes were 
entertained of her recovery* 1 was very much grieved on 
hearing thk, and retired to ray room to pray that God 
would be graciously pleased to restore m v precious imttnraa, 
or prepare me for his will whatever it might be. In the 
evening of the same dav a little before we retired* Miss 
Brewer took me itito her rcom and asked if I had writteii 
to my aunt Mary to inform her of Up mamma's acrious 
indisposition, 1 replied no, that I mightiy eo doing he caus¬ 
ing needless alarm* and that I would wait the arrival of the 
Falmouth mail, na it might perhaps bring me better news* 
Mias Brewer^ then said—My dear gu'J* it ia useless to conceal 
it from you any longer, your dear mamma is gone. O tny 
beloved papa, it was a dreadful stroke* but I will spare you 
the recital of my feelings. Miss Brewer sent to inform. 
Mr, Vaughan and in two or three days he came and prayed 
with me; he was very kind and sympathising* 1 felt it 
qiite a comfort to have auch a Minister at hand* He also

prayed most sweetly and tenderly for you —not for your 
body, for he said he would Iftave that in the hands of God, 
but for your aoul; that you might be supported, comforted, 
and sustained and be kej)t from feeling a distressing sense 
of loneliness and desolation. He prayed that I might be 
a cfinfort to you, and that we might inutAlly be helpers of 
each other's faith yind love* I was also prayed f^r on Sunday 
at church, both uacrning and evening* And now if you should 
be spared to return to me, then will 1 <aise my Ebenezer 
to God for his pre&erving goodness towards ^ou. 1 have 
experienced great hindtiess from all the girls ; they have 
been like sisters, and have, I am sure, felt much for me in my 
affliction; but above all my God has graciously supported 
me, and oh, v^fhat are all eartbiy comforts, if be withdraw 
the light of his countensmce. Earnestly, my beloved papa, 
have i prayed for you that his gracious Spirit might now 
help your infirmities, and lead your troubled heart to lean 
solely and exclusively upon him. O how I long for the 
next mail to come. Does the doctor indeed say that you 
ought to leave India immediately and will you yet delay f 
-™will you leave us orphans ?—O I tremble for you ; but 
hush my agitated heart, j!othing can happen without llie 
w'ill of my Father in heaven.

But still* my beloved papa, it is right to use all means for 
the preservation of life and health ; turn then, f beseech you, 
from the precious dust that lies sleeping at your feet to the 
living objects that are still spared to you* Behold your 
two children who fondly look up to you as their earthly 
all; alas! what will become of them should you too be 
taken.—May God in his mercy spare you, my precious

My very ©ear Uncle, 

How earnestly I long to bd able personally to assure 
you of my deep and affectionate sympatliy^or that I could 
now say something that wrould iifford you real comfort; 
but vain indeed are hU human efforts to cheer your spirit, 
My constant relief has been to commend you to God, and to 
entreat that he would fill the void, and support youc soul 
by fresh and uuknown communications from his life*givmg 
spirit! We have read with mournful and deep interest 
the history of our dearest aunt's last days, and unite in 
offering our warmest lliants for the effort of your pen at 
such an early period : placing us by her bedside and almost 
within the sound of her much loved voice* 1 seem as if 
I had been with her, and feel how truly your description 
presents her to our fond recollections^juBL the same as she 
used to be, only more refined and increasingly fit for her 
glorious exchange. You have, my dear uncle, every reason 
to feel strong satisfaction in the fact that in her, you com¬ 
bined every earthly friend in one. While we as a family are 
more than ever united to yon and grateful for the watchful 
care and judiejous attention to the preservation of her weak¬ 
ened frame. She Vas never so well managed before, for 
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the only dietress she ever occasioned ue was, a certain 
determiuBtion not to care for herself, nor to admit of the 
comforts T?hich were needful even at that time. It is a great 
consolation to ua to know that you induced more correct 
view? of duty, and that (humanly shaking), her precious la¬ 
bors were much extended by this daily attention and care, 
and this her family can never forget.

The last Maibbrought us your letter of the 9th of du- 
gust. containing the mournful tidinga^^ of the afflictive 
bereavement with which our heavenly Father lias seen fit 
to visit you* We synipathiee *vith you most afTcclionatelv 
and tenderly^under this severe trial, and our prayers shall 
ascend to the Father of mercies who gave and who has 
taken to himaelf the dear partner of your labors and your 
joys, tliat the tender and hallowed eipcriencc of his pre¬ 
sence may fill the vftid, and that your mind, brought under 
the powers of the world to come, and realising the proxi- 
mitv of the things of eternity, may be sustaiued and eleva¬ 
ted by the glories of that iuiTnortality ujioii which your 
late foliow-pilgrira has now entered. ' He that has bruised 
has alone the power to heal/—and blessed indeed it is in 
such seasons of heart desolation, when the Christianas mind 
is enabled to repose with filial coufideiice upon Him who not 
only ' hath borne our griefs aitJ carried our sorrow's/ but 
who hath also faithfully pledged himself that' our light 
affliction which is but for a moment/ shall work ' for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight of glory*' Ja that 
system of corrective discipline with which it pleases our 
heavenly Father to mould his people to liii will, to 
purge away their dross, to strengthen their graces, and to 
make them meet tor Uieir final resting place in heaven, 
It is encouraging to recur continually to his unfailing pro¬ 
mise, that he will not try his pco}de beyond what they arc 
able to bear, but will, with every temptation and trial, 
give them away to escape^ While anaartlDg beneath the 
divine chastisement, nature finds the duty of submission 
hard,, yet afterwards when softened and sanctified by the 
Spirit of our God, it brings forth the fruits of righteous¬ 
ness in them who are exercised thereby, and then the 
ftcfflerer learns to take up the triumphant language of the 
gracious soul, ' It is good for me that 1 have been afflict- 
ed, before I was afflicted I went aatray, but now have 1 
learnt to keep thy law/ 

You will leam from our letter of the 4th of August, we 
had been rendered so apprehensive, from the tenor of pre- 
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vloua commuDicationB—of the probable effecta to yourself 
aod dear Mrs* Mutidy. frcmi a protracted stay in lodia, 
that we adopted Euch measuree as the exigency of the case 
seemed to demand for enabling you to return forthwith* 
God, *however, in hie wisdom and fove has made a better 
and •more etidnring provision for your excellent partner, 
and while the station cannot but austain a very serious 
temporary loss by her removaii we are persuaded that 
should you be enabled to realise your gjfnercns proposal 
to continue at your'post until the cold season of 1843-44, it 
would be highly beneficLal to the Mission ; at the same time,, 
with our letter of August in your hands, you will of course 
feel at liberty to make a timely retreat, rather than incur 
serious risk by delay, * 

In appointing Mr. Bradbury to Chin surah we are folly 
aware that we have not^provided for carrying forward that 
important department of the work which your lamented 
partner conducted with such effect, but Mr, B/s appoint- 
meat may be regarded as a temporary arrangement, until 
we shall he in circumstances to meet the peculiar wants 
of the station. 

In the prayerful hone, tlTat amidst the manifold trials 
you have recently been called to sustain, and ejspecmlly 
under the last and moat painful dispensation of all,—your 
consolations in Christ lUiiy more and more abound, and 
affectionately commending yon to God and the word of 
His grace,

'' My BBLOvan Friend, 

Our hearts are grieved, greatly grieved on ygur account, 
may the God of love comfort and support you. He wiil 
do so* Three days ago Mrs* Lacroix informed us of the 
departure of our precious, our valued, and much loved sis¬ 
ter. We had fondly hoped that she would reach England 
once more, but she is far, far better off than that, for she 
has reached her heavenly home, a home infinitely supe- 
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Tior to every other, and ahc is mw basking' in the ann- 
shine of eternal love. Yonr Btjnoni is sitting by me ; 1 am 
mnch delighted with his deportment, and am certain that 
this dear youth will nevtr do any thing to make your heart 
ache ; lie saya that he'will never go to sea unless he has 
your full consent to do so* Your sweet Mary wrote me a 
very nice lejter on the sad tidings, I wont to Mrs* Hunter 
as soon as I received the intelligence. She had not heard 

and she bore like a Christian, rejoicing in her dear sis- 
ter*s joy : Mrs. Piffard, who is coming to dine here to-day, 
told us yesterday, that there had never been a female in 
our mission more devoted, or more useful and beloved than 
your dear wife* How gratifying the account received 
from Mr, Herklots^bf the number of weeping children who 
followed her to the grave, her works do indeed follow her ; 
and now, dear brother, about yourp.elf* We are vefj, very 
sorry, and surprised that you are not returning home im¬ 
mediately, Benoni tells us that it is not ytmr intention to 
leave India this year ; remember you have claims upon you 
in England, your children have claims upon you, and your 
own debilitated state of health especmlly requires prompt 
attention—do not stay too long. My dear Mr, Townley* 
and our young folks also, beg me to send their deep and 
affectionate sympathy to you ] we remember you constantly 
in our prayers* 1 hope to write again soon, but Benoni 
urged me to write a few lines now as he is writing and 
could, he said, enclose mine. The removal of your dear wife 
will be a sad disappointment to dear Mrs, Hill, when she 
arrives, they had left us before the intelligence was receiv¬ 
ed* May their lives be spared ; and now may God abun¬

I have juBl heard thr&ugh Mrs, Lacroixj of the great 
loss tfiat we have euetained in the rSmoval of your beloved 
aistdV’—I say loe, for I can indeed my grief with 

yours, because she» was dear to me as wcU as^o yourseHL 
and I cannot forbear writing you a few lines expressive 
of ray tenderest sympathy on this trying occasion—no one 
can understand but myself what £ have loat in her as a 
friend, for 1 know that we, and rmr dear children were the 
particular subjects of her frequent and fervent prayers, and 
1 could t^uly say if 1 yielded to natural feelingSj alas ! my 
sister,—but knowing as I do, that she Ras fought the good 
fight, and kept the faiths and is now wearing the crown 
that was laid up for her,»l rather raust and do rejoice on Her 
account. Yes, I rejoice though in the midst of tribulation, 
and I look forward to the happy meeting which awaits us, 
when we too arc permitted to put off this our tabernacle; 
who knows what miision of love she may even now be com¬ 
missioned to fulfil towards us, or how near her disembodied

spirit may often be to us. She is not now confined a 
prisoner to hot, suUry India, but wherever she goes, as sent 
by her heavenly Father to act the part of a ministering 
spirit, the sun does not smite her by day, nor the moon 
by night,*' neither does any heat light upon her. She 
is according to our short-sighted vision a loss to the Lord's 
work on earth, for i4ie was the best female Missionary 
I ever knew, and she has been privileged not only to hegm, 
but also to accompiisk much, and though she now rests from 
her labors and her works do foUow her, still we may he sure 
that she fills a congenial sphere where weariness cSnnotbe 
felt. Oh, that we may be enabled to follow her as she 
followed Christ, and be at length, through his merits, 
counted worthy to enter that bright woild where she is 
safe and happy for ever. It is a sweet thought to me that 
she ia perhaps now acting the part of a guardian angel 
to her dear little naraesake, my own beloved child, who 
must have died very nearly at the same time os herself. 
My heart goes out in deep sympathy with her bereaved 
husband, but 1 fear to write to him as it seems so Hkelj 
that be will return to England, and my letter might not

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reach him ; will you my dear Mrs. H * tell him 
how deeply 1 feel for him, aufi if it ia likely that he would 
get itj perhaps you would ciicloae this note and transmit 
It to him^ that he may see what is in my heart* or he is 
coming keep it till he arrives* I long to hear more of my 
sainted friend's last days ; and if a memoir of her is pub- 
U&hed (as 1 (do ardently hope will be the case*) I shall ac¬ 
count it an honour, and ti privilege to contribute u mite 
from iny recollerfituis. It comforts me in the midst of 
iny grief—Ant grief which nature will feel—to remember 
her warm Invc and her sweet encouraging letters. When J 
call to mind her lookj^^hcr sweet and cheerful smile,—the 
tones of her voicr^—1 can hardly persuade myself that I 
shall eoe her no more on earth ; hut let us cheer up my 
friend* it will lie but a short time and we shall be with her, 
and with him in whom she now^^* rejoices with joy un¬ 
speakable and full of glory.” In the mean time the Com¬ 
forter* even the Spirit of truth whom Jesus sent to comfort 
his sorrowing disciples* will be with ue* and the precious 
hopes and consolations of the goepel will* I trust* be applied 
to the wounded hearts that are bleeding. I long to be once 
more in England but duty detains us here for the present; 
my dear Jmsbaod's health h through mercy wonderfully 
inrtproved ■ J have already drawn up a little sketch of your 
beloved sister for him* which he will make use of amongst 
the females in Germany* at their various meetings which 
he attends for Missionary purposes; he says that he never 
saw those words so literally fulfilled in any earthly being 
as in her, ' Bmring thi' cross ujid desjtmng the shame/ 
She was indeed a burning and a shining light, and I was 
privileged* for a season* to rejoice in her light, and bye and 
bye I hope to rejoice mth her in tlie light of everlasting

4th chap* 13* 14 verses*) Pray give my best love to dear

The numerous letters of the foregoing description which 
I have, during my aifiiction* received from frUnds both in 
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England and in India have, I trust, taught me to value more 
highly than before, the advantages of Christian intercourse, 
and the privileges which I derive from my Christian connec¬ 
tions** Such epistolary communications are always acceptable 
to suEufferer bowed down by the weight o^his sorrows* and 
crying with the psalmist, lover and friend hast thou put 
fai- from me, and mine acquaintance into darlAesa/' Itia 
a great mistake in the Lord’s people, to forbear writing 
to their Christian brethren, when they ar#stri^ and peeled 
by bereaving providences* under the idea, that such com¬ 
munications only calculated to give gain, by bringing 
afresh to tlie mind a sense of the loss which has been sus¬ 
tained* It is certainly true that every* such recurrence to 
the subject, opens nfresh the sluices of the heart; but 
the feeling produced thereby, is one which tlie sufferer 
desires to cherish, rathef than to extinguish ; it is " the joy 
of grief,”—and such a recurrence to the past will never be 
considered by him, us an unhallowed intrusion into the 
temple of sorrow* 1 can speak from no ordinary EXPi^ai^' 
ENCR upon this topic and say that a bereaved widower,—one 
who has long been treading*the courta of that oft frequent¬ 
ed temple, would 'consider as sacrilegious, every attempt 
to banish from his fond recollection* the meniory of a 
beloved wife, whom he haa always considered as the 
greatest earthly boon ever granted by God to man in this 
vole of sorrow* Jn reviewing the loss which by the late dis¬ 
pensation of providence t have sustained, (a loss of no com¬ 
mon order,) nature teaches me to mourn ; but grace forbids 
me to murmur; and although i desire to bow in humble 
submission to the will of him who hath taken away ** the 
desire of mine eyes with a Etrtike,’* still it will be along time 
before I can forget her, (yea, I hope never to forget her)—ahe 
hud too many oimportunities of endearing herself to me, and 
she improved them too well to permit me ever to lose sight 
of her naturally amiable disposition, and of the unvaried 
excellencies of her Christian character* The* impression 
of her beloved image, and the remerabrance of all her kind 
attentions, can never he obliterated from my heart, so Jong 
as life and time remain. My imagination tracks her in 
her upward flight, and my warm affectiona constantly fol¬ 
low her, to that world of glory to which she is gone; and 
1 am cheered, and cotnfoiied, by the thought* that she attU 
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feeU interested in my earthly affairs ; that she doea occa* 
fiionally turn for a moment from her extatic enjoyments, 
to survey my sorrows* and my conflicts j and that she will 
(perhaps) by divine appointment, act towards me tho part 
of a ministering', spirit, during the few weary steps that 1 
may yet be called to measure in the wilderness, 1 am 
moreover* supported under the pressure of my present 
afflictionSp by the assurance that these trials will booh be 
over, by tin. re(?6llection that the bright und glorious 
morrow'* is fust approaching; and by the finlidpatcd dawn 
of a day, wdiich will see ue again united, in^ exalted rela^ 
tionsliip never to be broken; and in a world, vvhere all is 
" sacred, high, ete/nal noon*'—where " the inhabitants 
shall not say 1 am sick, and the people that dwell there 
shall be forgiven their iniquity,** Where ** he that sitteth 
on the throne siiall dwell among them, and they shall hun¬ 
ger no more, neither thirst any more ; neither shall the 
sun light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which is 
in the midst of the throne sUali feed theruj and shall lead 
them unto living fountains of waters; and God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyesA* 


CHAPTER VJL 


CjiARACTKJl OP TMnS- MuNDV,— MRft INDUSTRY* BjKNKVO- 
LENCK,-DaVOTiONAL habits, -AND DsfiiatC TO PRO¬ 

MOTE THE WELFAltE OF OTUEUS, 

I have ttlready in a preceding chapter referred to my 
beloved wife*B industry, to her improvement of time, and to 
the manner in which she was usually employed through 
each successive day ; it is not necefesary therefore to say 
much more on this topic. Nothing but absolute necessity 
ever induced her to desist from pursuing the routine of her 
daily exertions. Her constitution was naturally feeble, 
and she frequently suffered, and labored, under a variety of 
bodily infirmities^ of which even her mo^t intimate friends 
were unconscious, and which would have restrained the 
ardour of any one who had not equally at hewt the interests 
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of the Saviour's cause, and the sEdvation of perishing sinners. 
Benevolence was likewise another diatinguiehing feature 
of her Christian character; 1 never in fact saw in any one, 
BO nfcch of this hallowed princjpl* of the gospel exempli- 
as it was in her, * 

It was her great and God-)i]te wlah, to heal, 

** All mwry, all fortune's if?oiinds^ and make 

The floul of every ILriag thing rcjoitjg/' 

To do good, to relieve suffering, and to afford help to 
the needy and diatreaaed, was the delight, and the joy of 
her heart. Benevolence, based upon the precepts of the 
gospel, was the element in which she lived end moved and 
had her being. The exercise of this " God-like" princi¬ 
ple was essential to her happiness,—-I might almoat say to 
her existence; and it wtfs her " heaven on earth begun/' in 
every instance m which she could freely indulge in .it 
Repeatedly before she came to India has she day by day tra* 
versed in much weakness the streets of the British metro¬ 
polis, from one end to the other in order to render aseist* 
anoc to a suffering fellow-creature. She had a great anti¬ 
pathy to that sclfishnesa which overlooks the welfare of 
others. Selfishness, she would remark^ is the great antago¬ 
nist principle of the gospel j it is a principle directly opposed 
to its benevolent designs, and one which tends more than 
any other to arrest and impede its progress in the world. 
Her own selfishness, which no human eye could discern, 
was fre^^ucntly a great burden to her. In her last illness 
she was constantly complaining of this ; ''lam now, she 
would say, so absorbed in self, I am only thinking about 
my own ease, and my own comfort, and how I may obtain 
freedom from pain, whilst 1 am doing nothing to relieve 
the thousands who are suffering around me." Simh was 
the sympathy of her heart, that she could never nehold 
suffering in any shape or form, without making an effort 
to alleviate it. She would frequently remarl^ during the 
cold weather, (from whidi the natives in India suffer more 
than they do from the heat,) '' I fear there is much distresa 
arouafl ua, which we know nothiag about, 1 wish 1 knew 
where to discover it, and how to relieve it;"—^and apart 
from her ordinary charities, ahe would at this eeason, par¬ 
ticularly at Christmas, famish to persons whom she knew to 
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he m [jestltute circumstiinces blankets^ or other articles of 
clothing such as thtjr necessities required, 

'* The law nf love wiis in her heutt, alive^ 

What she possnsed, the enunted nut her own, ^ 

But lik^ A faithful ate ward in a house ,, 

Of public alms^ what freely she received, 

SIfj freely f;ave, dLstrlhuting to all/* 

She had also an enlarged view of that self-denial and 
personal 6acrfice*to which she considered Christians ever 
ought to submitj in order to benefit their fcllow-creaturee. 
She uniformly maintained the idea, that in proportion aa our 
labors for God, (and especially those labors which have a 
reference to the welfare of the soul,) were of a self-deny¬ 
ing character, so in proportion might we (generally speak¬ 
ing) expect his blessing to rest upon them. And this, 1 am 
persuaded, is a correct and scriptufal view of the doctrine 
of Christian pelf-deniah It is easy, nay it is ddightful* to 
work for God in the abundance of health, and the faluess 
of physical strength ; I can speak from pus I experience on 
this Jopic, and say that services performed in the enjoy¬ 
ment of such mercies as these,* involve comparatively but 
little that is painful, or of a self-denying character; but I 
know from present experience, that it h otherwise when 
the cunELitution is enfeebled* when the piiysical frame is 
bowed down by a multitude of infirmities, and when the 
" grasshopper is a burden and I am sometimes consoled 
and comforted by the thought* that a little service done 
for God in such a state of weakness, is perhaps more ac¬ 
ceptable to him, than the abundance of that which is per¬ 
formed under Ihe opposite circumstances, 

Mrs, Mundy's strong attachment to her friends in her 
father-land would Bometimes lead her in by-gone years 
to eXDresB a wish, that she might if the Lord pleased, be 
spare*to meet them once more in the flesh ; nevertheless 
she could say on this, as well as on every other subject 
that involved merely her temporal happineas, ** not my wiU, 
but thine be done," And this desire, much aa she had an¬ 
tecedently cherished it* she had sometime before her death, 
not only entirely given up, but had even imbibed on^of an 
opposite nature* She had drank deeply into the spirit of 
him who said, " greater love hath no man than this, that 
a man lay down his life for hia friends end as she had 
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labored for the welfare of otbeis, so she was willing, and 
even destrou&j to la;^ down tier life for them also;— provi* 
d^d that by m doing, she could in any measure hope to 
benef^J: them, in their most impor^nt concerns. It was 
I think only the week before her death, when she was 
apparently improving, and 1 was cberi&fiing the hope of 
her recovery, that?she expressed n decided w»ii to die at 
her post,—a desire to end her days at the place which had 
so long been the Bceno of her benevolent mertmns. When 1 
asked the reason of this, she replied, (such was her humility) 
—^thatflhe had, she feared, accomplished but very little good 
by her labors amongst the children, and as she knew they 
were much attached to her, she had th^hope that her death 
amongst them might perhaps accomplisi^ that which her 
labors in life had failed to produce,—that it poraibly might, 
by the blessing of God .•be a means of giving permanancy, 
and effect, to her previous instructions, and awaken those 
impressions in the hearts of her pupils, which would lead 
them at once to attend to the admonition of him who hath 
said*—wilt thou not from this time cry unto me, my 
Father thou shall be the giyde of my youth/^ 

Gratitude to God fur the various mercies of life* and also 
to her fellow ^creatures for any little act of kindneas which 
she at any time received from them, was another and a 
very distinguishing attribute of her amiable character* No 
act of this nature from a fellow-worm, however trivial, was 
ever lost upon her; whilst towards Him, who is the 
" Author and Giver of every good and perfect gift this 
hallowed principle, waa in constant and lively exercise* A 
week or two before she died, after having obtained relief 
from suffering* she Coe day, whilst silting at my elbow in 
the study, suddenly burst into a flood of tears; when 
1 turned to inquire into the cause of this; she said, 
(and 1 shall never forget her tone and manner Ob, 
the abounding goodness of God* it quite overcomes me j 
that such a worm should be so continually the object of 
his love; and that he should thus interpose to relieve the 
sufferings of one so utterly unworthy of his notice ; I am 
ashamed and humbled at the thought of my ingratitude, 
and that he should be thus showering down upon me the 
abundance of bis favours whilst I am doing so little to 
promote his glory in the world.*' 
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She had aho an enlarged perception, a deep and lively 
view, of the misery und wrcithedne^ of wicked wgrdly 
men ; accompanied by an earnest deielrc to bring them to 
Christ that they migljt be made happy in him* Jlioae 
beautiful lines in Madan's collection of hymns, she thouglit 
strikingly descriptive of their v^retchedness* and would 
frequently kitroduce them into her si^ppUcadons when 
pleading for their salvation, at, " the throne of the hea¬ 
venly grace^' 

** By thine all-tesloring merit 
Every buTtbpii'd youL relecise, 

Every wwrj/ v-anthrintf spirit 
Guide inUi tliy perf^jct peace/' 

tiqrthcned she would remark they must be, so long as 
they are strangers to God, and rebelling against him, be¬ 
cause he has so ordered it, in the aoDstitution of bis mo¬ 
ral Gkivernment, that sin shall ever bring its own burden, 
and be in itself, a source of misery to the guilty transgres¬ 
sor and that the sinner wandering from him, ** the 
central point of bliss," sliall be miserable, and never 
know true happiness, until in penitence he returns to him 
crying " other lords beside thee have had dominion over 
me, but by thee only will I now make mention of thy 
name/* And then she would plead for them in the most 
tender and pathetic manner, dwelling particularly upon the 
above descripijon of their slate, J^rd, look in mercy 
upon these wanderers—pity them all —save them all* 
EVERY weary, wandering spirit,—EVERY burthened 
eoul release*" Neither did her melting compassion towards 
these guilty wanderers evaporate in mere words she 
kept their wretched condition constantly in view, and was 
always looking out for, and ready to seize opportunities to 
beneht them. The week before she died, a native from 
a distant villnge called on me, who spoke English tolerably 
well; when he was gone, she said, " there is something 
about that ban 1 like, do send him one of your books 
on the Evidences, who knows whajt (if followed up by be¬ 
lieving prayer) it may be the means of BCcomplUhiftg-*' 
Her request has been complied with, the hook has since 
her death been sent to the man in her name ; and 1 fervent- 
}y pray, that the bleaaing which she so earnestly desired 
may richly descend upon its recipient* In her Journal she 
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refers to a tour which she had formerly made through Ire¬ 
land and Scatlaad j and to ^the tracts which she had on 
that occasion scattered in Tarious directions. She never 
at anv time journeyed without these little messengers of 
mercy; and as she travelled mucU in former years, the 
lafitMay will probably- reveal to her* instances of her use¬ 
fulness of which she had no previous conceptidP* espeeially 
lis their distribution was followed by the prayer of faith, 
** that encA might have its commission/* In page 35 of 
this memoir* there is a reference to an mdivi(flia1 to whom 
she had some time before sent books ; this individual was 
an Irish Barrister, and a particular friend of O'Conuell j 
he vras one of her travelling companions in Ireland; and 
although he was a Papist, she presented him with tracts ; 
she also spoke freely to him on the subject of the great 
salvation* aud on her return to England sent him a supply 
of well selected books. She likewise exchanged several 
letters with him, in the hope of promoling Ms spiritual 
welfare, but she ultimately lust sight of him, without being 
able to ascertain whether aiiy good had resulted from 
these efforts. When I was about some years ago to proceed 
on a Missionary tour lo ScStland, she reminded me of the 
large congregational should have there ; and desired me, 
never to be satisfied with merely preaching Missionary 
scriDous, Tell them, she remarks in the tetters which I 
received from her about that time, not only of the danger 
of the heutherit but also of their oien danger; tell them of 
the sinner's friend* and warn them to flee from the 
wrath to come,” Think how many of them may perhaps 
never hear the gospel again, and done of them will at any 
rate ever hear it from your iips again. In my reply to 
this letter, 1 stated, that 1 had, in consequence of extreme 
exhaustion, been obliged to close the last service of the 
preceding eabbath in Edinburgh, without fulfilling her 
wishes* and in the letter which I next received from her ahe 
thus remarks—** Your statement about your concluding ser* 
vice in Edinburgh coat me many tears*—why did you thna 
exhaust yourself with Missionary details ; do, 1 entreat yon, 
reaerve some strength for the poor perishing sinners 
around you, never let a congregation of 2000 people de¬ 
part again without hearing the warning voice, and without 
receiving an mvitation to come and * partake of the water 
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of life/ During my labors in Cbinsurah, she would never 
fail to tell me if f^he thought*at any time that there was 
a deficiency of gospel truth in my sermons, although it 
was always done in the most kind and dHkuit manner. 
She would remark, tlfat there ought to be in every ser¬ 
mon, whatever tlie subject might he, so much of the 'gos- 
|>eh—such Ik full exhibition of Christ, irk his glorious ohu- 
riicter, and his perfect work, that should there happen to 
be a single sinnei present, who had never heard the truth 
before, he might, though he should never hear it again, 
not be suffered to depart, without being made clearly to 
understand the way of salvatioD, and the only medium 
through w'hich he could possibly be reconciled to God, and 
his soul be saved from the ** bitter pains of eternal death/' 
This, she would observe, is the only way in which a minis¬ 
ter can hope to make full proof gf his ministry/* and be 
” free from the blood of all men/* 

I have before adverted to the sympathy of the deceased, 
to the manner in which she entered into the sorrows of 
others, ajid to her anxious desire to relieve suffering wher¬ 
ever she beheld it. This feelfn" was sometimes so intense, 
that it was trying to behold fc. When the news of the 
Affghan disaster reached India, it amounted almost to 
anguish: and as she was then in a declining state of 
health, 1 fear it was in some measure injurious to her ; and 
that her con?ititution never recovered from the shock 
which it occasioned^ The poor captive ladies especially, 
seemed to be continually before her, and many a sleepless 
nighf has she spent in prayer on their account. Her 
sympathy with any daea of her fellow-sufferers in such 
circumstances, would have been great* had there been no 
special cause to call it into esercise; hut when I state that 
H, M. 44th Kegiment was formerly at Chinsuralt* and 
that we personally knew many, both of the o£&cers and the 
men* who in the autumn of last year were so cruelly mas^ 
sacred on the retreat from Cabul; the causes of that sym¬ 
pathy and the powerful effect of it will be better under¬ 
stood,^ The domestic qualities of the deceased, the ex-

hear them iifig it to the tunc to which I had in farmer years been 
accustomed tn hear it sung at Surry Chapel, aiid which 1 bad never 
before heard in India.

as it did, the 4$cenes of by-gone days, it produced a powerful 
edert on ifiy own mind. But z^ow tbc^c men az>^^ T apprehend, all 
gone to appear hero re that " awful throne/^ 1 much duubt whe¬ 
ther u single individual of that regiincut, out of nil who composed 
the congregation nf tlmt evening, (and it was ly^ootl one,) is now liv¬ 
ing* The lost person my dear wife ever wrote to, and also the last 
from whom i^hc ever received a letter, was the widow of ou officer of 
this rc>ginicnt. From thk lady 1 had a note only a few weeks ago 
itr which hhe sayfl—" 1 havJ received the memoir of your late dear 
and excellent wife, nnd I can truly say that I perused the short ac- 
e-ount which you have fumtshed of her (Ihristiun career, with leaTs 
i}f joy, I fLsel assured that one who thus loved the Lord m this 
world of sin and sorrow, now rests in peace with him, Teji, she bus 
long ere tliU hastened with rapture to worshiji at her ttedeemer^s 
feet^ how delightful to t link tkat such a dear and valued friend! 
is now Tiiunbcred with ihe n^deetned above, and is with them uniting 
to aiag * salvation to our God which Sitteth npou the throne, and 
to the Lamb for ever.' May we, my afflicted friend, be through 
grace at length permitted to unite with them in their celestkl song. 
Sorrows of one kind or another still continue to come npon me in 
quick succession; but if they are the meanGof leading me nearer to the 
Saviour, I shall with joy kiss the rod, which has already inflicted ao 
many wounds on my desolntc heart; and made me a widow in my 
year* 1 have recently received a most distnesBing account of 
the retreat from Cabilt, sod of the BufTeniigs of my poor lost ones ; 
but I will not pain you by repeating it; it is sufficient to say, that 
it is auch a catalogue of horrors, ns can scarcely be imagined ; fright¬ 
ful indeed is the tale, and it is with difficulty that I can believe it 
true; hut it ie the Lord^s doing, let me therefore humbly say * thy 
will be dopo*^ By her “lost ones/* she means her own husband, 
and another member of the same fkmily, who both fell together in 
the f^oond Cabul P^, It wm not necessary for her to jepeat to me 
the tale Hf woe to which she refers, I have heard it too often* I 
knew of the death of her huaband three months before she did* and 
yet I could not communicate it* During this time she wrote several 
timea to my dear wife^ stating that he woa a prisoner of Acbar Khan*i, 
ond^^rat she hoped he would soon obtain hia liberty, and be at 
liomeagain; but the truth, which could not always be concealed, At 
length through the Govemment official reporta made known to her, 
her forlorn and deaclt^ condifion*

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life haa run out. In August, 1840| I was seriously itidit 
poscdf tnoru bo than I ^lavo been at any former period 
sinre my return to InJm ; what might have been the 
result had I not had watchful attentions it is net pug. 
Jiible to say j but 1 have always had the impression qn my 
own mind, that to her care i am (humanly speaking) main¬ 
ly indebted*for my recovery ; and the iecolleclioti of that 
watchfulness, and that care, was powerfully brought home 
to my hear,* by ^he following memoranduin^ wiijch I found 
in her Journal shortly after her decease. 

Tuesday, ]Sih August^ 1840—" It bus pleiised God to 
lav hiS afflicting hand on my beloved hui^butid* Oh [ for 
entire gubmisgjon fo his will, who in mercy and very faith¬ 
fulness afflicts. Dearest Father, thou didi^t witness my 
pleading?, and wresllinga, last night, and also my deep 
distress, as I pleaded thy blessed rtord * the prayer of faith 
sltali save the sick/ under the impression that thine ear 
was not bowed to my supplications, and yet 1 felt tlmt 1 
could not ■ let tbec go,* until f had obtained ^^omc svreet 
assurance that niv prayers on behalf of ihv dear and 
honoured pervani would preyaiL Oh vdtftt (in agonising 
hour it Thou st’cinedst 1o turn a deaf ear to every 

plea, at length* O my Father, thou did.'^t gii c mo to gee the 
trcacherv of mv heart, and the seltifthnes.'i that was bound

up in every petition. My own peisoual comfort was^ all 
that I thought of, I felt that I could not juirt with such a 
beloved object of my tendeicst afFcctiou --—yet I wTcstled 
for meek submission to thy blessed will ; at length, () mv 
Father, grace triumphed* and 1 was brought to cry ; —eai- 
nestly to cry,—only get to thyself glory*—only get to thy¬ 
self glory; although thy poor worm should bo plunged 
into the depths of sorrow. Whether thou seest til: to raise 
up thy dear servant, or to call him to thy blessed sdf, let 
it be as shall bring moat glory to thy blesBcd name. Ob 
the calm, sweet pea ccj that flowed into my soul then; I 
can never*never forget it, blessed, forever biessefl be tbv 
holy name, who to the troubled ocean of my conflicting 
feelings didst m so much mercy* say * jjcace be still * 

I have a distinct recollection of the evening referred to 
i» the above memoruudum. After I hud retired to rest,

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and she had done for me all that was needful ; she left me 
and ’went to my study on the opiwsite side of the hou^; 
she bad not however been awav irom me lonijp when cer- 
tain sqfinda began to fall upon my and aitliougli 1 could 
distinguish no words;;;—yet they were sounds with which I 
am perfectly familiar, and ’which told me full ’well how 
she wtia employefli; and it is more thaTf probable, 
that when the secrets of eternilv are 'unfolded, I shall' 
discover, that I chiefly owe my recovery uftder^od, to the 
fervency of those petitions which she in that “ agonising 
hour” presented on my account, in the management of her 
domestic affairs,—in her economy,—her love of order,-— 
her neatness, nnd her constant auiicly^to arrange all her 
household matters, so that I might have no impediment in 
my ’work, she deserves to be held up as a pattern of ex¬ 
cellence, well worthy of imitation bv all such females as 
are allied to ** the sons of the prophets.'^—I never es- 
prcpsed a wish that was not immediately complied with, 
and if she could in any instance only anticipate my want*?, 
it was sufheient i they were sure to be met, and due care 
taken to provide for tl em to^he full extent, of what either 
my comfort, or my usefulness demanded.* 

As wc were, after wc took up out abode at Chinsurah, but 
seldom separated from each other ; I can present but few 
specimens of her correspondence as a wife. Although I 


* I do not know liow far it may be right to lift the veil from the 
sweet acenea of domestic lifc^ but. still 1 tliink that J cannot be far 
wrong, in giving a fact or two illustrative of her kind attentioii^ as 
referred to above. In tbe rnontli of December, 1 was complaining 
of feeling a cold wind in the back of the nock, when I was out on 
my morning excursions for preaching* My births day happened to fall 
two days after I made this remark, and oa entering my study early on 
the morning of that day, 1 found on the desk a comforter which had 
been prepared and put there during the night, with the following 
label attached to it a birth*day comforter for a tender husband, 
with his affectionate wife's best wishea, that ho may^evtr want a 
comforter either for body or eouI, and her fervent prayers that he 
may be spared tttanyvtfftty years to be himself a comforter to thou- 
sands'’—when I first began to complain of the failure of eight, she 
knew exactly the kind of glasses which I rocjutied j and having sent 
to Calcutta and procured them, 1 also found them one moming on my 

study table with a similar label attached, which 1 regret to say 1 hare 
lost. 
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miglttt had I taken care to preserve all her notes, have been 
much better furniBhed th^ J now am, with materials for 
illuddatin^ her character in tins point of view. J think 
it is now about four y^ara a^o, since she was last in Cal¬ 
cutta, on that ^occasion, she went chiefly, for the benefit 
of medical advice j bcin^^- then more indisposed than I 
have ever known lier to be, since she’ came to India, ex¬ 
cept in her last illness. On her arrival there she g^ave me 
the followaccount of her passage down the river, and 
of the kind attentions which she met with from her valued 
friends* in the Missionary circle.

"My dearest HusnANo* 

Having safely reached Calcutta, and arranged all my lit¬ 
tle matters, it is time I begem to give you some account of 
my proceedings. I hud a most distressing head-ache during 
the whole of the journey, and whenl arrived at Mrs. Wil¬ 
son's {at the Agarpara Refuge), I was so unwell, that 1 felt 
strongly disjiosed to return with Canie,* but 1 was prevent¬ 
ed from doing so, by dear Mrs, Wilson^s kindness: she 
received me with all the cordiality and affection of a siater, 
made me He doivn immediately, and supplied me with what¬ 
ever aho thought calculated to relieve the pain; the sick¬ 
ness was the moat diatressing part, had 1 taken one of y our 
doses of tartar emetic I could not have been much worse ; 
however, it doubtless relieved the head, aa I w'as better in 
the evening, and enabled to proceed on my way to Calcutta, 
and reached this comfortable abode about o*clock. I 
was however prevented from going out yesterday morning, 
and partaking of the Lord's supper with our dear brethren* 
at Union Chapel* as 1 had previously anticipated. I cannot 
therefore say that the first sabbath of my visit has been 
spent as I desired ; but it was as the Lord willed* and I 
must be silent. I made up my mind that I would never 
again travel on the Saturday, except in a case of great 
necessity, although I know that all your plans for me were 
arranged with the kindest intentions, I am become such a 
atay-at-home, that I can hardly move now without the sys¬ 
tem being deranged for a time. My heart has been much 

*' The servant who aecompanied her. 
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with you since I left j though I have excellent accommoda¬ 
tions here, nnd meet with tne l^indest attentions from my 
friends, yet in sickness especially ' there is no place like 
burner' and few can boast-such a h^ie as I can, and blest 
with tJTie w ho is all kindness and care. * I have seen 
most of our Missionary brethren, they inquired affection¬ 
ately after you, Aid asked if you did not iutffnd to come 
and fetch me. Pray do not make any arrangements for 
me to extend my visit beyond the periotF iirs4 jiroposed ; 
because I am sure, comfortable as I am here, thiit I shall 
be quite home-sick ere the time has expired, f thought 
much of your engagements yesterday, and 1 earnestly 
prayed that they may be abundantly bl^st, and that your 
own soul may be fat and flourishing, and like a well water¬ 
ed garden ; and that you may be enabled to bring forth 
much fruit to the praise* and honour of our precious Re¬ 
deemer, When you can conveniently spare half an hour 
to worship with my dear children, i hope that you will 
do so, as I greatly covet such opportunities fur them; 
and now, dearest, I must bid you adieu for the present, 
commending you to Ills e^r-watchful care who neither 
slumbers nor sleeps.

A few days after the above was written, I received an¬ 
other letter from her* giving a still more unfavourable ac¬ 
count of her health, in my reply to this, I expressed a 
wish that she should return to Europe, and leave me to pro¬ 
secute alone my work in India, a few years longer. To 
this suggestion she replies as; follows : 

My dearest Husbakd, 

How happy shall i be to have a readier mode of com¬ 
munication with you; the time already seems long since 
r took a last look at you standing under the tree and 
watching my progress down the river. How t^ien must it 
he with those wives who have placed themselves on the 
other side of the wide ocean? may I be spared from 
such a trial as this; never propose it to me again, dearest. 
Where you are there ia my home, my ‘ sweet home/ and 
no earthly home can he sweet in your absence ; although 
I am very happy here^ and all our dear friends are very 
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kitjd, and inakc much of me* * * * Many thanks for get¬ 
ting my school-rooms put into such nice order* I shall 
greatly enjoy being in them again. I am much ]iJcased to 
hear of good chiltlreu.^ I attended the examination the 
To’wn Hall yesterday:* wbich Tvent off very well. * * Dr. 
C— is a very nice man, he has been very kind, and has ex¬ 
amined mucfi into niy complaint; he uslfcd me many i|ucs- 
tions, but ull this when we ineet* * + + Again J eommend 
you to the ej';cr-^-aciou6 care of our heavetily Father ; may 
he ever bleda, and preserve you, and cause his face to shine 
upon you, earnestly prays, iny best beloved.

During mr last visit to Calcutta I hud a note from her 
almost every day* lu nne of these winch E received from 
her the evening before 1 returned l^jine she thus writes : 

'' Mv OWN OEAR HuSHANO, 

1 would not let this post go without writing to you once 
more, lest you should be disappoiiiteci; hut you must par¬ 
don Qjy brevity. 1 have been so occupied all tlie raoniing, 
that 1 have scarcely hetn abiefh command a minute. Ac¬ 
cept my best thanks for your last very precious chit 
received yesterday morning. I am truls' glad to hear 
that you arc so well, and comfortable—nmcli. much love 
and best thank's to our dear friends for their kind care of 
you, I hope you will he able to persuade ihein to come 
to Cbinsurah, that 1 may try to repay their kindness. 1 am 
glad that you heard good I\lr. Uoswell last Sabbath day 
with so much pleasure* * "1= * 1 shall be truly happy to see 
you at home again; may tlie Lord ulmmlantly bless you, 
and bring you back in peace and safety* 1 am by no means 
well, but your cheering presence will do much towards mak¬ 
ing me so* * 1 was glad yesterday evening to see 
Joseph preaching away at your new Chapel, supported by 
the presencp of three or four Be rb am pore Christiana; he 
appeared to have a very good attendance. 1 have hud the 
house thoroughly cleaned during your absence ; and now 
you have nothing to do but to come and bless it,* yes

On the morning after the preceding letter was received 
1 left Calcutta at gun-fire, and [iroceedid te^ulta ghaut 
by water. On my arrival there, 1 found the burse and 
palkcc-gfiri waiting, which she had sent at an early hour, 
to expedite my juurncy homewards; in the pocket of 
the giirj wab the following note, wjneb being as it is 
the LAST I ever received from her, i give to the reader 
entire.

I was happy to lefirn from your^s this morning that yon 
continue well, and that you seem to be having so much 
enjoyment amongst your Jiivethren and Christian friends. 
]t has been my coustant prayer that your intercourse with 
them might be of a hallowed order: the communion of 
saints is truly sweet; 1 slioukl have been delighted to have 
shared it with you. Ft is a long time since 1 had such 
pure enjoyment, for alas I our meetings hero do not al- 
wnys partake of the character of some that 1 have expe¬ 
rienced in days that are past: but how sweet to look for¬ 
ward to ' the better land/ * a land of pure delight!' 1 am 
very happy to have readied tlie last day of luy loneli* 
ness: inay yon be brought to me in ssafety on the morrow, 
1 trust you will bring a heart fail of hve —love to Jesus, 
love to poor sinners—such love as uiigeh msy behold, and 
such as God will look upon mih an approving smile ; for

^he [iravs for you. Ah ! if prayers could avail aught, your 
Louisa has odered thousands for you since you came to 
the determination to cull her yours j* oli, that God may 
grant a thousandfold beyond what she has a^ked of the 
ricliest blesisiiigs* 1 enclose a note received from poor Cap¬ 
tain --1 know you will like to save time by reading it 

in the gari on your way home. Poor man, he appetirs to 
have suffered mu ('ll ; may the Lord des-ign It fur his sanc¬ 
tification. 1 send two or tliree oranges to refrej^h vou by 
tlie wav; I shall have a warm breakfast readv for vou and 
still warmer heart to receive you* Peace, much peace he 
with you, dearest, earnestly prays

* A beloved frii^nd who knew Mrs. Mundy tretl thus writes upon 
tliis subject : It is Only tliosc persons who iiave bucik privileged to 
enjoy her friendbliip iw J liavc been, tliot c^n know what ahe was as a 
Missionary^fi wife, and as alaburer in ike Lord^s vineyard, though I be¬ 
lieve not one amongst mftdft/ understood this* i do not think that 
there w'as another female tu India, who wrestled with the Lord, as 
did, for its benighted children, and for those who are miuisterinj; the 
word of truth amongst them* AUhougIn she is dead, yet tho many 
prayers which*she has laid up in store for you^ will continue to be 
answered as Long aa you need them ; and so it will be, I am persuad¬ 
ed, with her schools ; she has left tJiem a rich legacy in safe keeping, 
and he who was her great Treaaurcr,wilIl[iduethnLe, answer her pray¬ 
ers ; and a$ she said when on the borders of eternity, He * will pro¬ 
vide*^ I was truly glad to hear that you intend to publish a memoir 
of her, for if ever any one deserved to be had in everlasiting remcm- 
braucej I sm sure that your honoured wife did.^* 
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The remark eoritained in the above letter that she had 
offered thousands of prayefs on my account, I know to be 
strictly correct, and in this respect alone, to say nothing of 
othe^, what a friend, what a benefactor^ have I lost. I 
have reason to believe that the tra(?ts, and sermons, which 
I published, went forth to the world saturated by her pray¬ 
ers. Whenever l*had any work of this kind it^hand, a large 
measure of prayer was always offered by her, that it might 
go forth under the abundance of the di^nc blessing, and 
he made very useful in awukenijig sinners to n sense of 
their guilt and danger, I have before alluded to her devo¬ 
tional habits, and to her stated hours of retirement ;—^these 
sacred services, and these hallowed seasons* were not occa- 
sionalj but constant, liabilual, unifortif. She would some* 
times siiv to me, when she saw me oppressed with a mul¬ 
titude of cares and •luties* “ I four that your amiety 
about these matters, sOTuetimes follows you into the 
closet and interrupts your progres.^ there ’ it must I 
know^ require great watchfulness to prevent them from 
doing thb. Do, ] entreat you, guard against them, for to 
be hindered there i« such a hs$, a loss for which nothing 
on earth can pnsrihly compensate.’^ She was exceedingly 
jealous of her own " consecralcil hours/* and would never 
allow any thing to infringe upon them^ Siie continued 
regularly to observe her seasons of retirement till within a 
few days of her death, although such was then her extreme 
weakiiesfl, and her physical inability to bear any mental 
excitement, timt it inuttfrequently have been a great effort 
to her to attend to them. In addition to these stated sea¬ 
sons, she had likewise her seasons for spcciftl devotional 
exercises ; when her friends, with such other persons aa she 
had reason to believe stood in peculiar need of her pray ere, 
were largely remembered by her ; and she has, and that not 
in a few instances, as her private Journal shows, imitated the 
example of liim who said, At midnight will I rise to give 
thanks unto thee/’ (Psalm cxis, 62,) When Ijreturnedfrora 
ehapel on the Sabbath morning before her death, she said 
to me *' it was well I did not accompany you, ns the ser¬ 
vice 1 find would have been too exciting for me/** Observ¬ 
ing her bible open and Jier hymn book lying on the tablcj

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;irul licr countenance somewhat like tliat of Mo$es when 
be cfime down from the Mount^ I replied* You have, I 
suspect mv Jove been too much excited at home, more so 
I fear than you in your present state of weakness, are^ well 
able to hear i** nnd oji fjuestjooing her closely on the sub¬ 
ject, I found that such had been the case ; and that her 
frame wus qyitc exhausted, by the satred cxeiciecjs in 
which she had becnteriga^ed. 

It is very proba^Jde that some of the readers of this me¬ 
moir will ilSnk that I am amplifying too much upon llic 
subject of this chapter, and entering more into detflil on 
the general features of Mrs- Mundy’s charMCtcr* than is ne- 
cessary» My design however (and I wish this to be parheti- 
iarlif understood)jis dot to magnify the crealnrCi hut the grace 
of God in the creature ; the grace of lum who made her 
what she was, both us a ChrLStjan,i and as a Missionary, 
-'1 he former she would utterly repudiate, whilst in the latter 
she would rejoice and be glad/* 1 cannot therefore, ex¬ 
tended hs these retuarks already are, cunclude this review 
of her Christian devoteduess. without giving the note 
vvdiich was ajjpended in the Calcutta Christian Observer,* 
to the brief memoir which nrighially appeared in that in¬ 
teresting and useful periodical. f am not however aware that 
it furnhhcp any thing addliitinal to the statement which is 
here brought forward ; but it is valuable inasmuch as it is 
the testiinony of another individual—imd of one, who 
knew more of the diaracter of tlie deceased than any other 
person in our Missionary circle. 

Note hy the Editor of ihc Calcutta Christian Observer, 

We liave for soma years had the privilege of an ac¬ 
quaintance with Mrs, Mundy, and can say we have not 
met with any person of her eex who was more truly Mia- 
sionarv in heart and life* and one for whose removal we do 
more sincerely mourn : aud yet our Joss is her gain ; she

She was a devoted CAm/fan, devoted to the missionaty 
lause espficiaily. She left her native land for*thia work at 
an ago, and with a frame, which would have deterred many 
from trying the effects of an Indian climate* and that in 
opposition to the wishes of nearly all her circle ■ she act 
herself to work immediately on hei^arrivah and over the 
space of ten years left her station only three liines for a 
short period* and tha^ more for the benefit of others than 
herself. • 

She w'as a i^pirituaUfj^mindi^d and tcTider-hearted Christian. 
As ill her death* so in her life* grace, salvation* and glory, 
weic the llienies un which she delighted to dwell and con¬ 
verse : other olijects she would listen to as if by courtesy* 
]jut on these sht was all%yc, and car* and tongue. Evil 
tidings cumiug from either individuals or bodies always 
evidently distressed her i she wished them past* When 
the news arrived respecting the massacre at Affghardstan, 
was known to Hpend much time in prayer for the or¬ 
phans ami widows. Wc have seen her deeply affected bv 
the relations of tlic hostility of bad men towards the Lord's 
[loople* or of tlie lapses and errors of professing Chris- 

ti Ell] B. 

yhc was a Catholiv Christian. She loved all who loved 
the Saviour \ and however imperfect the impress of the 
Saviour’s image, or however feeble the development of 
grace in the hea*’t and life of such might be, she yet loved 
and recognized it* and conducted herself towards them as 
towards babes in Christ* Towards the Ro^an Catholic 
community she had a strong feeling of affection accom¬ 
panied by a longing desire to lead them to Christ. 

She was remarkable for her order. The aj>pearaiico of 
the pupils in her schools was the best evidence of her own 
order ; and especially were we struck with this on the re¬ 
opening of the schools after her death* Every child had 
some kind of mourning* and all was arranged with that neat- 
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ncfi? and order which at once struck the eye of tlie spec¬ 
tator, and forcibly exhibited ,the kind of training which 
they had been under. 

She was labottrious. Considering the extreme weak¬ 
ness of her bodv, it fised to be matter of perfect aa* 
tomshEneut to with what care and cheerfulnee^ *^shc 
would labor from six in the morning till ^usky eve* 

She was i(^evoi(:7tt. Her purse, like her heart* was 
open to all^ChriatiaUj Musalman* Heathen ; all shared her 
bounty* * 

She was deeply sensible of mam/old impfr/eciicns and 
short-comings. It was her constant complaint that she 
could not do morc^ and that wliat she did was done uo im¬ 
perfectly, and accuAipanied by so much selfishness j she 
thought she was fit only to be numbered with the greatest 
siuTiers, This kept her where it was her delight ever to 
,be* at the throne of grace, and at the foot of the cross. 
This was the secret of all her love and cheerfulness!, devot- 
eduess and labor. It was the sight of that dear cross 
which constantly urged her to the work of Christ amid 
her manifold weaknesses. On this she lived by faith ; on 
this, dying, she reposed her everlasting hopes : and she 
died, as she had lived, a cheerful and faithful aervaut «f 
Christ, Her faith was alwraya strong; to doubt with her 
w'aa eapecially a sin ; and as in life, so in death, her every 
expression showed that uhe knew in whom she had be¬ 
lieved* 

The funeral aerru(Jii was preached at Chinsurah on the 
evening of Tuesday, the lUth of July, by the Rev, T* 
Boaz, minister of the Union Chapel, Calcutta, from 1 Co¬ 
rinthians XV. 57, The congregation was large, attentive, 
and much affected ; some Roman Catholics were present, 
who had never been in a Protestant place of worship before* 
A flcrnaon was also preached by the Rev, T, Boaz on the 
following Sabbath evening, at the Union Chapel, Dharam- 
talla, from 2 Thess, i. 10*

CONCLUeiONi 

The righteous perisheth and no mftij layefti it to heart, 
and merciful men are taJeen awav, none considering that

the righteous is taken from the evil tocome.'^ •I'his remark 
of the Evangelical prophet is applicable to the translation 
from time to eternity* of every faithful foUoiver of the 
Lord Jesus Christ :-*death to such a person, let him die 
under whatever circumstances he may,*is always gain [ he 
is taken “ from the evH to come/^ removed from a world 
abounding with physical and moral evil, and introduced into 
one of endless light, and boundless glory—a world, where 
pains, and groans, and griefs, and fears, and death itself 
shall die-” The subject of this memoir in the anticipation 
of her ?peedy departure from the Church militant, to the 
Church triumphant, fr equently alluded to it in this point of 
vitw :—it would, she remsft ked, be a removal from the 
evil to come,”—a removal from econes of turmoil and strife 
to a land of permanent peace and everlasting repose. 'I'he 
various evils which afflict the Church of God in the present 
day—ihe belligerent, and party spirit exhibited by its dif* 
lereut sections—the gprcJid ofFuseyism, and the increase of 
poyjery,—that deadly Upas tree, with its withering night shade, 
and all its blighting, mildew'ing^ life*destroying influences; 
greatly afflicted iSer tender spirit, i?he had (and especially 
of late vears)j a growing conviction, that the '* man of sin” 
will ut no very distant period regain his ascendancy in the 
Church; but she was consoled with the thought, that this 
triumph of Ibc wicked one, with all the long train of evils, 
which must of necessity result from it, wtiuld not occur in 
her day. Thai it w^ould not be appointedto her, to behold the 
gathering clouds, so dark and lowering, burstiiSg in storms 
of desolation; and withering from the centre to the circuin* 
ference, ihe prccions fruits of Zlon^s fairest fields, it is said 
of the Lord's praying people, that they are “ the repairers 
of the breach, the restorers of paths to dwell in and Mrs, 
Mandy, during the period of her retidence in this vale of 
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sorrow, fully answered to this description of character. 
She endeavoured both by hef prayers, and her example, 
BO far as her induence extended, to repair those breaches 
which sin has every where made in the moral worl^ ; and 
also to avert from tHe Church, the calamities which so 
fearfully threaten her; by constantly pleading as she* did 
before the J^ord* his own promise, ** No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper, and every tongue that 
shall rise thee in judgment thou shaft condemn, 

this is the heritage of the aervants of the Lord, and their 
righteousness is of me, saith the Lord." 

It has been well observed that *' Prayer moves theliand 
that moves all things," and it will, I apprehend, be found 
at the last day, that God's praying people, have been Zion's 
beM benefactors. A halo of glory will then surround them, 
of which we have now no adequatr conception, and multi* 
tildes of obscure praying Christians who, as Cowper beauti- 
fully remarks, were "never heard of, half a mile fiom home,” 
will then ouUhine many of their brethren of less devotional 
spirit,—the fame of whose efforts has extended through 
the earth.—It may be said of such of God^a people as live 
much in the spirit of prayer—Ithat they are “ the chariots 
of Israel and the horsemen thereof;" whenever therefore 
one of lhc=e is removed from the footstool to the throne, 
from the wilderness to Canaun, the Church must of neces¬ 
sity be a loser. The loss which she sustains in such a case 
is in proportion to the frequency and the fervency of those 
devout supplications, which the translated individual had 
been accustomed to present on her behalf^ The Church of 
Christ at large, hns sustained a loss by the removal of Mrs. 
Muudy; but this loss is chiedy felt at Chinsurah ; that por-> 
tion of the Missionary field, which she cultivated with the 
hand of diligence, and watered with the team of an ever-in¬ 
creasing afi^ecLioa Oh, that the families there, and in the 
neighbourhood around, who have Jong been reaping the fruits 
of her benevolent exertions, may feel the force of the pro- 
pliet^s words, and lay her removal " to heart/' And let such 
of her young people aa may read this memoir; and especially 
those amongst them, who contrary to their convictions, ai^e 
yet remaining in communion with the Church of Rome, re¬ 
call the many solemn admonitions which she has given them 
on the danger to which they are exposed. Let them codbI- 
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der what i& likely to be the termination of the course which 
they are now pureuitig*—let know that ** the end of 

these thiogs is death/" They can, 1 am persuaded, call to 
mind the many faithful warnings which they liave beard 
from her lips; and .the many kind'and tender intreatiea 
whi^ she has addressed to them, on theit* immortal inter- 
ests;—'intreaties presented, as one of them juptiy observes 
in a note forwarded to me a few days •ago-^** m her own 
peculiar and genile wayj’ 1 seriously e^d alFectionately 
desire them to remember that the day of awfu? retribution 
is approaching, and when they meet her (as meet lier they 
must), at the judgment seat of Christ, they will then 
have no charge of unfaithfulness to bring against her. She 
will then be found free from the blood of all, and their 
ruin, if they do not repent and embrace the pure and un¬ 
adulterated Gospel of Ghrist, will then rest entirely with 
themselves. I would likewise request, that all the friends 
of Missions into whose hands these pages may fall, would 
also kindly bear the Chinaurah Mission upon their hearts 
at the footstool of redeeming mercy. Our proapects as to 
the Lord^s work In general, and to the department of tJie 
deceased in particular, are b'V no means of a cheering cha¬ 
racter, I tremble to think of what may possibly become of 
her schools ; and 1 sometimes fear that they will be given 
to the ** wild boar of the wood as it will not be in my 
power to keep them together much longer—but, he this as 
it may, ^he will not lose her reward. 1 am however, on the 
other hand, comforted by the thought, that her dying aspi¬ 
ration, ** the wili provide** is recorded in heaven; 

and that in the tnount of the Lord, it will be seen." 
May he who said in the days of his flesh, sufler little 
children to come unto me, and forbid them not, for of such 
ia the kingdom of heaven," look in mercy upon the little 
ones of her charge, and prevent her vineyard, id the mo¬ 
ral culture of which sire felt bo deep an interest, from be¬ 
coming a desolation," " as a lodge in a g^den of cu¬ 
cumbers." May he speedily revise up some zealous female 
to succeed her, in her work of faith, her labor of love, 
and her patience of hope,—one who is embued with a 
double portion of her spirit,—who will fully and faithfully 
enter into her labors; arid who will *' follow her as she 
followed Christ," in devotednecB, zeal and love to souls."

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S(fccndly. —When a devoted follower of the Lord Jeans ia 
summoned from time to e tern if y*—from earth to heaven ; 
wc may in the confidence of faiths iusertbe upun hia tomb, 
" not lost hut gone before*** It is not the dejiarted* saint 
hut the survivors who die in such a case as this. TIiq re¬ 
moval of such characters from our world produces a sad va¬ 
cuum in thedrde in whicli they have mCvcd, and especial¬ 
ly amongst the friends with whom they liave been inti¬ 
mately assoffiated'. In circumstances such as thesct ** the 
heart knoweth its own bitterness/' and a sense of desola¬ 
tion sometimes rests upon the soul of the bereaved, which 
the power of language is inadequate fully to pouriray; 
but God, the CJud who rules on high and thunders 
when he plea&e,” lia& a sovereign right to do ** what he 
will with his own/' He may at any time recall whatever 
part he sees fit of his bounties, ind the question which, 
a guilty and dependent creature, ever ought to lusk, when 
he is bowed down by a succession of bereaving providences 
is, " shew me tvher^/ore thou confendest with me,” It 
becomes him to coiitslder wliat is tlie end, and the design 
which God has in view, Tvhen Iq^.thus ** quarters afflictions** 
upon him, and in w'hat way he may bett huprove them, so 
aa to make them subservient to his own sanctification, his 
progress in holiness, and his preparation for hetivcn. One 
of our best English poets cautions ns against the folly of 
being satisfied with merely udmirlng departed excellence i 
we ought logo beyond this, to “ imitate and live,” It is 
said of our blessed Lord that he '' suffered for us, leav¬ 
ing us an examjde that w'c should follow IJis steps /* we are 
likewise commanded to he followers of them who through 
faith and patience inherit the promises/*—These scriptures 
therefore, with many orhci s of a similar description, show us 
very distinctly the practical use which we should endeavour 
to make of those trying dispensations, by W'hich our beloved 
Christian friends arc removed from our cinbracep We ought 
to mark the^'various excellencies of , their character—(espe¬ 
cially if they have been Christians of a high order)—to 
keep in view the lovely spirit which they exhibited, the 
labors in which they engaged,—their meekness, their be^ 
nevolencCj their humility, and pray that we maybe 
baptized with the same Spirit, and like them, enabled 
through grace, to live not unto ouTBelvea, but unto Him who 
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died, revived and rose " that lie might be Lord both 
of the dead and of the living*^^ ” Sanctified afflictions,” it 
has been well observed, are ** spiritual promotions,” and 
they#ire so indeed, when the Christian, in the very midst 
of Uiem, can still look to the Lord and Siy

If onr trialii are the means of bringing us nearer to the 
Redeemer's feet, and of making as more spiritually-minded, 
we shall then havx no cau!^ to regret them i and sorne of 
the Lord^a moat devoted followeis know from experience, 
that he frequently employs them as a blessed means to ac- 
cotuphsh this desirable end. They oft times make the 
Christian say 

F#aTth twine nu more about ray heart 
For ^tis far better to depart,''* 

And if earth ha^kt go its hold of the heart; if Jesus 
Clirrst is enthroned fn the affections, and has taken full and 
entire possession of them ; then death will be lo ua bat aa 
a pleasant passage to our Father's house. If wc are thus, 
through mercy, prepared for the " mortal couflict,” then 
the trials which we have experienced, so far as they have 
been sanctified to us, and made the means of furthering 
that work of preparation, have been to us wjmt Cowper 


* I ara quite aware that aorae of the readers of this raernoir will 
uy ** there ia too much poetry introduced/' and that this ia in ** bad 
tUBte"—be it so i it i* the utterance of the heart"—of a heart bowed 
down by the weight of affliction, aod the heart must be allowed to 
■peak in the language in which it hu found reUeC 
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beautifully calls “ mercies in disguise/* If we are tbus^ by 
Almiglity gracej prepared for the great transition,” we 
ahall then find that death is gaiii/^ Tlie curse of dissolU'^ 
tion will, in our case, bj annihilated. The Lord Jeanr will 
himself smooth our passage to the tomb, and we may rise 
triumphant above every fear, assured, that he who is 
the resurreetton and the life, will mdlnfest himself to 
our mortal flesh, anti will cause this corniptible to put on 
incorruption,rand*;his mortal to put on immortality.

whilst he who sustained it through dll the chequered scenCB 
of its earthly existence, will live to gladden and to bices it 
through all the boundless years of its happy immortality. 

Thirdly. The triumphant death of Clirist's fuithful fol¬ 
lowers is admirably calculated to impress ujion the minds 
of the survivors, the solid happiness which arises from the 
possession of true religion, 

** ’Us rtli^nn that pive 

^v^cetcst pleanarfiA whilst n't* lire, 

■'Tis religion can supply 
Solid coipfort wlien we die." 

But the question which ever ought to he asked here, is, 
—what is the nature of that religion wlijicb brings such a 
supply of happiness in life, and such an overflowing fulness 
of comfort in death ? Many persons, it is to be feared, have 
but a very vague idea of the nature of true religion ; to such 
persona therefore, it is necessary to say, that it h not the 
religion of a Fharlsaic Bpirit. Not a sentimental religion 
—nor the roligion of mere forma and ceremonies, thut can 
accomplish f'this ■ but it is the religion of the heart,—the 
religion of principle,—the religion of the cross. It is a 
religioD which springs from faiih in the great atoning ea- 
criflee of Him who died* " the just for the unjust to bring 
iis unto God/^ from that faith which hiuda the heart to 
him in fervent love, evangelical holiness, and uniform obe¬ 
dience, This J9 the religion, which in its nature, its prin- 
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ciplea, and itablepsed resuJtSi can alone supply peace and 
comfort to the soul either in life, or in death. Such 
WEIS the religion of Mrs, Mundy—the religion of her, who 
whilst [do king to Jesus Christ coul{^ emphatically say. 

To me '^ith thy dear name are ^ven 
Fayien and holiness and iieavea/^ ^ 

It was only a few days before her &eath, that she was 
drinking in those sweet words of Wcsley^-words which she 
felt to be fully expressive of her feelings, her dependence 
and her hope in the prospect of speedily stepping into 
eternity— 

Had I ten thousand gifts biaiid^ 

Fd cleave to Jceue cmcihed 
And build on him alone; 

For no ftwwdation is there given 
On ^'hich I’d place my ha|>es of heaven 
But Clirlit the corner-stone, 

Fossesiiilng Christ 1 all possess, 

Wisdom and strength and rightecpasnesa. 

And sanctity complctf; ^ 

Bo!d in his nwe 1 dare draw nigh 
Before the R*cr of the sky 
And all Ids justice meet.** 

This, if I may use the expression, was her " confesfeion 
of faith*'* when she was standing on the borders of the 
eternal world. It was the love of this glorious Saviour 
phed abroad In the heart,—clear views of hie divine charac¬ 
ter! ^ drm reliance upon his tiuished work, and a sweet sense 
of his presence Eilcl grace in the soul, which carried her tri¬ 
umphantly through the dark valley of the shadow of death, 
and which enabled her, with the King of Terrors and all his 
frightful attendants full in view, to reiterate those sweet 
words so fall of comfort to surviving friends, ** happy—hap¬ 
py—happy People.”* The apostle Peter speaks of Chris-

thousands, and teu$ of thousands of the dlffereru nations, and tongues, 
who from ptrsonal experience and objservdtiun have, under the eamc 
circumstaneesi united with her in declaring their own porcioii as bear¬ 
ing the same distinctive, holy ^uid happy {;haracb(!r^--^Thc blessedness of 
the righteous is then specihrd; and tho following ideas in which 
it is chietly comprehended, are beautifully illustrated. They are 
blessed because sin is not imputed totherif," because ** the ffrQundt 
of judicial penalty are taken away," and bccau^ they have strung 
consolation" arising from a knowledge of the fact which is secured to 
them by “ two immutable things/^ the oath and promise of the Lord." 
They are moreover bJesaed. hpcause " siu has not dominion o^er 
them."' There is " no connection in the physicul or mural world so 
Indissoluble as that which exists bctw'epu sin and misery" on the one 
hand, and holiness and hap|>inc::<s on the other ; amt nt, God's people 
are delivered from the domimon of sin and madt: holy, they are conse* 
quently blessed and hujipy* " They are blessed in their lelatjons." 
As a child at its birtlj enters into certain natural relatmns more or 
less intimate with all the family of man, a<» they by their spiritual 
birth entcT into certain rclaiions with all the family of heaven—with 
God—with Chribt“witii angels—and with the spirits of ‘‘ just men 
made perfect," and with all the fatUifuI foUuwers of thiisit ou earth : 
each individual is able to elaim an affinity to the/esc, and they are 
all brethren, not by physical but by ijpiritual descent. Tiiey are like* 
wise bleeiied and hapjiy in their engagements and their enjO)rncnts. 

When (.hristians meet, hope answers to hojie, joy to joy. desire to 
desire ; their spiritual fears, anxieties and conflicta are mutual—their 
neoefsities are alto mutual; they are therefore mutually communi¬ 
cated. 'Expicssinns from the hecu t, of mutual ui^ectiiun and sympathy are 
interchanged, and mutuid editicution, strength and comfort arelhenGby 
derived,*' But ChiLtians arc above all things happy, peculiarly 
happy in thdp }>0!j&essiuus and their prospects; to thebe we can 
asngn no bounds i all things are theirs—God is theirs in the infinitude 
of hia perfectiona—Christ in the closeness of his relations—the Spi¬ 
rit Id the sweetness of his inflQehcee--^the holy oraetes and the holy 
Ordinances of God j all—all are theira* Their proai'ccts njoreovec 
embiBce all the glories of the wOtld to come. They have an mhetitHnce 
before them, and it ia incorraptible, undeliled and fadetb not away," it 
ia ** reserved in heaven" for them, and they are hastening to take poa- 
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adt^erted to m the preceding- verses, and to which be refera 
in the untecedeiit " so’^-“B,nd nn uhundant entrance 
shall be administered to yon into the everlasting king- 
doTn ^of our Lord and Saviour,"--“and what he here 
adverts to as essential to the enjc^ineiat of thia privilege 
is Christian consistencv* Christian d^otediiess,—con- 
staut nearness to the cross of Christ, and»thc habitual 
prevalence of the life of God in the st>uL But few per¬ 
sons comparatively could* I apprehend* oiaim a degree of 
happiness beyond that which was posseasetf by the be¬ 
loved subject of this memoir. She was always hap- 
py*^hap]>y in life, and happy in death; bat the secret 
spring of her happiness was the influence of the principles 
referred to above. Her happiness arose from her " near¬ 
ness to the cross”—from her devotedness to Christ, and 
from the power of a*liviag faith in him who loved the 
Church and who gave himself for it. It w-as her highest 
aim, her constant felicity, to live and labor for him, and 
he blest her accordingly. The promise, them that honour 
'irie I will honour," waa richly verified in her experience ; 
and as she had lionou* d him, so she wnis honoured by 
him ; honoured by being made eminently useful in life, 
aijfl by the abundant consolations which were alfcrded to 
her in death, the ** Eternal God w^as then her refuge, and 
underneath were the everlasting arms/^ The Lord w'hom 
she loved then put a new song of joy and praise into her 
mouth, and in the lust pangs of dissolving nature, enabled 
iicr triumphantly to sing—*' Yea though 1 walk throuirh 
the valley of thc^hadow of death I w iU fear no evil, for 
thou art with me \ thy rod and thy staff, they comfort me." 
It was then that she was enabled emjihatically to exclaim* 
the battle is fought, and the victory is won, and won for 

^esBian of it, and it wiU be theirs for ever. These are the ideas chiefly 
brought forward mid ut'On in this beautiful article—Christians 

therefore* Bays the writer* !»hoii1d rejoice in their blessedness ;—they 
should endeavciui to make it apparent to aJL men that th»y are :

Fmrthly. 'The death of a Chi iatian, dhpartlng- hence in 
the full confidence of faith, eheds a lustre over the Gospel, 
and jjtrikingK' forth the power ttnd diviue authority of 
that religion which can adtniuieter snch aapport to a sinner 
in dying circumstancea, 

" it iis an awful period for a sinner when he is called to 
pass the boundary Jine which separates the present from 
the future world ? when he is called to pass Irom time to 
eternity j to appear in the presence of the Judge of all 
flesh ; and to give an account of t!tie deeds done in the 
body, tie goes as a crimimil, a guilty criminal, into the 
presence of a just Judge; a Judge who seeth in secret, who 
searchcth the moat secluded recesses of the hcFirt, and who 
will render to every tnan accor^pg to his works/' It 
is a fact which uo one can dsny that there are mnlti- 
tudes of such criminwla—(mere nominal proressors of 
Christianity) who puss through the valley of the shadow of 
death without a particle of fear, but that is no evidence of 
their safety. The quietude of men of this character, in such 
an hour, can only be compared to the conduct of a man who 
is blind ;^to the situation of a man who is standing on the 
brink of a precipice* wbicli he docs not p^ceive* and who 
for want of this perception, approaches faarlesely its brink 
and ere he is aware, is dashed into the yawning abyss that 
is bencatli him. Had he been conscious of his danger and 
yet urged forward to the brink of that precipice by a 
power which lie could not withstand, how different would 
have been his feelings, he would then have trembled as he 
advanced, and would have shuddered at every step which 
he took towards its verge; and such is the courage of the 
man who, whilst a stranger to the gospel, dies without a 
fear* The courage of such a man, can only be attributed 
to his spiritual blindnese, were his eyes open to see the

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yawning gulph of pci'dttion^ on the very brink of which he 
IS tottering—had he a clear perception of his own dangerous 
state,—had he a scriptural view of the perfections of that 
God whose awful tribunal he is about to appear ; he 
woi^Jd be overwhelmed with irresistible horror at the 
prospect of being immediately summoned into his pre¬ 
sence. But the ChrLstian, who relies upon the great aton¬ 
ing sacrifice of Jesus Christ, can survty the hour of his 
exit from earth with calmness and placidity ; sich a Chria- 
tiaii, with all the attributes of deity revealed to his faith— 
with a knowledge of the exceeding sinfulness of sin^-^^d 
with a mind enlightened to take a full view of that world, 
on the borders of which he is standing,p-caD still look for¬ 
ward, not only without a fear, but even with confidence 
and joy. His mind is deeply impressed with a sense of bis 
own guilty state by natttre—he knows that the God, before 
whom be is about to appear, is a holy God*—a just God, 
—a God who cannot look upon iniquity but with abhor¬ 
rence* and who will punish transgressors; and yet notwith¬ 
standing this full view pf his glory and majesty, he can 
enter with confidence into lya august presence, believing in 
the promise which assures him, that he shall not be hurt of 

the second death”—he can exultingly exclaim, as he de¬ 
scends into the swellings of Jordan and resigns his “all 
that's mortal,” “ O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory ? tli^ sting of death is i|in, and the 
strength of sin is the law, but thanks be unto God who 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ,"* 

The trlumphurl death of surh a Christian has been pre¬ 
sented to the reader's view in the preceding pages of this

brief memoir, and when we turn to the gospel and find 
this to be the origin and spring of that holy courage and 
that victorious faith, does it not, 1 ask, set the glor^ of the 
gospel in a striking point of view, and furnish us yith a 
tangible and irresistifite evidence of its divine original ? 
Tlie glory which surrounded the dying bed of her to wflora 
thvse remarks parliculnrly refer, is nob a slngatar occur¬ 
ence in the Christian Church* Since the manifestation of 
the mystery of JodJiness, there have been a constant suc¬ 
cession of similur triumphant departures, from this world, 
to the world of ** separate Epirits," Under the bleeaed 
and holy influence of gospel principles, thousands of the 
Lord's people Ijave^jnet death and all his frightful attendants 
wiih a steady soul, and a serene countenance; and anima¬ 
ted with the hope of immortality, have departed to heaven 
with songs of praise upon their lips, a smile of joy upon 
their face* and with triumph in their eyes. The sweet 
serenity of mind, and the holy exuhation which multitudes 
of humble Christians, cleaving by faith to a crucified Savi¬ 
our, have experienced when on Jhe verge of eternity, U 
calculated, if duly considered*^to produce a powerful ira- 
preeeion on the unprejudiced mind in favour of the truth of 
the gospel. The constant recurrence of such events in the 
Church, furniiihes* in my own view of the subject* the most 
conclusive, and demonstrative evidence of the divine autho¬ 
rity of the Christian Scriptures, apd presents-to view a basis 
on which an argument might be founded, and from which 
evidence might be deduced* illustrative of their heavenly 
origin, such hr the infidel could neither gtinsay nor resist* 
Men, under the influence of depm^ed nature, may ad¬ 
vance their proud sophistical cavils at doctrines of the 
Bible I but here are facts—facts whicHf with ureBistlble 
power, speak home to the conscience, and which throw a 
weight of evidence into the scale that can neither be con* 
treverted, nor denied* By the support which the' gospel 
^thb's imparts to the dying Christian, it evinces its adupta- 
‘ tion to his circumstances, it fully meets the worst of his case, 

' and fldmittiaters to him the consolation which he requires 
the ftwfuily momentous period’when he must quit the 
Uabemacle of day and become fin inhabitant of the invi¬ 
sible world* Now this adaptadhtt of the gospel, evidently 
'^implies design;—^and design implies an author, it evident 
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tKc hand of a Ttioral and an intelleetaa] agent; atid the 
adaptation, the Builability ef the remedy equally eviden-' 
ces 00 the part of that agent, ao acquaintance with the 
jsituation, the wants, and the neceaaities of the pereons for 
^ who4^ that remedy has been provided* And who, 1 aak 
huf God, the omniscient Jodge of the Bpirits of all fleah, 
knows the true s^uatton of man, the extent that mUery 
into which he was plunged by the fall, «nd the nature of the 
remedy which his circumstances require ^ In this point of 
view the superior glory of the gosjiel wiU speSdily be eeen, 
if we contrast it for a moment with those fhlse systema of 
religion which have, from time immemoria], prevailed in the 
world. V/hich of them has borne up the spirit of a man so 
high above the fear of death as the gospel has done f How 
vuin, when compared with its glorious and blessed truths, 
are the insignificant tsifies wi^ which the pHests of hea« 
thenism amuse the credulous multitude; so vain that the 
wise men amongst themsdves despise the romance, and 
few are found ao atupid aa fully to believe it. What a poor 
account also do the wisest of their ]^ilosophers give of 
tlie state beyond Uie grave; and as for the courage of their 
heroes at the point of deafh, it is only a feigned resignation 
to what they cannot withstand, and not the result of a rea¬ 
sonable and well-foimded hope* But the statements of 
divine truth, which are contained in the Gospel, present a 
solid foundation for faith to rest upon, and an ennobling ob* 
ject for hope to embrace ; and under the influence of ^ese 
soul inspiring truths,—this faith, and this hope, the Ohrlttian 
rises trmTnpbau| above the fear of death, and elevated with 
a holy couiideDce, he can, as he approaches the gates of the 
grave, excitingly exclaim with the apostle,*' 1 am persuad¬ 
ed that neither death nor life, nor angels nor pTmcipalities 
nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God whidi is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord." . ^ , 

We may traverse the field* of Mahommedaii delusion 
and pagan superstition, in s^ch rf similar eff&ct* { bat 
the ^ort will be vain ; success will not crown our endea¬ 
vours. And if we proeecnte onr inquiries, by surveying 
the state of those men who have (deviated from the pore 
principles of the Gospeller rather who have new wdellii t/. 
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to suit the wickedness of their hearts, or the pride of their 
reason ; although wc may find' amongst thenip individuals 
who have manifested resignation and subinission, yet we 
ahall^ 1 apprehend, find but few, comparatively,dying p the 
possession of this lieaiS:nly peace—this holy, elevating joy, 
—But few, if cny*of this class of persons who have been able, 
in the confidence of faith, whilst the soul was hovering on 
the borders of the ^eternal world, thus to proclaim to sur¬ 
rounding spjctatf rs, in the fall view of a smiling God and 
an opening neaven,”^the certainty of their complete, their 
final, and their everlasting victory though the great aton¬ 
ing sacrifice of the Lamb. 

Jt is simply the cross of Christ which produces those 
blessed and divine ejects to which I have adverted* It is 
a belief of his divinity, and faith in hia atonement, which 
alone can draw the heart In holiness and love to him. It 
would be presumption in tne to say, that the men who re* 
ject these doctrines, newr pass into the eternal world with 
each elevated joY as I have now had occasion to describe j it 
is sufficient to say, that 1 never heard of a man, who adher¬ 
ed to the opposite sentiments, dying in such an enviable 
and happy manner j but J have fieard of hundreds of ortho¬ 
dox Christians, adhering to the scripture doctrine of faith 
in a crucified Saviour, who have been thus crowned with 
victory over death, and who have experienced a partial 
participation of thtr felicity of heaven, previous to their dis¬ 
missal from the body. Whatever, thetciore, may be the 
judgment of others on this subject, f am constrained to ac¬ 
knowledge, that this simple fact speaks ra^e powerfully to 
my own mind, than all the triumphs that have been gained to 
the standard of orthodoxy in the field of controversy. Tlieae 

precious" doctrines 1 view as the special-^-the peculiar 
glory of the Gospel; these are the truths which mske men 
the most holy in life, and which afibrd them the most solid 
support in the hour of death ; they evince its power, display 
its excellenc?, prove its divinityand with these glorious 
cflbctSj the restilt of its reception, present to niy mind, I 
say with the poet, 

** Should all the forma that laeo derise, 

Auault IB J faith with treacheroua art; 

I’ll call them vanity, and liea, 

And bind the Gospel to saj heart.” 
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Lastly, the constant recurrence o( Death, and the,sudden 
and hastv manner in whiclf his victims are sometimes re* 
moved from the present world, and eapccittlly in India, 
shou|^ teach us the importance of being habitually prepar¬ 
ed for his approach. • 

fhe uncertainty of human life, as it*is presented to 
view in the word of God, is a truth that, requires not 
evidence but impression. It is a tiaith which is con* 
hrmed and corroborated, by all the events of 

providence, and which in the death of every human being 
is constantly reiterating, in language unutterably empha¬ 
tic, the solemn admonition, ** prepare to meet thy God/’ 
Preparaiion for eternity is the great business of life, and 
preparation for eternity can alone be derived from union 
with Christ: it emanates from a living failh in him, it is 
the purchase of his blood, and the gift of hia grace ; and 
it belongs to every man who can say with the apostle, 1 
live, yet not I but Christ liveth in me, and the life which 
1 live in the flesh, I live by the faith of the Son of Gad 
who loved me and gave himself for me.” Every individual 
who IS thus united to Christ in prepared to die,“ and the 
man who, whilst looking by faith to him, can say, " whom 
have 1 in heaven but thee, and there is none upon earth 
that 1 desire beside thee,” U in possession of a principle 
which will ere long unfold the full glories of the ccle&tial 
world to his view,—which will deprive Death of its terror* 
and Sin of its sting, and which will flnfilly introduce him 
into the “ holy nf holies,” and unite him m an everlasting 
bond of hallowed communion with the general as¬ 
sembly and Church of the firstrimrn, whose names are 
WTitten in heaven.” But he who has not so sought, and 
so found Christ,—who ia not by faith thus united to him, is 
not prepared to die. It matters not whatever his charac¬ 
ter may be in other respects,—however lovely, or however 
amiable, or benevolent, or moral, or philanthropic he may 
he, still if he has not found Christ, he b mil prepared to 
die. Benevolence, philanthropy, and the like amiable fea¬ 
tures of character, unless they spring from faith in Christ, 
are only nature's Jrutfs they will not answer as a substi¬ 
tute for grace,—they will not save the soul* 

Wicked men, therefore, are not prepared to die,—^the 
mere moralis not prepared to die, ungodly sinoers,^—the

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impenitent, the unbdievin^p of every class, are not prepar* 
ed to die \ and yet they may die, nay the time is approach- 
in" when they die ; but “ O my aoul, come not thou 
into their secret; unto their assembly, mine honour, 
thou united,” To ever? man of this character, it may n^ost 
emphaiically be ^id, " Dying thou ahalt die and what an 
awful, what afdrtfridful day wilt the day trf death be to such 
a man, what a trari^itiun from time to eternity will hia be. 
The hrat de^i'h ’sttU transmit him to the second, his body 
will die by its Beimration from the soul, and hh soul by (^e* 
paration from God, ita true life, will die to its well-being 
and to its happiuess for ever. 

Perhaps this mepioir in ay fall into the hands of some 
peraotia uf the character above described. It may fall into 
the hands of some who are conscious that they are living in 
sin, and who feel that they nnprepkred for the boundless 
eternity that is before them ; and yet it may be, that thei^e 
very men are deceiving thcnisclves as multitudes do, with 
the hope thiit al! will be well in the end ; deceiving them¬ 
selves by H hope founded upon certain vague idess of divine 
mercy, which they themselves ,are unable to define;—are 
buoyed up by a fake delusive idea, that they will yet, by 
some mysterioiifl process, which they cannot comprehend, 
be prepared in their last hour for the solemn change, 
Alas ! if such be the case, they arc much to be pitied ; 
Satan k holding them in “ bondage vile” to the ruin of 
their souk ; hut ere long their eyes will he open, «nd they 
will discover, (perhaps w'hen it ia too hie.) the awful mis¬ 
take under which they have labored. in a dying 

hour can tranquilUse the awakened conscience but fuith, sa¬ 
tisfactorily reveahng to the mind, the atouing ^sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ* and the character of God aa. a lather recon¬ 
ciled through him ; and if pardon and salvation through his 
sacrifice have not previously been sought,—-if the fluul is 
still ignorant of him and hk glorious woi k, In vain does 
it, in tliat avifully momentous period, search for any other 
foundation, on which to Hk its last expiring hopes. 

Tlie bleabedness of being habitually prepared to die, k 
a truth which in theory k ucknowledged by all men ; but 
which, (as is evident from observation.) is practically at¬ 
tended to by few. There k perhaps scarcely an individual 
la be found, bearing the Christian name, however wicked he 
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nmy be, wlift Ims not at some period of his life, been in- 
Epirefi by Unlarn'e glowing desire* so beautiful! (t expressed 
wbils't he surveyeil the rising glories, and the brightening 
prospects of jHCob^s goodly tents—Not one who bus not at 
tuni?period of his life felt as this sooliisayer did ; who, when 
he ascended the summit of the rock, and Woked down upon 
the chosen tribes ^jidiugiu the valley, with th(^Shekinah,the 
emblem of the divine presence dw’elling.in their midst, first 
paused in observation, and then in admifation exelaitncd, 
" How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob* and tli Jtabornacles* 
O [pFuel [ from the top of the rocks 1 see him* and from the 
hills 1 hciiold Idin. liCt me die the death of the l i^lileous, 
and let my last end be like unto Ids!'* Uut he who would 
die the death uf the righteous* mn^^t fifttlive the lifeof the 
riglLteous, He must live u life of faith upon the ISoii of God* 
and a life bv grace devoted to him- 1 am quite aware* 
in bringing forwuid remarks of this character, that I am 
departing from the course usuully pursued in writing a me¬ 
moir* and adopting wlut eoine [icrsons perhaps will consider, 
too much of a ** sermoii-likc stvlc;” imta dcs^ire to be useful, 
and to awaken the ,411]lifted conscience of the slumbering 
sinner, will, 1 trilst, be asiftRcieut apology* 1 cannot tell m* 
to whoEc hands this ineiTnnr mar fall, and I would that it 
j^hould do good wherever it goes;* it may perliajis meet the 
eye of some who liave never scrioutly ihouglit ulnnit the 
one thing needful*" And my earnc'^t wii'h and Jlruycri^^*that 
wlicnevcr it does meet the eye of such men as these, it may 
abo impress the heart,aJurm tlie conscience, and arouse them 
to a due considd^atiou of their latter end, and of that solemn
